I  mxy  now  avow  ttat  I  have  other  aims  than  I  daemod  it  oxpodieat  to 
tn  'Ution  in  the  proBpcctuB  : — to  commnnicate  in  on  agreeable  manner,  the 
( reatest  possible  varietj  of  important  and  diverting  i&cts,  without  a  eingle 
a::ntence  to  excite  an  nnoasj  sensation,  or  an  embarraasine  inquiry  ;  and,  hj 
not  seeming  to  teach,  to  cultivate  a  high  moral  feeling,  and  the  beat  aSectums 
of  the  heart : — to  open  a  Btorehonso,  from  whence  manhood  may  derive  daily 
instrnctiou  and  amusement,  and  youth  and  innocence  be  informed,  and  retain 
their  innoccney. 

To  these  intentions  I  have  accommodated  my  materials  under  snch 
dlfGcnlties  as  I  hope  may  never  be  experienced  by  any  one  engaged  in 
Buch  a  labour.  To  what  extent  less  embarrassod  and  more  enlarged  facul- 
ties conld  have  better  executed  the  taak  I  cannot  determine ;  but  I  have 
always  kept  my  main  object  in  view,  the  promotion  of  social  and  benevolent 
feelings,  and  I  am  persuaded  this  prevailing  diepoeition  is  obvious  throughout. 
The  poetical  illuBtrntiona,  whether  "  solemn  thinkings,"  or  light  dispersions, 
are  jmrticularly  directed  to  that  end. 

I  may  now  be  permitted  to  refer  to  the  oopions  indexes  for  the  multiforions 
contents  of  tbe  volume,  and  to  urge  the  &iends  to  the  undertaking  for  assist- 
ance towards  its  completion.  There  is  scarcely  any  one  who  has  not  said — 
"  Ah  I  this  is  tomething  that  will  do  for  the  Every-Day  Book  :"  I  crave  to  be 
favoured  with  that  "  something."  Others  have  observed — "  I  expected  tomo- 
thing  about  so  and  so  in  the  Eoery-Day  Book,"  It  is  not  possible,  however, 
that  I  should  know  every  thing  ;  but  if  each  will  commnnicate  "  something," 
the  work  will  gratify  every  one,  and  my  own  most  sanguine  wishes.

A  comviunicAticD  in  an  English  Journal 
of  January  1834  relates,  Ihttl  in  Paris  on 
new  year  ■  day,  which  is  called  le  jour 
iPtlretinet,  pareou  bestow  portions  on 
their  children,  brolheis  on  their  sisters, 
and  hiubandstnake  presents  to  theirwives. 
Carriages  may  be  seen  rolling  through  the 
streets  with  cargoes  o{  bon-bont,  muvettirt, 
and  the  variety  of  et  caterai  with  which 
little  children  and  grown-up  children  are 
bribed  into  good  humour ;  and  here  ani 
there  paatnrcooki  are  to  be  met  with,  car- 
tying  upon  boards  enormous  temples,  pa- 
nidas,  churches,  and  playhouses,  made  of 
sue  flour  and  sugar,  and  the  embellish- 
its  which  render  French  pastry  so  in- 
ng.  But  there  is  one  street  in  Paris 
which  a  new  year's  day  is  a  whole 
year's  fbrtvne — this  is  the  Riu  da  Lom- 
tardt,  where  the  wholesale  confectionen 
reside;  for  in  Paris  every  trade  and  pro- 
fession has  its  peculiar  quarter.  For  se- 
veral days  preMdJQg  the  1st  of  January, 
this  street  is  completely  blocked  np  by 
carts  and  waggons  laden  with  cases  of 
sweetmeats  for  the  provinces.  These  are  of 
every  form  and  description  which  the  most 
singular  &ncy  could  imagine;  bunches  of 
carrots,  green  peas,  boots  and  shoes,  lob- 
sters and  crabs,  hats,  books,  musical  in- 
struments, gridirons,  frying-pans,  and 
sancepans ;  all  made  of  sugar,  and  co- 
liiurea  to  imitate  reality,  and  all  made 
with  a  hollow  within  to  bold  the  bon-boitt. 
The  most  prevailing  device  is  what  is 
called  a  cornel,  that  is,  a  little  cone  orna- 
mented in  diSereiit  ways  with  a  bag  to 
draw  over  tJie  large  end,  and  dose  it  up. 
In  these  things,  the  prices  of  which  vaiy 
from  one  franc  (lenpence)  to  iifly,  the 
ioM^toiu  are  presented  by  those  who 
choose  to  be  at  the  expense  of  them,  and  by 
those  who  do  not,  they  are  only  wrt^ped 
in  a  piece  of  paper ;  but  ion-toM  in  some 
wayorother  must  be  presented.

Eirted  in  the  first  week  in  the  year  to

No  person  able  to  give 
must  on  this  day  pay  a  visit  empty-haoded 
Every  body  accepts,  and  every  man  lives 
according  to  the  means  which  he  , 
Females  alone  are  excepted  from  the  i 
of  giving.  A  pretty  woman,  respectably 
connected,  may  reckon  her  new  y^r's  pre- 
sents  at  something  considerable.  Gowns, 
Jewellery,  gloves,  stockings,  and  artificial 
Dowers,  hit  her  diawing-room ;  for  in  Paris 
it  is  a  custom  to  display  all  the  gifts,  in 
order  to  excite  emulation,  and  to  obtain 
as  much  as  possible.  At  the  palace  the 
new  year's  day  is  a  complete  jour  tk 
file.  Every  branch  of  the  royal  fimily  is 
then  expected  to  make  handsome  presents 
totheking.  For  the  six  months  preceding 
January  1H24,  the  female  branches  were 
busily  occupied  in  preparing  presents  of 
their  own  manufacture,  which  would  fill 
at  least  two  common-iiied  waggoiu.  Ibe 
duchess  de  Berii  painted  an  entire  room 
of  japanned  paunels,  to  be  set  up  in  the 
palace ;  and  the  duchess  of  Orieans  pre- 
pared an  elegant  screen.  An  English 
gentleman  who  was  admitted  suddenly 
into  the  pretence  of  the  duchess  de  Berri 
two  months  before,  found  her,  and  three 
of  her  maids  of  honour,  lying  on  the  car- 
pet, painting  the  lezs  of  a  set  of  chairs, 
which  were  intended  for  the  king.  The 
day  commences  with  the  Parisians,  at  an 
early  hour,  by  the  interchange  of  their 
visits  and  bon-bom.  The  nearest  relations 
are  visited  lirat,  until  the  furthest  in  blood 
have  had  their  calls ;  then  friends  end  ac- 
quainliuices.  The  conflict  to  anticipate 
each  other's  calls,  occasions  the  most  agree- 
able and  whimsical  scenes  among  these 
proficients  in  polite  attentions.  In  the^e 
visits,  and  in  gossiping  at  the  confe«> 
tioners'  shops,  which  are  the  great  lounge 
for  the  occasion,  the  morning  of  new 
year's  day  is  passed ;  a  dinner  is  giver 
by  some  member  of  the  family  to  afl  the 
rest,  and  the  evening  conclud^  like 
Christmas  day,  with  cards,  dancing,  or 
any  other  amusement  that  may  !«  pre- 
ferred.

give  praise  and  adoratioo  to  the  Giver  of 
all  good  gilb."  The  Jews  on  the  first  day 
of  thi'it  new  year  give  sumptuous  enter- 
tainments, and  joyfully  wish  each  other

is  not  yei  obsolete  even  with  us ;  but  the 
new  year's  gift  seldom  arrives,  except  to 
honest  rustics  from  their  equals ;  it  is 
scarcely  remembered  with  a  view  to  its

farlours,  regaling  on  the  occasion.  Dr

176C.  On  the  9ih  of  January  died  Dr. 
Tbomas  Biich,  a  valuable  contributor  to 
history  and  biography.  He  was  bom  on  the 
33d  of  November,  ITOS,  of  Quaker  parents. 
Hi(  father  nas  a  coffee-mill  maker,  and 
designed  Thomas  for  the  same  trade;  but 
the  son  "  look  to  reading,"  and  being  put 
to  school,  obtained  successive  usherships ; 
removing  each  time  into  a  better  school, 
that  he  might  improve  his  studies ;  and 
stealing  hours  from  sleep  to  increase  his 
knowledge.  He  succeeded  in  qualifying 
himself  for  the  church  of  England,  with- 
out  going  to  the  university  ;  obtained  or- 
ders from  bishop  Hoa  ley  in  1731,  and 
several  prefermenW  from  the  lord  chan- 
cellor  Hardwicke  and  earl  Haidnicke ; 
became  a  member  of  the  Royal  Society 
before  he  vras  thirty  years  of  age,  and  of 
the  Antiquarian  Society  about  the  same 
time;  nas  created  a  doctor  of  divinity, 
and  roade  a  trustee  of  the  British  AIu- 
seum ;  and  at  his  death,  lefl  his  books  and 
MSS.  to  the  national  library  there.  Enu- 
meration of  his  many  useful  labours  would 
occupy  several  of  these  pages.

Sbe  was  a  nun,  with  a  desire  to  live 
always  l»i  bread  and  water,  died  in  1497, 
and  was  canonized,  after  her  claim  to 
sanctity  was  established  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  hit  holinean  pope  Leo  X. 
SI,  Kentigem. 

He  was  bishop  of  Glasgow,  with  juris- 
diction in  Wales,  and,  according  to  But- 
ler, "  favoured  with  a  wonderful  gift  of 
miiaclea."  Bishop  Patrick,  in  his  "  De- 
votions of  the  Romish  Church,"  says, 
*'  St.  Kantigeru  bad  a  singul: 
kindling  lire,  which  I  could  n 
hit  upon."  Being  in  haste  to  lighl 
dies  for  vigils,  and  some,  who  bote  a 
spile  to  him,  having  put  out  all  the  fire 
in  the  monastery,  he  snatched  Ihe  green 
bough  of  an  haiel,  blessed  it,  hlew  upon 
it,  the  bough  produced  a  great  tlame,  and 
he  lighted  his  candles:  "  whence  we 
may  conjecture,"  says  Patrick,  "  that 
tinder-boxes  are  of  a  later  invention  than 
St.  Kentigeni's  days." 


Ttrm  is  derived  from  Terminut,  the 
heathen  god  of  botindaries,  landmarks, 
and  limits  of  time.  In  the  early  ages  ol 
Christianily  the  whole  year  was  one  con- 
tinued term  for  hearing  and  deciding 
causes ;  but  after  the  establishment  of 
the  Romish  church,  Ihe  daily  dispensa- 
tion of  justice  was  prohibited  by  canoni- 
cal authority,  that  the  festivals  might  be 
l>ept  holy. 

Advent  and  Christmas  occasioned  the 
winter  vacation;  Lent  and  Easier  the 
oring;  Pentecost  the  third;   and   faaj- 


time  and  harvest,  the  long  vacation  be- 
tween Midsummer  and  Michaelmas. 

Each  term  is  denominated  from  the 
festival  day  immediately  preceding  its 
commencement;  hence  we  have  the  tenm 
of  Si.  Hilary,  Easter,  the  Holy  Trinity, 
and  SI.  Michael. 

There  are  in  each  term  stated  days 
called  diet  in  banco,  (days  in  bank,)  that 
is,  days  of  appearance  in  (he  court  o( 
common  bench.  They  are  usually  about 
a  week  from  each  other,  and  have  refer- 
ence to  some  Romish  festival.  AH  ori- 
ginal writs  are  returnable  on  these  days, 
and  they  are  therefore  called  the  return 

The  first  return  in  every  term  is,  pm- 
periy  speaking,  the  first  day  of  the 
term.  For  instance,  Ihe  octave  of  St,  { 
Hilary,  or  the  eighth  day,  inclusive,  after  , 
the  saint's  feasi,  falls  on  the  20th  of  Ja- 
nuary, because  bis  feast  is  on  the  13lh  of 
January.  On  the  !Oth,then,  the  courtsils 
to  take  etioigTU,  or  excuses  for  non-ap- 
pearance to  the  writ ;  "  bui,"  says  Black- 
atone,  "as  our  ancestors  held  it  beneath 
the  condition  of  a  fieeman  to  appear  or 
to  do  any  thing  at  Ihe  precise  time  ap-  j 
pointed,"  Ihe  person  summoned  has  three 
days  of  grace  beyond  the  day  named  in 
Ihe  writ,  and  if  he  appear  on  the  fourth 
day  inclusive  it  is  sufficient.  Therefore 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term  the  court 
does  not  sit  for  despatch  of  business  till 
the  fourth,  or  the  appearance  day,  which 
is  in  Hilary  term,  tor  instance,  on  the 
33d  of  January.  In  Trinity  term  it  does 
not  sit  till  the  GfUi  day ;  because  the 
fourth  fdUs  on  the  great  Roman  catholic 
festival  of  Corpjit  ChriitL  The  first  ap- 
pearance day  therefore  in  each  term  is 
called  the  first  day  n{  the  term  ;  and  the 
court  sits  till  the  tjuorlo  die  pott,  or  ap- 
pearance day  of  the  last  return,  or  end  of 

In  each  term  there  is  one  day  whereon 
the  courts  do  not  transact  business; 
namely,  on  Candlemas  day,  in  Hilaiy 
term;  on  Ascension  day,  in  Easter  term; 
00  Midsummer  day,  in  Trinity  term ; 
and  on  All  Saints'  day,  in  Michaelmas 
term.  These  are  termed  Grand  days  in 
the  inns  of  court;  and  Gaudy  days  at 
the  two  universities;  they  ate  obaerved 
as  CoOar  days  at  the  king's  court  of  St.

At  this  time,  likewise,  the  San- 
day  whidi  we  call  the  fint  Sunday  in 
Ltat,  was  styled  simply  QuadTag^haa, 
or  the  fortiedi,  meaning  the  fortieth  day 
before  Easter.  Quadragtitmn  was  nlso 
the  name  given  to  Lent,  and  denoted  the 
<i»aingaaimiU,  or  forty  days'  bst.  When 
the  three  weeks  before  Quadragesima 
ceased  to  be  considered  as  weeks  after 
the  Epiphany,  and  were  appointed  lo  be 
obserred  as  a  time  of  preparation  for 
Lent,  it  was  perfectly  conformable  to  the 
ordinary  mode  of  computation  to  reckon 
backwards,  and  for  the  sake  of  even  and 
rouikd  iiumben  to  count  by  decades. 
The  authors  of  this  novel  institution,  and 
the  compilers  of  the  new  proper  offices, 
wontd  naturaliy  call  the  first  Sunday  be- 
fore Quadragesima,  Quinquagesima ;  the 
second,  Seu«^ima ;  and  the  third,  Seo- 
ma.  This  reason  corresponds 
it  that  seems  to  be  at  pre- 
KDi  most  generally  adopted."

Having  finished  the  last  '  Benedicamus,' 
they  advanced  with  crosses,  torches,  holy 
waters,  and  incense,  carrying  a  turf  (Gle- 
bam)  in  the  manner  of  a  coffin,  passed 
through  Ihe  choir  and  went  howlmg  to 
the  cloister,  as  far  as  the  place  of  iotei^ 
ment  -,  and  then  having  sprinkled  the  wa- 
ter, and  censed  the  place,  returned  by  the 
same  road.  According  to  a  stoiy  (whe- 
ther true  or  false)  in  one  of  the  churc.ies 
of  Paris,  a  choir  boy  used  to  whip  a  top, 
marked  with  Alleluia,  written  in  golden 
betters,  from  one  end  of  the  choir  to  the 
other.

This  saint  has  the  honour  of  a  place  in 
the  ohurch  of  En^and  caiendar,  on  what 
account  it  is  difficult  to  say.  All  the 
liiicts  that  Butlec  has  collected  of  him  are, 
that  he  was  bishop  of  Sebaste  in  Armenia, 
receiver  of  the  relics  ol  St.  Eustratius, 
and  executor  of  his  last  wdl ;  that  lie  is 
venerated  for  the  cure  of  sore  throats ; 
principal  patron  of  Ragusa,  titiilar  patron 
of  the  mool-combers ;  and  that  he  was 
tormented  with  iron  combs,  and  martyred 
under  Licinius,  in  316. 

Ribadeneira  is  more  diffuse.  He  re- 
lates, that  St.  Blase  lived  in  a  cave,  whi- 
ther wild  beasts  came  daily  to  visit  hlin, 
•ud  be  cu'CG  by  hini ;  "  and  if  it  hap- 


pened that  they  came  while  he  was  al 
prayer,  they  did  not  interrupt  him,  bui 
wailed  till  ne  had  ended,  and  never  de- 
parted  without  his  benediction.  He  nai 
discovered  in  his  retirement,  imprisoned, 
and  cured  a  youth  who  had  a  hsb-bone 
stuck  in  his  throat  by  praying."  Riba- 
d(  neira  lurther  says  ihat  £tius,  an  ancient 
Creek  physician,  gave  the  following 
Reetgtl  for  a  tloppage  in  thetkroal: 
"  Hold  the  diseased  party  by  the 
throat,  and  pronounce  these  words  : — 
Blase,  Ikt  murfjrr  and  lervamt  of  Jam* 
Ckriit,   coauuatidi    Ikee ,  to  pat*  up   or 

Tbe  same  Jesuit  relates,  that  St.  Blase 
was  scourged,  and  seven  holy  women 
anointed  uiemselves  with  his  blood; 
nbereupoo  their  flesh  was  combed 
with  iron  combs,  their  wounds  ran  no- 
thing but  milk,  their  flesh  was  whiter 
than  snow,  angels  came  visibly  and  healed 
their  wounds  as  fast  as  they  were  made ; 
and  they  were  put  into  the  fire,  wbicb 
would  not  consume  them;  wherefore 
they  were  ordered  to  be  beheaded,  and 
beheaded  accordinely.  Then  St.  Blase 
was  ordered  to  be  drowned  in  the  lake; 
but  he  walked  on  the  water,  sat  down  on 
it  in  the  middle,  and  invited  the  infidels 
to  a  sitting;  whereupon  threescore  and 
eight,  who  tried  the  expetimeot,  were 
drowned,  and  St.  Blase-walked  back  to  be 
beheaded. 

The  "  Golden  Legend"  says,  that  a 
wolf  having  run  away  with  a  woman's 
swine,  she  prayed  St.  Blase  that  she 
might  have  her  swir.e  again,  and  St. 
Blase  promised  her,  with  a  smile,  she 
should,  and  Ihe  wolf  brought  the  swiiw 
back ;  then  she  slew  it,  and  offered  the 
head  end  the  feet,  with  some  bread  and 
a  candle,  to  St.  Blase.  "And  he  thanked 
God,  and  etc  thereof;  and  he  sayd  to 
her,  that  every  yere  she  sholde  oSr«  in 
bis  chirche  a  condell.  And  she  dyd  all 
her  lyf,  and  she  had  moche  grete  pros- 
pei^le.  And  knowe  thou  that  to  the,

The  origia  of  St.  Blue'i  &me  has  baf- 
Bed  the  inifuiTy  of  aiitiquiries ;  it  leems 
U>  hare  rolled  off  vith  the  darkaeu  of 
former  ages,  never  to  be  Ifoonu  igaio. 
To  the  wool-tomLrrt  ihis  saint  ii  indebted 
for  the  maintenance  of  his  reputation  in 
Eoglaiid,  for  no  oihec  trade  oi  peraoiu 
haTB  any  interest  in  rememheting  his 
exiitence;  and  'this  populantf  with  a 
body  of  lo  much  consequence  may  pos- 
sibly have  been  the  reason,  and  the  only 
reason,  ibr  the  retention  of  his  name  in 
the  church  calendar  at  the  Kefonnation. 
That  it  is  not  in  the  wane  with  them,  is 
dear  from  a  report  in  the  LeetU  Mercnry, 
of  theSthof  Fcbruaiy,  1835.  The  article

Tlie  >q>teDnial  festival,  held  in  hononr 
of  bishop  Blase,  and  of  die  inventioa  of 
wool-combing  attiibiited  to  that  person- 
age, was  on  this  day  celebrated  at  Biad- 
wrd  with  great  gaiety  and  rejoicing. 

There  is  no  place  in  the  kingdom  where 
the  bishop  is  so  splendidly  commemo- 
rated as  at  Bradford.  In  1811,  1618, 
and  at  previous  septennial  periods,  the 
occasion  was  celebialed  with  great  pomp 
and  festivity,  each  celebration  surpassing 
tbe  preceding  ones  in  numbers  and  brit 
Ijance.  Tbe  celebration  of  1835  eclipsed 
all  hitherto  seen,  and  it  is  most  gratifving 
to  know,  that  this  is  owing  lo  the  high 
prosperity  of  the  wonted  and  woollen 
nanufactures,  which  are  constantly  add- 
ing fresh  streets  and  suburban  villages  to 

The  different  trades  began  to  assemble 
at  eight  o'clock  in  the  moming,  but  it  was 
near  ten  o'clock  before  they  all  were  ar- 
ranged in  marching  order  in  Weslgate. 
The  arrangements  were  actively  super- 
intended by  Matthew  Thompson,  Esq. 
The  morning  was  brilliantly  beautiful, 
Aa  early  as  aeveD  o'clock,  strangers  pour- 


ed into  Bradford  from  the  surrounding 
towns  and  villages,  in  such  numbers  as 
lo  line  the  roads  in  every  direction ;  and 
almost  all  the  vehicles  within  twenty 
miles  were  in  requisition.  Bradford  was 
never  before  known  to  be  so  crowded 
with  strangers.  Many  thousands  {^indi- 
viduals must  have  come  to  witness  the 
scene.  About  ten  o'clock  the  procession

The  aripreniices  and  masters'  sons,  how- 
ever,  formed  the  most  showy  part  of  the 
procession,  ttieir  caps  being  richly  adorned 
with  oitrich  feathers,  flowers,  and  knots 
of  various  coloured  yarn,  and  their  stuff 
garment*  being  of  the  gayest  colours; 
uime  of  these  dresses,  we  understuid, 
were  very  cosily,  from  the  profusion  of 
their  decorations.  The  shepherd,  shep- 
herdess, and  swains,  were  attired  in  light 
green.  Tlie  wool-sorters,  from  their  num- 
ber and  the  height  of  their  plumes  of 
feathers,  which  were,  for  the  most  part,  of 
diflerenl  colours,  and  formed  in  the  shape 
of  J!eur-de-lii,  had  a  dashinc appearance. 
The  combmakerB  carried  before  them  the 
nstruments  herii  so  much  celebrated, 
'aised  on  standards,  (ogeth'r  with  golden 
fleeced,  rams'  heads  with  gilded  horns, 
and  other  emblems.  The  combers  looked 
both  neat  and  comfortable  in  Iheir  flow- 
ing wigi  of  well-combed  wool ;  and  the 
garb  of  the  dyers  was  quite  professional. 
Several  well-painled  flags  wercdisplayed, 
one  of  which  represented  on  one  side  the 
venerable  Bishop  in  full  robet,  and  on 
the  other  a  shepherd  and  shepherdess 
under  a  tree.  Another  had  a  painting  of 
Mesea  giniiu;  up  the  golden  fieeee  to 
Jasov:  a  third  had  a  portrait  oftbe  Xing  :

Mr.  Douce,  whose  attainments  includo 
more  erudition  concerning  the  origii  and 
progress  of  English  customs  than  any 
other  antiquanan  possesses,  must  be  re- 
ferred lo  upon  this  occasion.  He  ob- 
serves, m  his  "  Illustrations  of  Shak- 
speare,"  concerning  St.  Valentine's  day, 
that  *'  it  was  the  practice  in  aneieul 
Home,  during  a  gre^ii  pari  of  the  month 
of  February,  to  celebrate  the  Lupercalia, 
which  were  feasts  in  honour  of  Pao  and 
Juno,  whence  the  latter  deily  was  named 
Februala,  Februalis,  and  Februlla.  On 
this  occasion,  amidst  a  variety  of  eero  I 
monies,  the  names  of  young  women  were 
put  into  a  box,  from  which  they  were 
drawn  by  the  men  as  chance  directed. 
The  pastois  of  the  eariy  christian  church, 
who  by  every  possible  means  endeavoured 
to  eradicate  the  vestiges  of  pagan  super 
slilions,  and  chiefly  by  some  commute 
lions  of  their  forms,  substituted,  in  the 
present  instance,  the  names  of  particular 
saints  instead  of  those  of  the  women , 
and  as  the  fiestival  of  the  Lupercalia  had 
commenced  about  the  middle  of  February, 
they  appear  to  have  chosen  St.  Valentine's 
day  for  celebrating  the  new  feast,  because 
it  occurred  nearly  at  the  same  time.  This 
is,  in  part,  the  opinion  of  a  learned  and 
rational  compiler  of  the  'lives  of  the 
Saints,'  the  Rev.  Alban  Butler.  It  should 
seem,  however,  that  it  was  f'lerly  impos- 
sible to  extirpate  altogether  iny  ceremony 
to  which  the  common  people  iiad  been 
much  accustomed  :  a  fact  which  it  were 
easy  to  prove  in  tracing  the  origin  of 
various  other  popular  superstitions,  Ao€ 
accordingly  the  outline  of  the  ancient 
ceremonies  was  preserved,  but  modified 
by  some  adaptation  to  the  christian  svs- 
teni.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
the  above  practice  of  choosing  mates 
would  gradually  become  reciprocal  in  the 
sexes;  and  that  all  persons  so  chosen 
would  be  called  Valentine^,  from  the  day 
on  which  the  ceremony  took  place."*

On  T.  Row's  remark,  who  is  also  foce- 
lious  on  the  subject,  it  may  be  observed, 
that  his  incliaation  to  think  there  never 
was  any  such  implement,  is  so  far  from 
being  warrantable.if  the  &ct  be  even  cor- 
rect, that  ii  has  not  been  mentioned  by  ' 
any  aricient  writer,  that  the  fair  inference 
is  the  converse  of  T.  Row's  inclination. 
Had  he  consulted  "Johnson's  Dictionary," 
he  would  have  found  the  curfew  Itself 
explained  as  "a  cover  for  a  fire;  afire- 
plate. — Bacon."  So  that  if  Johnson  ts 
credible,  and  his  citation  of  authorities  is 
unc|uestionafale.

Jldr.  Buckley  was  a  really  learned 
printer.  Tbt  coUectioni  for  nia  edition 
of  Thuanui  were  made  by  Carte,  who 
bad  fled  to  France  from  an  accuoatioD  of 
high  ti«ason,  durii^  the  rebelliim  of  1715 
and  while  in  that  country  poisessed  him- 
self of  so  many  materials  fur  the  purpose, 
that  he  consulted  Dr.  Mead,  tne  cele- 
brated physician,  and  patron  of  literary 
men,  concerning  the  undertaking.  By 
the  doctor's  recommendation,  it  was  in- 
trusted to  Mr.  Buckley,  who  imported 
the  paper  for  it,  which,  with  the  mate- 
rials, cost  him  a,350J.  He  edited  the 
work  with  Rdelity,  and  executed  it  with 
elegance. 

Mr.  Buckley  was  the  publisher  of  the 
"  Spectator,"  which  appeared  in  folio 
from  his  shop  at  the  Dolphin  in  Little 
Britain,  a  place  then  filled  with  book- 
sellera.  At  the  close  of  the  seventh  vo- 
lume diis  poptilar  woifc  was  suspended, 
but  rtnimn  by  Buckley  in  Amen-comer. 
Be  attained  to  opulence  and  respect- 
ability, was  in  the  commission  of  the 
peace  for  Middlesex,  and  died,  greallj 
esteemed,  on  the  Bth  of  September,  IMl, 
In  the  Hxty-eighth  year  of  his  age  .*

He  was  bom  at  Kirkaldy, 
inFifeahire,  in  1738,  educated  altheuni- 
rersity  of  Edinbui^h,  devoted  himself  to 
architecture,  went  to  Italy  to  study  its 
ancient  remains,  became  proficient  in  his

Appointed  to  hold  a  disputation  against 
Peter  Martyr,  another  eminent  reformer, 
who  read  the  divinitv  lecture  in  Oxford, 
he  diligently  studied  the  scriptures  and  the 
writings  of  the  early  lathers,  and  "was  not 
sorry  to  be  overcome  by  the  Imth."  Cuth-

take  it  down.  Behold,  I  have  taken  it 
down  myself."  Then  plucking  out  the 
glove,  he  showed  it  openly,  and  inveighing 
against  incji  practices  in  any  man  that 
professed  himself  a  Christian  .endeavoured 
10  persuade  them  to  the  practice  of  mutual 
love  and  charily.

The  memory  of  man  sopplles  no  re- 
collection  of  so  i*et  a  season  as  from  Sep- 
tember 1824  to  March  1825  ;  it  produced 
ibe  rol  in  sheep  lo  an  alarming  extent. 
i  In  consequence  of  the  animals  being 
killed  in  this  disease,  the  mutloo  is  un- 
wfaolMonte  (or  human  food,  and  produces 
wtrtalitT  even  in  dogs.    Tbe  newspapen 


relate    that  such    mutton    given    to  a 

kennel  of  dogs  rendered  ihem  fat,  till  on  m 
sudden  their  goud  looks  declined,  they 
became  lean,  and  gradually  died,  withoi.t 
any  other  cause  being  assignable  for  the 
mortality,  than  the  impure  flesh  of  tha 
sheep.  In  such  a  season,  therefore,  fhini- 
lies  should  shrink  from  the  use  of  mutton 
as  from  a  pestilence.  There  is  no  secu* 
rity,  hut  m  entire  abstinence.  Almost 
every  hare  shot  during  the  same  period 
had  a  tainted  liver.  Under  such  circum- 
stances lami  should  be  sparingly  used, 
and,  if  possible,  refrained  from  altogether, 
In  order  to  secure  mutton  at  a  itasonabU 
price  hereafter.

1792.  John,  earl  of  Bute,  died.  !!• 
was  prime  minister  soon  after  the  acces- 
sion of  George  III.;  and  of  all  who  guidal 
the  helm  of  state,  the  most  unpopubr. 


On  the  loth  of  March,  18S0,  died 
Benjamin  West,  esq.,  president  of  the 
Royal  Academy,  in  the  eighty-second  year 
of  his  age.  It  was  his  deliglit  to  gently 
lead  genius  in  a  young  artist ;  and  Mr. 
WiLLiAU  BFaHEs,  the  sculptor,  was 
honoured  by  the  venerable  president  with 
the  means  of  tranimittins  his  parting 
looks  to  an  admiring  world,  upon  whom 
be  was  soon  to  look  no  more.  Mr.  West's 
sittings  to  Mr.  Behnes  were  about  twa 
months  before  his  death.  Expiessina 
himself  to  his  young  friend  in  terms  of 
high  satis&ction  at  the  model,  he  en- 
couraged him  to  persevere  in  that 
branch  of  art  which  Mr.  Behnes  ha*  since 
distinguished,  by  admirable  power  of  de- 
sign and  use  of  the  chisel.  To  speak  ot 
Mr.  Behnes's  model  as  a  mere  likeness,  is 
meagre  praise  of  an  effort  which  clearly 
maika  oMervalion,  and  comprehension,  of 
Mr.  West's  great  mental  powers.  Tha 
bust,  as  it  stands  in  marble,  in  sir  John 
Leicester's  gallery,  is  a  perfect  resemblano. 
of  Mr.  West's  features,  and  an  eloquent 
memorial  of  his  vigorous  and  unimpaired 
intellect  in  the  last  days  of  earthly  exis* 
tencc.  If  everthe  noblest  traitsof humanity 
were  depicted  b^  the  hand  of  art,  Iber 
are  on  this  bust.  Superiority  of  mind  is 
so  decidedly  marked,  and  blended,  witli 
primitive  simplicity,  and  a  beaming  loolt 
of  humanity  and  benevolence,  (hat  it 
seems  the  head  of  an  apostle. 

Mr.  West  was  an  American  ;  u  trat 
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bom  at  Springfield,  in  Pennsylnnia, 
on  th«  lOlh  of  October,  1738;  liis 
RQcnlon  and  parents  were  "  Frianda  :'' 
the  bmity  had  emigialed  from  England 
with  the  illuttrious  founder  uid  legiilUor 
of  Pennsylvania,  WiIiUam  Ptmii  of 
whose  treaty  with  the  Indians  for  a  tract 
of  their  territory,  it  ii  observed,  that  it 
was  the  only  christian  contract  unsano- 
tioned  by  an  oath,  aitd  the  only  one  never 
violated.*  The  Rnt  of  the  family  who 
embraced  Quaker  principira  was  colonel 
James  West,  the  fnend  and  compaDion  in 
arnu  of  the  great  John  Hampden. 

U  r.  West's  genius  develop^  itself  very 
early.  When  a  child  he  saw  an  infant 
■mile  III  its  sleep,  and  forcibly  atrudi  with 
Its  beauty,  seized  pens,  ink,  and  paper, 
which  happened  to  lie  by  him,  and  en- 
deavoured tu  delineate  a  portrait ;  at  this 
period  he  had  never  seen  an  engraving  or 
a  picture.  Ila  was  afterwanls  sent  to 
school  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  during 
hours  of  leisure  was  permitted  to  draw 
with  a  pen  and  ink.  It  did  not  occur  to 
any  ofthe  family  toprovide  him  with  bet- 
ter materials,  till  a  party  of  Indians  being 
amused  with  little  Benjamin's  sketches  of 
birds  and  flowen,taughl  him  to  prepare  the 
red  and  yellow  colours  with  which  ihey 
painted  their  ornaments,  and  his  mother 
adding  blue,  by  giving  him  a  uiece  of 
indigo,  he  became  possessed  of  the  three 
primaiT  colours.  AJ  he  could  not  procure 
camels  hair  pencils,  and  did  not  even 
know  of  theif  existence,  be  supplied  the 
deficiency  by  cutting  fur  from  the  end  of 
the  cat's  tail.  From  the  frequent  necessity 
for  repeating  this  depredation,  his  father 
observed  the  altered  appearance  of  his 
fkrouiite,  and  lamented  it  as  the  effect  of 
disease;  the  young  artist,  with  due  con- 
trition, informed  his  father  of  the  true 
cause,  and  the  old  gentleman  was  highly 

f leased  by  his  son's  ingenuousness.  Mr, 
ennington,  a  merchant  of  Philadelphia, 
Struck  with  the  genius  of  the  child,  sent 
him  a  box  of  paints  and  pencils,  with 
tome  canvass,  and  sin  engravings  bv 
Ctevhng.  Little  West  rose  with  the 
dawn  of  the  neii  day,  carried  the  hox 
tnto  the  garret,  prepared  a  pallet,  bf^n 
to  imitate  the  figures  in  the  ennavings, 
omitted  to  go  to  school,  and  joined  the 
ramdy  at  dinner,  without  mentioning  how 
he  had  been  occupied.  In  the  afternoon 
he  again  retired   to  bit  garret;  and   for 


several  stKcessivv  days  thtis  devoted  bim 
self  to  painting.  Tlia  schoolmaster,  how- 
ever, sent  to  know  the  reason  of  his  ab 
sence.  Mrs.  West  recollecting  that  slic 
had  seen  Benjamin  going  up  stairs  every 
tnoming,  and  suspecting  that  it  was  the 
box  which  occasioned  this  neglect  of  the 
school,  affected  not  to  nolioe  the  masage, 
but  went  immediately  to  the  garret,  and 
found  him  emjrioyed  on  the  picture.  If 
she  had  anger,  it  waschaneedte  a  different 
feeling  by  the  sight  of  his  perfbrtnanee; 
she  kissed  him  wkh  transports  of  aflectku, 
and  assured  him  that  she  would  intercede 
to  prevent  his  being  punished.  It  seemed 
ever  the  highest  pleasure  of  Mr.  West 
emphatically  to  declare,  tlial  it  was  tbil 
kiss  that  made  him  a  rainter,

1760  he  left  Phitad^phia  for  Home,  pur- 
sued his  studies  in  the  c&pital  of  art, 
Tisited  the  galleries  and  collections  of 
Italy  with  an  ardour  that  impaired  btf 
Itealth,  came  through  Prance  to  London, 
and  was  about  to  return  to  America,  when 
sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  and  Wilson,  the 
landscape  painter,  used  their  utmost  per- 
snasiont  tn  detain  him  in  this  countiy. 
TTiere  was  only  one  obstacle ;  he  had 
formed  an  attachment  on  his  native  soil :

tied  a  handkerchief  over  his  eyes,  and 
then  dropping  another,  five  musket  balls 
passed  thioogh  his  body,  and  he  fell  dead 
lostantly.  An  historian  of  the  day  says 
of  him,  that  "  Whatever  his  errors  and  in- 
discretions might  have  been,  beseemed  to 
have  been  rashly  condemned,  meanly  given 
op,  and  cruelly  sacrificed  to  viie  con- 
siderations." It  is  believed  that  popular 
fiiiy  had  been  excited  against  him  by 
various  arts,  and  especially  by  the  sup- 
pression of  important  passages  in  his 
offidal  despatches.  He  delivered  a  paper 
to  the  marshal  of  the  admiralty  on  the 
nwming  of  his  death,  wherein  he  ex- 
pressed bis  conviction,  that  he  should 
Hereafter  be  regarded  as  a  victim  to  divert 
Ibe  indignation  and  resentment  of  an  in- 
jored  and  deluded  people  from  the  proper 
objects,  and  that  his  very  enemies  De- 
lieved  him  innocent.

CnaoKOLOOY. 
Forty-foui  years  before  Christ,  Juliut 
Cesar  was  assassinated  by  Brutus  and  his 
associates  in  the  senate-house  of  Rome,  in 
the  S6th  yearof  his  age.  He  is  said  to  have 
conquered  three  hundred  nations,  taken     ! 
eight  hundred  cities,  defeated  three  huit- 
dred  milliona  of  men,  and  slain  one  hun- 
dred millions  on  the  field  of  battle.     He 
was  teamed  himself,  and  an  encouraser  of 
learning  and  the  aits.  He  wrote  the  '"Com-    i 
mentanes  on  the  wars   of  Gaul,"  a  book    j 
which  bears  his  name,  and  which  would    1 
have  been  lost  in  the  bay  of  Alexandria, 
if  he  bad  not  swam  from  his  ship  with  bis    j 
book  in  ooe  hand,  and  bis  arms  in  the    ' 
other.    His  ruling  passion  was  ambition, 
yet   he   was  a  slave  to  seiksualitV;  with    i 
talents  that   might  have   made   nim   iha    ' 
protector  of  Roman  liberty  he  destroyed  it. 
1784.     Dr.  Thomas  Franklin,  transla- 
tor of  Sophocles,  Phalaris,  and  Lucian, 
died.      He  was  bom  about   1730,  and 
wrote  two  tragedies,  the  "  Earl  of  Wai- 
wick"  and  "  Matilda."

VEKVtI.  EQUINOX. 

The  Kmarks  on  iheF^maf  Sgulnox,  im- 
mediately following,  are  communicated  by 
a  respected  scientiiic  friend  to  the  editor. 

This  is  a  day  of  great  consequence  in 
the  year,  and  one  thai  must  excite  many 
associations  in  the  mind  of  the  astrono- 
mer, and  of  every  one  who  entertains  a 
due  reverence  fur  our  sacred  records.  Tlie 
fun  on  this  day  pauses  the  imaginaty  line 
ID  the  heavens,  called  the  equator,  or  equi- 
noctial; it  beingthe  middieeircle  equally 
distant  in  every  part  from  the  north  or 
the  south  poles.  The  Hoe  is  passed  to  an 
obsnver  on  Greenwiiih  hill,  at  len  minutes 
past  nine  in  the  morning ;  and,  conse- 
quently, when  il  IS  on  Ihe  meridian,  or 
•la  highest  point  at  noon,  it  will  appear 
to  every  observer  in  the  united  kingdom 
at  wme  distance  from  the  equator.  It  is 
commonly  said,  that  at  this  time  the  day 
is  equal  to  the  uight  all  the  world  over; 
but  this  is  a  vulgar  error.  The  day  is  not 
equal  to  the  night  in  this  country ;  that  ii, 
tM  sun  appears  ibr  more  than  twelve  hoars 


above  the  horiion,  and,  conieanently,  a 
less  time  than  twelve  hours  elapses  be- 
fore it  shines  again  to  us  in  the  morning. 
Besides,  the  faiiacyof  this  common  saying 
is  perceived  at  once  by  any  one  who  con- 
siders, that  the  inhabitant  of  the  north 
pole,  if  there  is  any  inhabitant  there,  has 
already  seen  for  some  days  the  sun  above 
hii  horizon,  and  it  will  not  set  to  him  for 
above  ail  months.  The  day  then  is  not 
equal  to  the  night,  either  in  the  united 
kingdom,  or  at  the  north  pole.  We  will 
leave  to  the  astronomer  to  deti 
what  part  of  the  earth  this  ci 
really  takes  place;  in  the 
lion  of  the  problem  he  may  e 
some  difficulties,  of  which  a~  ~ 
is  probably  not  aware.  The  sun  crosMl 
the  equinoctial  line,  at  ten  minutes  past 
nirie;  it  was  therefore  at  its  rising  south 
of  thai  line,  and  at  its  setting  it  will  be 
north  of  that  line.  The  line  it  marks  out 
in  the  heavens  is  an  arc  of  a  spiral ;  but 
had  it  risen  and  set  in  the  equinoctial 
line,  the  arc  would  have  been  circular.

Otitlusday  in  1380,  gunpowder  was 
fiiat  used  io  Europe  by  the  Venetians 
against  the  GenocHe.  Its  power  is  said 
by  ihe  Germans  to  have  been  discovered 
accidentally  by Berthold  Schwartz;  but  our 
Roger  Bacon  who  died  in  1376,  certainly 
was  acquainted  with  it.  Gunpowder  was 
known  in  India  very  early,  and  from  thence 
the  knowledge  of  it  was  obtained  by  the 
Arabians,  who  employed  it  in  a  battle 
near  Mecca  so  long  ago  as  the  year  690. 
1677.  Wenceslaus  Hollar,  the  engraver, 
died  at  Westminster.  His  view  of  Lon- 
don io  Howell's  "  Londinopotis,"  and  ibe

1315.  Raymond  Lulle,  the  most  cele 
braled  chemist  and  alchymist  of  his  time, 
was  stoned  to  death  by  the  natives  of 
Mauritania,  whither  he  had  gone  on  a 
religious  mission,  at  the  age  of  eighty. 
His  attention  was  directed  to  chemistry 
by  the  power  of  love.  A  lady,  very 
handsome,  with  whom  he  was  passion- 
ately enamoured,  refused  to  marry  him. 
One  day,  when  he  renewed  his  solicita- 
tion, ane  showed  her  bosom  inflamed 
by  a  cancer.  Young  Lulle  instantly  took 
leave,  with  the  lesotution  to  cure,  and  it 
possible,  conquer  the  heart  of  his  mistress. 
He  stalled  with  alt  the  ardour,  which 
affection  and  compassion  could  inspire, 
into  the  secrets  of  medicine  and  chemistry, 
and  bad  the  good  fortune  to  cure,  and  to 
marry  her.  After  her  death  he  attached 
himself  to  the  church.  The  inhabitants 
of  the  island  of  Majorca,  where  he  wa* 
bom,  in  1336,  revere  him  as  a  martyr. 

1461.  The  battle  which  decided  th« 
claims  of  the  houses  of  York  and  Lancas- 
ter was  fought  between  Towton  and  Sax- 
Ion,  two  villages  near  York.  It  com- 
menced in  a  snow  storm  at  day  break, 
was  contested  with  fearful  obstinacy  till 
three  in  the  afternoon,  and  terminated  in 
a  deluge  of  blood.  Eight  and  thirty 
thousand  human  beings  were  lefl  dead 
on  the  Geld ;  of  whom  the  heralds  ap- 
pointed to  number  the  slain,  tetumed

SI.  John  CllmiKiu,  i.  d.  605, 
Vfat  caTFmed  as  a.  hermit  in  a  rock 
near  Mount  Sinai,  in  Syria,  and  became 
at  seventy-five,  abbot  and  superior-general 
of  all  the  monks  and  hermits  of  the 
country.  He  admired  one  of  the  princi- 
pal citiiensof  Alexandria  in  Egypt,  who, 
SetitioQiog  to  become  a  monk,  was  or- 
ered  to  remain  without  the  ^te,  and 
manifested  his  obedience  by  staying  there 
for  seven  yeais,  and  begging  prayers  for 
his  leprous  soul  of  every  passenger.  St. 
John  also  admired  a  monkish  cook, 
because  he  generally  cried  while  he 
cooked,  and  assigned  as  a  reason,  that 
"  the  fire  he  always  bad  before  his  eyes, 
reminded  him  of  that  fire  which  will  bum 
•ouls  for  all  eternity."*  It  is  related  that 
a  woman  who  had  committed  to  enormous 
a  sin  that  she  dare  not  confess  it,  came  to 
St.  John,  who  bade  her  write  it,  and  seal 
it,  and  give  it  to  him,  and  he  would  pray 
for  her ;  this  she  did,  and  shortly  after 
St.  John  died.  The  woman  sorely  afraid 
that  her  written  secret  would  be  read,, 
wept  and  prayed  at  St.  John's  tomb,  and 
b^ed  he  would  appear  and  tell  her 
vhat  he  had  done  with  the  paper;  on  a 
tudden,  St.  John  came  forth  habited  like  a 
bishop,  with  a  bishop  on  each  side  of 
him,  and  he  said  to  die  woman,  "Why 
(roublest  thou  me  so  much,  and  these 
sdnts  with  me?  thou  sufleresi  us  to  have 
DO  rest:  look  here,  our  clothes  are  all 
wet  with  thy  teacB."  Then  he  delivered  to 
ner  the  paper,  sealed  as  she  bad  given  it 
to  him,  and  said, "  See  here,  look  at  the 
seal,  open  the  writing,  and  read  it."  So 
she  did  ;  and  she  found  all  her  sin  "de- 
faced  clean  out ;"  and  instead  thereof  was 
written,  "  All  thy  sins  are  forgiven,  and 
put  away  by  the  prayer  of  St.  John,  ray 
•ervant."  Then  she  returned  thanks,  and 
St.  John  and  his  two  bishops  returned  to 
Iheii  leptUchrea.

Was  a  Calabrian,  and  at  fifieen  years 
old  shut  himself  up  in  a  cave,  in  a  rock 
on  the  coast.  Before  twenty  be  was 
joined  by  two  others,  and  the  people 
built  them  three  cells ;  the  number  in- 
creased, and  so  arose  the  order  of  friar 
Minims,  which  means  the  least  of  the 
friars.  Constant  abstinence  ftom  flesh, 
and  all  food  made  of  milk  or  eggs,  was  one 
of  their  rules.  In  1 479,  beins  invited  to 
Sicily,  "he  was  received  there  as  an 
angel  from  heaven,  wrought  miracles, 
and  built  several  monasteries."  He  pro- 
phesied, held  buming  coals  in  his  hund 
without  being  burnt,  restored  his  nephew 
to  life,  cured  people  of  the  plague,  received 
the  boat  with  a  cord  about  his  neck  on 
Maundy  Thursday,  died  on  the  ?d  of 
April,  1508,  aged  ninety-one,  and  was 
buried  till  1562  when-the  hugonots  burnt 
his  bones  with  ^e  wood  of  a  cruc-ifix.* 

Besides  this,  it  is  related,  that  the  ele- 
ments lost  their  force  against  him ;  thai 
he  walked  upon  Gre;  entered  into  a 
buming  ovea  without  hann ;  and  made  a 
sea  Toyi^  on  his  own  cloak  instead  of  ■ 
ship,  and  bad  a  companion  on  board  with 

According  to  another  acconnt  he  was 
much  worried  by  the  devil.  Once  while 
he  was  at  prayers  the  devil  called  him 
three  times  by  his  own  name.  Another 
time  he  was  so  possessed  by  the  tiend,  that 
he  had  no  other  way  to  ^  rid  of  him, 
than  by  stripping  and  beating  hinuelf 
with  a  hard  cord,  crying  while  he  did  it, 
"thus  brother  ass  tbcn  must  bebeat^;'' 
after  which  he  tan  into  the  snow  and 
made  seven  inowballs,  intending  to 
■wallow  them  if  the  devil  had  not  taken 
his  leave.  Then  a  whole  parcel  of  devils 
cane  one  night,  and  gave  tiiro  a  grievoui 
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beating ;  tMi  waa  t>«cauw  he  lodged  in  a 
caidintl'a  p^iace,  and  it  occasioned  him 
to  shift  hia  lodging.  Afterwards,  when  at 
prajen,  he  law  upon  the  loof  of  the  house 
whole  rotnpaniei  of  these  iafernaU.

Going 
to  Venice  with  his  companions,  and  hear- 
ing birds  siDging  in  a  wood,  he  proposed 
to  sing  the  caoonicat  hours,  but  the 
monks  could  not  hear  themselves  for  the 
chanters  of  the  groTe,  wherebre,  h^ 
entreated  the  feathered  choir  to  be  silent, 
and  the;  remained  so  till  he  pave  them 
libett;  to  proceed.  At  another  plac« 
when  he  was  preaching,  he  could  not  be 
beard  for  the  swallows,  which  were  mak- 
ing theii  nests ;  be  said  to  them — "  Sister 
swallows,  it  is  time  for  me  to  speak ;  as 
you've  said  enough,  be  qaiet,"  and  so 
they  wen.

"  When  I  was  a  child,  as  sure  as  Eaiier 
Monday  came,  I  was  taken  '  to  tee  the 
ehildrtn  clip  tk»  eAarehet,'  This  ceremony 
was  performed,  amid  crowds  of  people 
and  shouts  of  joy,  by  the  children  of  the 
different  charity-schools,  who  at  a  certain 
hour  flocked  together  for  the  purpose. 
Tne  first  comers  placed  theraseWes  hand 
ID  hand  with  their  hacks  against  the 
church,  and  wtre  joined  by  their  compa' 
nions,  who  gradually  increased  in  num- 
ber, till  at  last  the  chain  was  of  sufficient 
length  completely  lo  surround  the  sucred

This  empc^ 
ror,  who  was  tyrannical  to  a  proverb, 
commenced  his  teign  by  acta  of  clemency, 
his  sols  object  seemed  to  be  the  good  of 
his  people.  When  required  lo  sign  a 
list  of  malefactors,  authoriiiog  their  exe- 
cution, he  exclaimed,  "  I  wish  to  heaven 
I  could  not  write,"  He  rejected  flatterers; 
and  when  the  senate  commended  the 
justice  of  his  government,  he  desired 
them  to  keep  their  piaiiea  till  he  deserved 
them,  Sudi  conduct  and  sentiments 
were  worthy  the  pupil  of  Seneca,  and  the 
Romans  imagined  their  happiness  secure 
But  Nero's  sensual  and  tyrannical  diipo- 
sition,  which  had  been  repressed  only  for 
a  time,  soon  broke  forth  m  acts  of  mon- 
strous cruelty.  He  caused  his  mothfr 
Agrippa  to  b^  assassinated,  and  divorced 
his  wife  Oclavia,  whom  he  banished  lo 
Campania.  The  people,  enraged  at  his 
injustice  toward  tee  empress,  so  openly 
expressed  their  indignation  that  he  was 
compelled  to  recnll  her,  and  she  returned 
to  the  capital  amidst  shouts  of  exultatioa.

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HOKE  DAY  OR  TIDE. 

Antiquaries  are  exceedingly  paixted 
respecting  the  derivation  of  this  annual 
festival,  which  commenced  the  fifteenth 
day  after  Easter,  and  was  therefore  a 
movable  feast  dependent  upon  Easter* 
Though  Matthew  Paris,  who  is  the  oldest 
auLhoiity  for  the  word  Uoke-ifajr,  says  it 
is  "  quindena  paschs,"  yet  Mr.  Douce 
assigns  convincing  reasons  for  taking  it  as 
the  second  Tueidag  after  Easter.  Ai 
Hock-tide,  which  seeros  (o  have  included 
Monday  and  Tuesday,  collections  of  Hock- 
money  were  made  in  various  parishes  by 
the  churchwardens,  until  the  R«form- 
Btiun.f  Tuesday  was  the  principal  day. 
Hock  Monday  was  for  the  men,  and 
Hock  Tuesday  for  the  women.  On  both 
days  tbe  men  and  women  alternately,  with 
great  merriment,  intercepted  the  public 
roads  with  ropes,  and  pulled  passengers 
to  them,  from  whom  they  exacted  moiiey 
to  be  laid  out  for  pious  uses;  Monday 
probably  having  been  originally  kept  as 
only  tbe  vigil  or  introduction  to  the  fes- 
tival of  Hock-day.  Mr.  Brand  unaccount- 
ably, because  inconsistently  with  his  pre- 
vious representations  respecting  the  anti- 
quity of  the  custom  of  heaving  at  Easter, 
derives  that  custom  ftom  the  men  and 
women  Hoeldng  each  other,  and  coltectiog 
money  at  Hock-tide. 

It  IS  a  trrulilion  that  this  festival  was 
instituted  to  commemorate  the  massacre 
of  the  Dane*  in  England,  under  Ethel- 
dred,  in  the  year  KnS;  a  supposition 
however  wholly  unsuppottable,  becauss 
that  event  happened  on  ths  feast  at 
St.  Brice,  in  tne  month  of  November. 
Another  and  more  reasonable  opinion 
is,  that  the  institution  celebratnl  the 
final  extinction  of  the  Danish  power 
by  the  death  of  HardJcaoute,  on  the 
■lull  day  beibt«  tbe  ides  of  June,  1043-1 
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Tct,  !□  KtLition  to  the  former  event, 
**  certain  good-hearted  men  of  Coventry" 
petitioDed,  "  that  they  mieht  renew  their 
old  sEorial  show"  of  Ihe  Hock-tide  play 
before  queen  Elizabeth,  nhea  she  was  on 
a  (isit  to  the  earl  of  Lricester,  at  hii 
castle  of  Kenil worth,  in  July,  1575.  Ac- 
cording to  "  Laneham's  Letter,"  this 
"  stotial  show"  set  forth  how  the  Danes 
were  for  quietness  borne,  and  allowed  to 
remain  in  peace  withal,  until  on  the  said 
St.  Brice's  oi^t  they  were  "  all  despatch- 
ed and  the  realm  rid  ;"  and  because  the 
matter  did  show  "  in  action  and  rhymes" 
bow  laliantlif  our  English  women,  for 
love  of  their  countrv,  behaved,  the  "  men 
of  Coventry"  thought  it  iniKht  move  some 
mirth  in  her  majesty.  "  The  thin^,"  said 
they,  "  is  grounded  in  story,  and  for  pas- 
time (wu)  wont  to  be  played  in  our  city 
jeariy  wi^ioat  ill  example  of  manners, 
papistry,  or  anv  sntientition  :"  and  they 
■new  no  causa  wny  it  was  then  of  tate 
lajd  down,  "  unless  it  was  by  the  leal  of 
certain  of  their  preachen ;  men  veiy  com- 
mendable for  their  behaviour  and  learning, 
and  sweet  in  their  sermons,  but  somewhat 
too  sour  in  preaching  away  their  pastime." 
By  license,  therefore,  they  got  up  their 
Hoclc-tide  play  at  Kenilworth,  wherein 
"  capt.  001,"  a  person  here  indescribable 
without  hindrance  to  most  readers, "  came 
marching  on  valiantly  before,  clean 
trussed  and  ganiishGd  aboTe  the  knee,  all 
fresh  in  a  velvet  cap,  flourishing  with  his 
ton-sword,  and  another  fence-master  with 
him,  making  room  for  the  rest.  Then 
proudly  came  the  Danish  knights  on 
Dorseback,  and  then  the  English,  each 
with  their  alder-pole  martially  in  their 
band."  The  meeting  at  first  waxing  warm, 
(hen  kindled  with  courage  on  both  sides 
into  a  hot  skirmisfa,  and  from  that  into  a 
blaiir^  battle  with  spear  and  shield ;  so 
that,  by  outrageous  races  and  fierce  en- 
eotmtera,  horse  and  man  sometimes  tum- 
bled to  the  dust.  Then  they  fell  to  with 
•word  and  target,-  and  did  clang  and 
bang,  till,  the  fight  ao  ceasing,  afterwards 
followed  the  foot  of  both  hosts,  one  afler 
the  other  marching,  wheeling,  forming  in 
squadrons,  triangles,  and  circles,  and  so 
wmding  out  again;  and  then  got  they  so 
grisly  together,  that  inflamed  on  each 
side,  twice  the  Danes  had  the  belter,  but 
at  the  last  were  quelled,  and  to  being 
wholly  vanquished,  many  were  led  cap- 
tive in  trinmph  hy  our  English  women. 
T^  matter  of  good  pastime  was  wrought 
under  the  wioMw  of  her  highness,  who

Then  too,  played  the  "  good- 
hearted  men  of  Coventry"  the  merrier, 
and  so  much  the  more,  because  her  ma- 
jesty had  given  them  two  bucks,  and  five 
marts  in  money;  and  they  prayed  for 
her  highness  long  happily  to  reign,  and 
oh  to  come  thither,  that  oft  they  might  see 
her;  and  rejoicing  upon  their  ample  le- 
w.ird,  and  triumphing  upon  their  good 
acceptance,  vaunted  their  play  was  never 
so  dignified,  nor  ever  any  players  before 
so  beatified-"

He  was  under 
Aristotle  Ibr  five  years ;  after  the  assas- 
sination of  hU  father,  he  slew  bis  mur- 
derers, ancceeded  him  in  the  soTereignty, 
conquered  Thrace  and  Illvhcum,  destroy- 
ed Thebes,  became  chief  commandei  of 
all  the  f,  Tces  of  Greece,  conqueied  Darius 
and  all  Minor  Asia,  subdued  Egypt,  Me- 
dia, Syria,  and  Persia,  Tisiled  the  temple 
of  Jupiter  AmmoD,  bribed  the  priests  to 
salute  him  as  the  son  of  that  god,  exact- 
ed divine  honours  fiom  his  amiy,  spread 
his  conqursts  vtta  India,  iovaded  Si^- 
thia,  visiied  the  Ir>dian  ocean,  and  laden 
with  the  apoils  of  India,  letumed  to  Ba- 


bylon, where  he  died  of  drunkenness,  in 
the  thirty-second  year  of  his  age.  After 
his  dealfa,allhi^  family  and  iolaut  children 
were  put  to  death,  his  generals  quat  relied 
for  the  empire,  and  blood;  wars  distri- 
buted the  priie  in  shares  to  the  sanguin- 
ary winners. 

1143.  Peier  Abetard,  a  learned  doctor 
of  the  church  died,  aged  lixiy-three.  Jle 
was  the  celebrated  lover  of  the  no  less 
celebrated  Heloise,  the  niece  of  e.  canon, 
who  placed  her  under  Abelard  to  be 
taught  philo«ophv,Df  whom  she  leainedihn 
an  of  lore;  and  preferring  an  infamous 
reputation  to  the  bonds  of  wedlock, 
caused  her  tutor's  ruin.

This  was  the  great  rurql  festival  of  onr 
forebthen.  llieir  hearts  responded  mer- 
rily to  the  cheerfulness  of  the  season.  At 
the  dawn  of  May  morning  the  lads  and 
lasses  left  their  towns  and  Tillages,  and  re- 
pairing to  the  woodlands  by  sound  of 
music,  they  gathered  the  May,  or  blossomed 
blanches  of  the  trees,  and  bound  them 
with  wreaths  of  fldwers ;  then  retumins 
to  their  homes  by  sunrise,  they  decorated 
the  lattices  and  doors  with  the  sweet- 
smelling  spoil  of  their  joyous  journey,  and 
ipeut  the  remaining  hours  in  sports  ai>d

Throughout  the  day  parties  of  these  May* 
ers  are  seen  dancing  and  frolicking  in 
various  parts  of  the  town.  The  group 
that  I  saw  to-day,  which  remained  in 
Bancroft  for  more  than  an  hour,  was  cotn- 
posed  as  follows.  First  came  two  men 
with  their  faces  blacked,  one  of  them  with 
a  bitch  broom  in  his  hand,  and  a  lar|;e 
artificial  hump  on  his  back ;  the  other 
dressedasawoman,  all  in  rags  and  tatters, 
with  a  larve  straw  bonnet  on,  and  carrying 
a  ladle :  these  are  called-"  mad  Moll  and 
her  husband :"  next  came  two  men,  one 
most  fantaslicaJIy  dressed  with  ribbons, 
and  a  great  variety  of  gaudy  coloured 
silk  handkerchief  tied  round  his  arms 
from  tiie  shoulders  to  Ihe  wrists,  and 
down  his  thighs  and  tegs  to  the  ancles  ; 
he  carried  a  drawn  sword  in  his  hand ; 
leaning  upon  his  arm  was  a  youth  drfssed 
as  a  &ne  lady,  in  white  muslin,  and  pro- 
fusely bedecked  from  top  to  toe  with  gay 
ribbons ;  these,  J  understood,  were  called 
the  "  Lord  and  Lady  ''  of  the  company  ; 
after  these  followed  six  or  seven  couples 
more,  attired  mud)  in  the  same  style  as 
the  lord  and  lady,  only  the  men  were 
without  swords.  When  (his  group  re- 
ceived a  satisfactory  contribution  at  any

When  the  circle  of 
spectators  became  so  contracted  a*  to  in- 
terrupt the  daocers,  tbeit  mad  Moll's 
husband  went  to  work  with  bis  broom, 
and  swept  the  road-dust,  all  round  the 
circle,  into  the  faces  of  the  crowd,  and 
when  any  pretended  affronts  were  ofiered 
(and  many  were  offered)  to  his  wife,  he

In  tba  reign  of  king  Henry  VTIT.,  « 
treat  jealousy  arose  in  the  citiwns  of 
London  towards  foreign  artificers,  who 
were  then  called  "strangers."'  By  the 
interference  of  Dr.  Slandish,  in  a  Spital 
sermon,  at  Easter,  this  was  fomented 
into  so  great  rancour,  that  it  violently 
broke  forth  in  the  manner  hereafter  re- 
lated by  Stow,  and  occasioned  the  name 
of  "  Evil  May-day  "  to  the  first  of  May, 
whereon  the  tumult  happened.  It 
appears  then  from  him  that : — 

"The  S3th  day  of  April,  1517,  divers 
yong-men  of  the  dtie  picked  quarels  with 
cettaine  ttrangtn,  aa  tliej  passed  along 


the  streets:  some  they  smole  and  buffet- 
tetl,  and  some  they  threw  in  the  channell ; 
for  which,  the  lord  maior  sent  some  of 
the  Englishmen  to  prison,  as  Stephen 
Studl^,  Skinner,  Stevenson,  Bets,  and 
other. 

*'  Then  suddenly  rose  a  secret  rumour, 
and  no  man  could  tell  how  it  began,  that 
on  May-day  next  following,  the  cilie 
would  slay  all  the  aliens :  insomuch  that 
divers  stringers  fled  out  of  the  citie. 

"Tliisrumourcame  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  kin^  councell:  whereupon  the  lord 
cardiaal!  sent  for  the  maior,  and  other  of 
the  councell  of  the  citie,  giving  them  to 
undprstHnd  what  hee  had  heard. 

"The  lord  maior  (as  one  ignorant  of  the 
matter)  told. the  cardinall,  that  he  doubted 
not  so  to  goveme  the  citie,  but  as  peace 
should  be  observed. 

"  The  cardinall  willed  him  so  to  doe, 
and  to  take  good  heed,  that  if  any  riotous 
attempt  were  intended,  be  should  by  good 
pulJCT  prevent  it.

1677.  Dr.  Isaac  Barrow  died,  aged  47. 
He  wa)  an  eminent  mathematician,  a 
learned  divine,  and  a  high  cavalier. 
Educated  at  the  Charter-house,  he  was 
disinclined  to  study ;  his  recieatlon  waj 
in  sports  that  led  to  fighting  among  the 
boys,  yet  he  afterwards  subdued  his  in- 
clination to  ({Uarrels,  and  distingnished 
himself  as  a  scholar.  He  became  pro- 
fessor  of  mathematics  at  Cambridge, 
master  of  Trinity-college,  serred  the 
office  of  vice-chancellor,  and  was  buried 
in  Westminster  Abbey.  Charles  II.  uaed 
to  say  of  him,  that  he  ekhaiuted  eTcir 
■ulnect  whereon  he  treated;  yet  he  did 
nothing  for  him.  After  the  Restoration, 
Barrow  wrote  a  Latin  distich,  thus  ltait»- 
lated:—

near  them.*  It  is  related  by  another 
author  that  in  1312,  on  the  feast  of  St, 
Bernard,  wonderful  oil  miraculously 
issued  from  his  sepulchre,  which  was  a 
aovereiau  remedy  gainst  many  diseases. 
Also,  that  king  Etbelstan  laid  his  knife 
on  the  saint's  altar,  in  pledge,  that  if  by 
his  interference  be  obtained  a  victory 
over  the  Scots,  he  would  eorich  bis 
church ;  by  the  merits  of  the  saint  he 
conquered,  and  desiring  to  have  a  ugo 
as  a  perpetual  testimony  of  prerogative 
over  the  Scots,  be  struck  his  sword  into  a 
rock  near  Dunbar'castle,  which  for  many 
ages  retained  a  mark  of  a  yard  in  lengta 
from  the  blow,  and  this  was  referred  to 
by  king  Edward  I.  before  pope  Boniface, 
in  proof  of  his  right  over  Scotland.

coronation.  The  entry  and  coronation 
were  conducted  with  great  cereniony;  (he 
pageant  on  the  latter  occasion  it  an  ex- 
ample of  splendid  dntmalic  effect,  which 
in  this  country  no  longer  prevails  on 
such  occasions.  According  to  the  account 
printed  al  London,  in  black  letter,  a.  d. 
1590,  theie  are  the  particulars;— 

"  The  King  arrifed  at  Lyelh  the  first 
daj  of  Mav,  anno  1S90,  with  the  Queene 
hit  wifieand  his  traine  in  thirteene  ahippet, 
accompanied  with  Peter  JtfnncA,  Admiral] 
of  Denmarke,  one  of  the  Recentei  of  the 
Kint,  StmtK  BroM,  a  Danish  Lorde,  and 
tandry  other  the  Lordes  of  the  same 
connitey,  wher*  at  theyr  arrivall  they 
wan  weleommad  by  the  Duka  of  Lfioc, 


the  Earle  BothweU,  and  sundry  other  the 
Scottish  Nobility.  At  their  landing,  one 
M.  James  Elpheston,  a  Senator  of  the 
CoUedge  of  Justice,  with  a  Laline  oration 
welcommed  them  into  the  countrey,  which 
done,  the  King  went  on  to  the  church  of 
Lyeth,  where  they  had  a  sermon  preached 
by  Maisler  Patrick  CaUotuey,  in  English, 
importing  a  thanksgiving  for  their  safe 
arnvall,  and  so  they  departed  to  their 
lodging,  where  they  expected  the  comming 
in  of  the  rest  of  the  nobility,  together 
with  tuch  nrepaiation  at  was  to  bee  pro- 
vided in  Edinborough  and  the  Abbey  of 
the  Holy  Rood  House.

Not  M  a  picture  of  ^neral  manners, 
bnl  u  sketches  of  paiticular  cbaracten 
in  certain  parts  of  Ireland,  the  following 
anecdotes  are  extracted  from  one  of  the 
"Leueis  from  the  Irish  Uighlands,"  dated 
in  May,  1823. 

"  In  the  same  spirit,  the  pleasures  of 
the  table  are  but  too  often  shared  by  the 
gentlemen  of  the  cmintry  with  those  who 
are  very  much  their  inferiors,  both  in 
birth  and  fortune.  Tlie  lowest  and  most 
degrading debaucherymust  be  the  natural 
consequence,  and  here  I  must  not  forget 
an  anecdote  which  will  at  once  illustrate 
this,  and  also  make  yon  acquainted  with 
B  childish  superstition,  with  which  it  is  a 
frequent  practice  of  all  ranks  to  combat 
this  pernicious  vice,  encouraged  by  their 
indolent  manner  of  life,  and  by  the  'former 


^ility  of  procuring  smuggled  liquor*. 
A  gentleman,  whose  rental  at  one  time

however,  on  some  fresh  qualms  of  con- 
science, the  TOW  was  renewed ;  and  so, 
in  each  room  successively,  until  he  fairly 
■wore  himself  out  of  the  house.  He  then 
took  refoge  in  the  summer-house  of  his 
Rarden,  and  there  used  to  dine  and  drink 
daily ;  till,  rashly  renewing  his  vow  here 
also,  he  was  reduced  to  tiiid  a  new  sub- 
terfuge by  taking  lodgings  in  a  neighbout- 
ing  town.

towaids  the  left  hande,  where  our  com- 
panie  discoveted  a  great  thicket  and  spring  i 
of  divers  trees,  in  which  they  saw  a  very 
narrow  entrance,  and  somewhat  long, 
whose  sides  were  not  of  walls  fobricaled 
by  artificial!  hand  but  made  of  trees  by 
nature,  the  mistrcBse  of  all  things.  Foi 
there  were  scene  the  deadly  Cypresse,  the 
triutnpbani  laurell,  the  hard  oke,  the  low 
tallow,  the  invincible  palmc,  the  blacke 
and  ruggie  elme,  the  olive,  the  prickie 
chesteuut,  and  the  high  pine-apple,  one 
amongst  another,  whose  bodies  were  bound 
about  with  greene  ivie  and  the  fruitful) 
vine,  and  beset  with  sweet  jeijmines  and 
many  other  redolent  flowers,  that  grew 
very  thicke  together  in  that  place.  Amongst 
the  which  many  little  birds  (Inhabitants 
of  that  wood)  went  leaping  from  bough  to 
hou^h,  making  the  place  more  pleasant 
with  their  sweet  and  silver  notes.  The 
trees  were  in  such  order  set  together  that 
they  denied  not  the  golden  sunbeames  to 
have  an  entrance,  to  paint  the  greene 
^nund  with  divers  colours  (which  rever- 
beiated  from  the  flowers)  that  were  never 
steadie  in  one  place,  by  reason  that  the 
moveable  leaves  did  disquiet  them.  This 
narrow  way  did  leade  to  a  little  greene, 
covered  alt  over  with  fine  gnisse,  and  not 
touched  with  the  hungrie  mouthes  of  de- 
vouring flockes.  At  the  side  of  it  was  the 
fbuntaine  of  the  Brooke,  having  a  care  that 
the  place  should  not  drie  up,  sending  fortb 
on  every  side  her  flowing  waters."

I  could 
have  raised  a  few  bachelors'  buttons  from 
the  bones  of  that  class ;  but  as  nobody 
cares  a  button  for  bachelors,  I  did  not 
think  it  worth  white.  As  a  genera]  r»- 
mark  it  may  be  noticed,  that  young  peo> 
pie  produce  the  passion-flower  in  abuod* 
ance,  while  those  of  a  more  advanced 
^e  may  be  beneficially  used  for  the  elder- 
tree,  the  sloe,  and  snapdragon  i  and  with 
res]>ect  to  different  nations,  my  experi- 
ments are  only  sufficiently  advanced  to 
enable  me  lo  slate  that  Frenchmen  are 
favourable  to  garlic,  and  that  Poles  are 
very  good  for  hops.

According  to  the  same  au- 
thority, his  body  was  sometimes  raised 
from  the  groand  during  bis  devotions 
come  yards  high.  Butler  relates  the  same 
ol  St.  Duostan,  St.  Edmund,  and  many 
other  saints,  and  says  that  "  Calmel,  an 
anlhor  still  living,  assures  us  that  he 
knows  a  religious  man  who,  in  devout 
prayer,  is  sometimes  involuntarily  raised 
ID  Ine  air,  and  remains  hanging  in  it  with- 
out any  support;  also  that  be  is  person- 
ally ac<iiiuated  with  a  devout  nun  to 
whom  the  same  had  often  happened." 
Butler  thinks  it  probable  that  they  them- 
selves would  not  determine  whether 
they  were  raised  by  angels,  or  by  what 
other  supernatural  operation.

St.  Philip  Neri  founded  the  congrega- 
tion or  religious  order  of  the  Oratory,  in 
1551.

1814.  A  newspaper  of  this  day  notices 
that  the  Tuesday  preceding  was  observed 
at  Burton,  in  Dorsetshire,  as  a  great  fes- 
tival, in  consequence  of  the  arrival  at 
that  place  of  a  vat  of  Hambro'  yara, 
from  London,  being  the  first  that  had 
come  into  the  town  for  many  years.  The 
inhabitants  met  the  waggon,  took  out  the 
horse,  decorated  the  rat  with  ribands, 
and  various  emblems  of  peace,  plenty, 
trade  and  commerce,  and  arew  the  same 
through  the  village,  preceded  by  a  flag 
and  lund  of  mnsic,  amidst  the  acclama- 
tions of  thousands,  many  of  whom  were 
regaled  with  bread,  cheese,  and  strong 
beer:  one  loaf  (among  others)  baked  for 
the  occasion,  claimed  the  admiration  of 
everyone  present;  iLi  length  being  six 
feel  three  inches,  breadth  twenty-one 
inches,  depth  fourteen  inches,  and  its 
weight  considerably  above  lOOlbs.  To 
explain  the  occasion  of  this  rejoicing,  it  ii 
necessary  to  state  that  Burton,  as  a  manu- 
facturing pliice,  bad  suffered  undei  the 
privation  which  was  felt  more  or  less 
throughout  the  British  dominions,  by 
BnonoDnrte  declaring  them  to  be  in  a 
stale  of  blockade.  By  this  decree,  from 
the  continent  of  Europe  being  wilhin  his 
power,  he  was  enabled  to  injure  and  de- 
range the  industry  and  commerce  of  our 
artisans  and  merchants  to  an  extent  that 
was  not  contemplated.     They  have  hap- 

fbeen  liberated  by  an  unlooked-for, 
wonderful,  combmation  of  cirpum' 
stances ;  nor  so  long  as  good  laith  and 
wise  dispositions  prevail,  can  they  be 
prevented  from  arriving  to  a  height  of 
prosperitj  unparalleled  in  our  annals.

It  is  taken  from 
Exodus  :  a  performer,  in  the  character  of 
Mows,  delivers  the  prologue  in  a  speech 
of  sixty  lines,  and  his  rod  is  turned  into  a 
serpent  on  ihe  stage.  Tbe  play  is  sup. 
poMd  to  have  been  written  at  the  close 
of  the  second  century,  by  one  Eiekiel,  a 
Jew,  as  a  Doiitical  spectacle  to  auiraate 
his  dispersed  brethren  with  the  hopes  of  a 
future  deliverance  from  their  captivity. 

The  emperor  Julian  made  a  law  that  no 
Christian  shonld  be  taught  in  the  heathen 
■cbools,  or  make  use  of  that  learning  ;  but 
there  were  two  men  living  at  that  lime, 
who  exerted  their  talents  to  supply  the 
deficiency  of  instruction  and  entertain- 
ment that  the  Chriitians  experienced 
from  Julian's  edict :  these  were  Apollioa- 
rius,  bishop  of  I<aodicea,  and  his  lather,  a 
prieat  of  tne  same  cit^ ;  they  were  both 
tcholara,  well  skilled  in  oratory  and  the 
rules  of  contpositlon,  and  of  high  literary 


renown.  Apollinatitui,  Ihc  elder,  a  pro- 
found philotoger,  translated  the  five  book* 
of  Moses  into  heroic  verse,  and  in  the 
same  manner  composed  tbe  history  of  th^ 
Israelites  to  the  time  of  Saul,  into  a  poem 
of  twenly'fbur  books,  in  imitation  of 
Homer.  He  also  wrote  religious  odes, 
and  turned  particular  histories  and  por- 
tions of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  into 
comedies  and  tragedies,  after  tbe  manner 
of  Menander,  Euripides,  and  Pindar. 
His  son  the  bishop,  an  eloquent  thelori- 
cian,  and  already  an  antagonist  of  Ju- 
lian's, anxious  that  the  Christians  might 
not  be  ignorant  of  any  species  of  Greek 
composition,  formed  ihe  writings  of  tha 
evBunlists,  and  the  woiks  of  the  apostles, 
into  dialogues,  in  the  manner  of  Plalo. 

About  Ihe  same  lime,  Gregoiy  Naiiait- 
sen,  patriarch  and  archbishop  of  Con- 
stantinople, one  of  the  fiithers  of  the 
church,  and  master  to  Ihe  celebrated  Je- 
rome, composed  plays  from  the  Old  and 
New  Testament,  which  he  substituted  for 
the  plays  of  Sophocles  and  Euripides  at 
Constantinople,  where  the  old  Gieek 
stage  had  flourished  until  that  time.  The 
ancient  Greek  tragedy  was  a  religious 
spectacle ;  and  the  sacred  dramas  of 
Gregory  Naiianien  were  fiirmed  on  the 
same  model;  he  transformed  the  choruses 
into  Christian  hymns.  Onponly  of  the  arch- 
bishop's plays  is  extant ;  it  is  a  trageity 
called  "  Christ's  Passion ;"  Ihe  prologue 
rails  it  an  imitation  of  Euripides;  tbe 
play  is  preserved  in  Gregory  Naiianten's 
works.  Tlie  remainder  of  his  dramas 
have  not  survived  those  inimitable  oom- 
positioQS  over  which  they  triumphed  for  ■ 

It  is  not  knowit  whether  the  Teligioai 
dramas  of  the  ApoUioarii  perished  ao 
early  as  some  of  their  oiher  writings,  that 
were  ordered  to  be  destroyed  for,  a  crime 
common  in  all  ages,  heresy ;  but  this  i*

In  Cornwall  ihey  had  interludes  in  the 
Cornish  language  from  scripture  history. 
These  were  called  the  Onary  Miracle 
plagi,  and  were  sometime*  performed  in 
the  open  fields,  at  the  bottom  of  earthen 
amphitheatres,  the  people  standing  around 
on  the  inclined  plane,  which  na«  tisually 
forty  or  fifty  feel  diameter.  TwoMSS.in 
the  Bodleian  Library  contains  the  Cornish 
plays  of  the  "  Deluge,"  the  "  Passion," 
and  the  "  Resurrection ." 

According  to  StrutI,  when  mysleriet 
were  Uie  only  plays,  the  stage  consisted 
of  three  platforms,  one  above  another. 
On  the  uppermoit  sal  God  the  Father, 
surrounded  by  his  angels;  on  the  second, 
the  glorified  saints,  and  on  the  last  and 
lowest,  men  who  had  not  yet  passed  from 
this  life.  On  one  side  of  the  lowest  plat- 
form was  the  resemblance  of  a  dark  pitchy 
cavern,  from  whence  issued  the  appear- 
ance of  Are  and  flames ;  and  when  it  was 
necessary,  the  audience  was  treated  with 
Hideous  yellingi  and  noises  in  imitation 
of  thehowtingsandcriesofwretched  souls 
tormeoled  by  relentless  demons.  From 
this  yawning  cave  the  devils  ihemtelvM

Thimble  and  Pea. 
On  the  Bthof  June,  IRSS,  a  publiOUl 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Whitechapel  was 
charged  at  the  Public  Office,  Bow-street, 
by   Mr.  Jnhn   Francis  Panchaud,   a  fb- 
rcifnier,  with  having,  in  conjunction  with 
several  other  persons,  demanded  him  of  a     j 
101.  note,  at  Ascot  Heath  race-course,  on 
the  Thursday  preceding.      The   alleged     j 
fraud,  or  robbery,  was  effected  by  meant 
of  ai  unfair  game  known  among  the  fre- 
quenters of  races  and  fairs  by  the  name  uf 
"  the  thimble  rig,"  of  which  J.  Smith,  lh« 
officer,  this  day  gave  the  following  de- 
scription to  Mr.  MinshuU,  in  order  that 
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tU  appear  slningers  to  each  olher,  and 
unconnected  mth  the  game,  except  one 
who  conducts  it,ard  nho  appears  to  be  the 
Wie  proprietor.  This  master  of  the  cere- 
monies has  three  thimbles,  and  is  provided 
with  a  number  of  peas,  or  pepper-corns. 
He  puts  one  under  each  thimble,  <^:  per- 
hap?  only  under  one  or  two,  as  th"  case 
may  be.  He  then  offers  a  bet  as  to 
which  Ihunole  a  pepper-com  is  or  is  not 
under,  and  offers  al  fint  such  a  naffer  as 
is  eagerly  taken  by  those  round  the  table, 
and  he  loses.  He  pays  the  losings  freely, 
and  the  other  members  of  this  joint-slock 
company  affect  to  laugh  at  him,  as  nhat 
they  call  a  "  good  flat."  Having  thus 
drawn  the  attention,  and  probably  excited 
the  cupidity  of  a  stranger,  who  appears  to 
have  money,  they  suffer  him  to  win  a 
•take  or  two,  and  get  him  to  increase  his 
bets.  When  he  seems  thoroughly  in  the 
humour,  the  master  of  the  table  liCta  a 
thimble,  under  which  is  a  pepper-com, 
and  tumina  his  head  aside  to  speak  tu 
■oroe  one,  tie  sufTeni  the  com  to  roll  off; 
and,  seeming  to  be  unconscious  of  this, 
he  replaces  the  ihimble,  and  oflets  bets 
to  any  amount  tliat  there  is  a  corn  undei^ 
Death  that  particular  ihimble.  The  stran- 
ger having  seen  the  com  roll  off  *■  with 
his  own  eves,"  as  the  phrase  is,  chuckles 
to  himself,  and  eagerly  takes  the  bet ;  the 
thimble  is  removed,  and  behold  I — there 
is  a  pepper-cora  under  it  still,  the  felloir 
having  deilerously  slipped  another  under 
it  wnen  the  first  rolled  off  the  table.  "So 
that  the  plain  iact  is,  sir,"  continued 
Smith,  "  tnat  the  stranger,  fancying  he  is 
taking  in  the  master  of  the  table,  cheer- 
fiiUy  stakes  his  money  with  a  dead  cer- 
tainty, as  he  supposes,  of  winning,  and 
be  finds  that  he  tias  been  taken  in  him- 
self." Smith  said,  he  bad  known  In- 
stances of  gentlemen  getting  from  their 
carriages,  and  in  a  few  moments  ridding 
themselves  of  SOJ.  or  30l.,  or  perhaps 
more,  and  going  off  wondering  at  their 
folly,  and  looking  uncommon  silly.

Ihis  saint  was  a  Sicilian  maitjr,  VBder 
Diocleaian.  Why  the  disease  called  St. 
Vitus's  dance  was  so  denominated,  is  not 
known.  Dr.  Foreter  describes  it  as 
afiectioQ  of  the  limbs,  resulting  from  n 
vous  irritation,  ctoaely  connected  with 
ft  disordered  state  of  the  stomach  and 
bowels,  and  other  organs  of  the  abdomen. 
In  pa[Kd  times,  fowb  were  offered  on  the 
festival  of  this  saint,  to  avert  the  disease. 
It  is  a  vulgar  belief,  that  rain  on  St. 
Vitus's  day,  as  on  St.  Swithin's  day,  indi- 
cates rain  for  a  certain  number  of  days 
following. 

It  is  related,  that  alter  St.  Vitus  and 
his  companions  were  martyred,  their 
heads  were  enclosed  in  a  conrch  wall, 
and  forgotten,  so  that  no  one  knew  where 
they  vere,  until  the  church  was  repaired, 
when  the  heads  were  found,  and  the 
church  bells  began  to  sound  of  themselves, 
which  causing  inquiry,  a  writing  was 
found,  authenticating  the  heads;  they 
consequently  received  due  hononr,  nrd 
worked  miracles  in  due  form.

It  was 
liuilt  originally  of  wood,  about  800  years 
ago,  and  rebuilt  of  atone  in  the  reign  of 
Icing  John,  1309,  just  two  years  after  the 
chief  civic  officer  assumed  the  name  of 
mayor.  Until  the  middle  of  the  last  cen- 
tury, it  was  crowded  with  houses,  which 
made  it  very  iaoooTeoient  to  the  passen- 
gers. The  narrowness  and  inequality  of 
its  arches,  have  caused  il  to  be  compared 
to  "  a  thick  wall,  pierced  with  small  uneven 
holes,  through  which  the  water,  dammed 
up  by  this  clumsy  &bric,  nubes,or  rather 
leaps,  with  a  velocity  extremely  danger- 
ous  to  boats  and  baizes,"  Of  its  nme- 
teen  ardies,  none  eicept  the  centre,  which 
was  formed  by  throwing  two  into  one,  is 
more  than  twenty  ieet  wide.

St.  Albau  va*  bora  at  Verulan,  in 
Hertfordshire,  in  the  tbiid  century,  and 
vient  to  Home,  where  he  served  seTen 
yeirs  as  a  soldier  under  Diocletian.  He 
afterwards  retanied  to  Engiaui],  became 
a  Christian,  and  suffered  martyrdom  in 
303,  duriD?  tbe  dreadful  persecution 
raised  bv  Dioclesian.  Several  miracle* 
are  said  by  Bede  to  have  been  wrought  at 
his  martyrdom.* 

The  fame  of  Alban,  recorded  as  it  wu 
by'Bede,  made  a  deep  impression  on  tbe 
mindi  of  the  superstitious.  "Hie  Ecclesi- 
astical History'  of  that  author,  was  pub- 
lished in  731  ;  and  in  the  year  7Q5,  Offa, 
king  of  the  Mercians,  built  a  monutery 
to  the  honour  of  Alban,  on  tbe  placa 
where  he  had  suffered,  then  called  by  th» 
Anglo-Saxons,  Holmhurst,  but  stnce,  tn 
honour  of  the!  martyr,  named  St.  Alban's. 
The  town  built  near  the  abbey  still  retains 
the  latter  appellation ;  and  the  abbey- 
church  is  even  yet  in  existence,  having,  at 
the  suppression  of  the  monasteries  by 
Henrythe  Eighth,  been  purchased  by  a  rich 
clothier  of  the  name  of  Stump,  for  4001., 
and  converted  by  him  into  a  parochial 
church,lbr  the  use  of  the  inhabitants.  In  the 
year  1257,  some  workmen  repairing  tbi* 
ancient  church,  found  the  remains  of  some 
sheets  of  lead,  contaiulng  relics,  with  a 
thick  plate  of  lead  over  them,  upon  which 
was  cut  the  following  inscription  :—

Thug,  in  looking  forward  tofiilure  life, 
let  us  recollect  that  we  have  not  lo  sus- 
tain all  its  toil,  to  endure  all  its  sufferings, 
or  encounter  all  its  crosses  at  once.  One 
moment  comes  kden  with  its  own  littU 
burthens,  then  flies,  and  is  succ<?eded  by 
■uothei  no  heavier  than  the  last ;  if  ont 


could  be  borne,  so  can  another,  and  ano- 
Uier.  I 

.  Even  in  looking  forward  lo  a  single 
day,  the  spirit  may  sometimes  faint  from  ' 
an  anticipation  of  the  duties,  ihe  labours, 
the  trials  lo  temper  and  patience  that  may 
be  expected.  Now,  this  is  unjustly  lay- 
ing the  burthen  of  many  thousand  mo- 
ments upon  one.  Let  any  one  resolve 
always  lo  do  right  noui,  leaving  thea  to 
do  us  it  can ;  and  if  he  were  to  live  to  the 
age  of  Methusalem,  he  would  never  do 
wrong.  But  the  common  error  is  to  re- 
solve to  act  right  al^er  breakfast,  or  after 
dinner,  or  to-morrow  morning,  or  next 
lime  i  but  ROW,  jiul  now,  this  once,  we 
must  go  on  the  same  as  ever. 

It  is  easy,  for  instance,  tor  liie  most 
ill-tempered  person  to  resolve,  that  the 
next  time  be  is  provoked  he  will  col  let 
his  temper  overcome  him ;  but  the  victory 
would  be  to  subdue  temper  on  the  preient 

E revocation.  If,  without  taking  up  the 
urthen  of  the  future,  we  would  always 
make  the  wingle  effort  at  the  praeitt 
moment,  while  there  wi'iild,  at  any  lime, 
be  very  little  loQO,  yet,  by  this  simple 

C>cess  continued,  ever^'  thing  would  at 
t  be  done. 

It  seems  easier  to  do  right  to-morrow 
than  lo-day,  merely  because  we  forget, 
that  when  to- morrow  comes,  then  will  be 
boH).  Thus  life  passes  with  many,  in  re- 
Solutions  for  the  fiilure,  which  the  pre- 
sent never  fulfils.

To  enliven  the  subject  a  little,  we  may 
lecur  to  recent  or  existing  usages  at  this 
period  of  the  year.  It  may  be  stated  then 
on  the  authority  of  Mr.  Brand's  collec- 
tions, that  the  Eton  scholars  formerly  had 
bonfires  on  St.  Johu'a  day;  that  bonfires 
are  still  made  on  Midsummer  eve  in 
several  villages  of  Gloucester,  and  also 
in  the  northern  parts  of  England  and  in 
Wales;  to  which  Mr.  Brand  adds,  that 
there  was  one  formerly  at  Whiteborou^, 
a  tumulus  on  Sl  Stephen's  down  near 
Launceston, in  Cornwall.  Alarge  summer 
pole'was  fixed  in  the  centre,  round  which 
the  fuel  was  heaped  up.  It  had  a  large 
bush  on  the  top  of  it.  Round  this  were 
parties  of  wrestlers  contending  for  small 
priies.  An  honest  countryman,  who  had 
nflen  been  present  at  these  merriments, 
informed  Mr.  Brand,  that  at  one  of  them 
an  evil  spirit  had  appeared  in  the  shape 
of  a  black  dog,  since  which  none  could 
wrestle,  even  in  jest,  without  receiving 
hurt:  in  eonsetjuence  of  which  the  wrest- 
ing was,  in  a  great  measure,  laid  aside. 
fhe  rustics  there  believe  that  giants  are 
ouried  in  these  tumuli,  and  nothing  would 
tempt  them  to  be  so  sacrilegious  as  to 
disturb  their  bones. 

In  Hoilhumberland,  it  is  customary  on 
Ibis  day  to  dress  out  itoob  with  a  cushion 


of  flowers.  A  layer  of  clay  is  placed  on 
the  stool,  and  thereto  is  stuck,  with  great 
regularity,  an  arrangement  of  all  kit^s  of 
flowers,  so  close  as  to  form  a  beautiful 
cushion.  Theiie  are  exhibited  at  ihe  doors 
of  houses  in  the  villages,  and  at  the  ends 
of  sireets  and  cross-lanes  of  larger  towns, 
where  the  attendants  beg  money  from 
passengers,  to  enable  then  to  have  an 
evenly  feast  and  dancing.* 

Oneof  the  "Cheap  Repowtoiy  Tracts," 
entitled,  "  Tawney  Rachel,  or  the  Foi- 
lune-Teller,''  said  to  have  been  written 
by  Miss  Hannah  More,  relates,  among 
other  superstitious  practices  of  Sally 
Evans,  that  "she  would  never  go  to  bed 
o«  Afuiiunmer  me,  without  sticking  up 
in  her  room  the  well-known  plant  <»lled 
Midiummer  Men,  as  the  bending  of  the 
leaves  to  the  right,  or  to  the  left,  would 
never  fail  to  tell  her  whether  her  lovei 
was  true  or  false."

Mr.  Thomas  Sheridan 
died  at  Margate,  on  the  14th  of  August, 
1788.  Mrs.  Frances  Sheridan,  ihr  mo- 
ther of  Richard  Itiiiisley,  njs  the  aulhr  r 
of  "  Sidney  Biddulph,  a  novel,  which 
lias  the  merit  of  combining  the  purest 
morality  with  the  most  povterful  interest. 
She  also  wrote  "  Nourjahad,''  an  oriental 
tale,  and  the  comedies  of  the  "  Disco- 
very," the  "  Dupe,"  and  "  A  Trip  lo 
Bath."  She  died  at  Blois,  in  France,  thn 
171h  of  September,  1766.

He  was  of  noble  parentage,  and  also 
called  Swithnn,  or  in  the  Saxon  lan^age 
Snilhum.  He  received  the  tdnsure  in 
the  chnrch  at  WiDcbesler,  and  became  a 
monk  in  the  old  monaxteir  there,  of 
whicli,  after  being  ordained  prieat,  he 
wat  made  proTost  or  dean.  He  studied 
grammar,  philosophj,  and  thpologj.  For 
his  learning  and  Tirtue,  ^bert,  king  of 
England,  appoinled  him  his  priest,  in 
which  duracter  he  subscribed  a  chailer 
to  the  abbey  of  CrorUnd,  in  833.  Egbert 
also  committed  to  liim  the  education  of 
Ilia  MM  EthelwoU,  who  on  succeeding  to 
the  throne  procured  Swithio  to  be  cbixen 
lishopof  Winchester  in  853. 

Tithes  were  established  in  England 
through  St,  Swilhin,  who  preniled  on 
Ethelwolf  to  enact  a  Uw,  oy  which  he 
gave  the  tenth  of  the  land  to  the  church, 
on  condition  that  the  king  thonld  hare  a 
prayer  said  for  liii  loul  every  Wednesday 
in  all  the  chutchea  for  ever.     Ethelwolf 

lemniied  the  grant  ' 
ter  on  the  altar  of  St. 
a  pilgrimage  he  made  to  that  city,  and  by 
piocuiing  the  pope  to  confinn  it. 

St.  Swithin  died  on  the  2d  of  July, 
863,  in  the  reign  of  king  Ethelbert,  and 
he  was  buried,  according  to  his  own 
order,  in  the  churchyard.  Alban  Buller, 
from  whom  these  paiticulars  are  related, 
affirms  tbe  translation  of  bis  relics  into 
the  church  a  hundred  years  aAerwards, 
and  refers  to  the  monkish  historians  for 
the  relation  of  "  such  a  number  of  mi- 
lacnlous  cures  of  all  kinds  wrought  by 
them,  as  was  never  known  in  any  other 
place."  His  reUcs  were  afterwards  re- 
moved into  the  cathedral  of  Winchester, 
no  its  being  built  uuder  William  the 
Conqneror.  It  was  dedicated  to  the 
Holy  Trinity,  under  the  patronage  of  St. 
Peter,  afterwards  to  St.  Swilbin,  in  9B0, 
and  was  called  SL  Swithin's  until  Henry 
*'in.  ordered  it  to  be  called  by  the  name 
of  the  B<^  Trinity.

this,  that  after  he  had  built  the  bridge  at 
Winchester,  a  woman  came  over  it  with 
her  lap  full  of  eggs,  which  a  rude  fellow 
broke,  but  the  woman  showed  the  egn 
to  the  saint,  who  was  passing  at  the 
time,  and  he  lifted  up  his  hand  and 
blessed  the  egss,  "  and  they  were  made 
bole  and  sounde."  To  this  may  be  added 
another  slory;  that  when  his  body  was 
translated,  or  removed,  two  rinjjs  of  iron, 
fastened  on  his  grave-stone,  came  out  as 
soon  as  they  were  touched,  and  left  no 
mark  of  their  place  in  the  stone;  but 
when  the  atone  was  taken  up,  and  touched 
by  the  rings,  they  of  themselves  bstened 
to  it  again.*

St.  Swithin,  bishop  of  Winchester,  to 
which  rank  he  vras  raised  by  king  EtheU 


wnlfe.the  dane,  dying,  was  canonised  by 
the  then  pope.  He  was  singular  for  hi* 
desire  to  be  buried  in  the  open  church- 


yard, and  not  in  the  chancel  of  the  m 
(ter,  as  was  usual  with  other  bishops, 
which  request  was  complied  with;  but 
the  monks,  on  his  being  canonised,  taking 
it  into  their  heads  that  it  was  disgraceful 
for  Ihe  saint  to  lie  in  the  open  diurcb- 
jard,  resolved  to  remove  his  body  into 
the  choir,  which  was  to  have  been  dona 
with  solemn  procession  on  the  IJth  of 
July.  It  rained,  however,  so  violently 
on  that  day,  and  ibr  forty  days  succeed- 
ing, as  bad  hardly  ever  been  known, 
which  made  them  set  aside  their  design 
as  heretical  and  blasphemous :  and,  in- 
stead, the*  erected  a  chapel  over  his 
grave,  at  which  many  miracles  are  said  to 
have  been  wrought."

The  mackerel  aeason  is  one  of  great  in- 
terest on  the  coast,  where  ihese  beautifiil 
fish  are  caught.  The  going  out  and  com- 
ing in  oT  the  boats  are  really  "  sights." 
The  prices  of  maciterel  vary  accoiding 
to  Ihe  different  degrees  of  success.  In 
IBor,  the  Gnl  Brighton  boat  of  mackerel, 
Bn  the  14th  of  May,  sold  at  Billingsgate, 
br  forty  guineas  per  hundred,  seren  shil- 
lings each,  the  highest  price  ever  kno«m  at 
that  market.  The  next  boat  that  came  in 
reduced  their  value  to  thirteen  guineas 
per  hundred.  In  1808,  these  fish  were 
cansht  so  plentifiillT  at  Dover,  that  they 
sold  liity  for  a  shilling.  At  Brighton,  in 
June,  the  same  year,  the  shoal  of  mackerel 
~  ~  I  so  great,  that  one  of  the  boats  bad 
mesne*  of  her  nets  so  completely  oc- 
cupied by  them,  that  it  was  impossible  to 
drag  Ibem  in.  The  fish  and  nets,  ibere- 
fbre,  in  the  end  tank  together ;  the  fisher- 
man therelnr  sustaining  a  loss  of  nearly 
sixty  pounds,  exclusive  of  what  his  cargo, 
could  De  have  got  it  into  the  boat,  would 
have  produced.  The  success  of  the  Ash- 
m  in  1631,  was  beyond  all  precedent. 
The  value  of  the  catch  of  sixteen  boats 
from  Lowestoff,  on  the  30th  of  Jone, 
amounted  to  5,3521.  15*.  lid.,  being  an

There  is  at  present  in  Berlin,  a  boy, 
between  four  and  five  yean  old,  who  ha< 
manifested  an  extraordinary  precocity  of 
musical  talent.

Fxkert  was  pre- rival  led  in  England  by 
the  late  Mr.  Chailes  Wesley,  the  son  of 
ihe  rev,  Charles  Wesley,  and  nephew  to 
the  late  rev.  John  Wesley,  the  founder  of 
the  religious  body  denominated  methodisLi, 
The  musical  genius  of  Charles  Wesley  wa* 
observed  when  he  was  not  quite  three 
yeara  old ;  he  tlien  surprised  his  father  by 
playing  a  tune  on  tlie  harpsichord  readily, 
and  in  just  lime.  Soon  afterwards  he 
played  several  others.  Whatever  his  mother 
sang,  or  whatever  he  heard  in  the  atreels, 
he  could,  without  difficulty,  make  out  upon 
this  instrument.  Almost  from  his  birth 
his  mother  used  to  quiet  and  amuse  him 
with  the  harpsichord.  On  these  occasion*, 
he  would  not  suffer  her  to  play  only  with 
one  hand,  but,  even  before  he  could 
speak,  would  aeiw  hold  of  tlie  other,  and 
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pnl  it  upon  ihe  keys.  When  he  plajnl 
b;  himself,  the  used  to  tie  him  by  hii 
back-itriiiK  to  the  chair,  in  ordei  to  pre- 
vent his  4lUng.

"Itktaniuikerf"  and  ifhewai  answered 
in  the  affirmative,  he  always  did  with  the 
Krealest  readinesi.  His  style  on  all  oc- 
CAjioDS  was  con  iphilo ;  and  there  was 
something  in  bis  manner  so  much  beyond 
what  could  be  expected  from  a  child,  that 
his  heareis,  learned  or  unlearnt-d,  vcere 
invariably  astonished  and  delighted. 

When  he  was  four  years  old,  Mr,  Wes- 
ley look  him  to  London  ;  and  Beard,  who 
was  the  first  musical  man  who  heard  him 
there,  was  so  much  pleased  with  his 
abilities,  that  he  kindly  offered  hit  ime- 
rest  with  Dr.  Boyce  lo  %el  him  admitted 
among  the  king's  boys.  This,  however,  (lis 
father  declined,  as  he  then  had  no  thoughts 
of  bringing  him  up  to  the  profession  of 
music.  He  waj  also  introduced  among 
otheni  to  Stanley  and  Worgan.  The 
latter  in  particular,  was  extremely  kind 
to  bim,  and  would  frequently  entertain 
him  by  playing  on  the  harpsichord. 
The  child  was  greatly  struck  by  bis  bold 
and  full  manner  of  playing,  and  teemed 
•ten  then  to  catch  a  spark  of  hit  fire. 
Ur.  Wesley  soon  afterwardc  returned 
with  him  lo  Bristol;  and  when  he  wa'j 
about  six  years  old,  be  was  put  under  the 
tuition  of  Hooke,  a  very  good-natured 
man,  but  of  no  great  eminence,  who  al- 
lowed aim  lo  run  on  ad  libibm,  whilst  he 
tat  by  apparently  more  to  observe  than  to 
control  him.  Hirers,  al  that  time  the 
oldest  organist  iu  Bristol,  was  one  of  his 
first  friends.  Ue  would  often  sit  him  on 
his  knee,  and  make  the  boy  play  to  him, 
declaring,  thai  he  was  more  delighted  in 
nearing  him  then  himself.  For  tome  years 
his  study  and  practice  were  almost  en- 
tirely con^ned  to  the  woHu  of  Corelli, 
Scarlatti,  and  Handel ;  and  so  rapid  was 
his  progress,  that,  al  the  age  of  twelve  or 
thirleen,  it  was  thought  that  no  person 
was  able  lo  excel  bim  in  performing  tht 
compositions  of  these  masten.  He  was 
instructed  on  Ihe  harpsichord  by  Kelwav, 
and  in  (he  rules  of  composition  by  D.'. 
Boyce.  His  first  work,  «  A  Set  of  Six 
Concertos  fur  the  Organ  or  Harpsichord," 
published  under  ihe  immediate  inspection 


of  that  master,  at  ■  first  attempt,  was  a 
wonderful  production  ;  it  contained  (iigues 
which  would  have  done  credit  to  a  pro- 
fessor of  the  greatest  experience  and  tb« 
first  eminence.  His  performance  on  the 
organ,  and  particularly  his  extempore 
playing  on  that  sublime  instrument,  was 
the  admiration  and  delight  of  all  his  au- 

The  present  Mr.  Samuel  Wesley,  brother 
of  the  preceding,  and  bom  in  1766,  also 
gave  a  very  early  indication  of  musical 
geniut.  When  only  three  yeait  of  age,  be 
could  play  on  the  organ ;  and,  when  eight 
years  old,  attempted  In  compose  an  ora- 
torio. Some  of  the  airs  which  he  wrote 
fbrtheorganwereshownloDr.  B^ce,and 
occasioned  the  doctor  to  say,  "This  boy 
unites,  by  nature,  as  true  a  bass  as  I  can 
do  by  rule  and  tludy.*'  Mr.  Wesley's 
compositions  are  in  Ihe  highest  degree 
masterly  and  grand  ;  and  his  extempore 
performance  of  fugues  on  the  organ  asto- 
nishing. Ue  produces  from  that  solemn 
instnimentallthe  grand  and  serious  graces 
of  which  it  it  capable.  His  melodies, 
though  struck  out  on  the  instant,  are  sweet 
and  varied,  and  never  common-place ;  his 
harmony  is  appropriate,  and  ibllowB  them 
with  all  the  exactness  and  discrimination 
of  the  most  studious  master;  his  execu- 
tion, which  is  very  great,  is  always  sacri- 
ficed tothe  superior  charms  of  expression.* 

To  this  be  it  added,  thai  the  intellectual 
endowments  of  Mr.  Samuel  Wesley 
equal  his  musical  talents,  and  that  the 
amiable  and  benevolent  qualities  of  his 
nature  add  lustre  lo  hit  acquirements.  He 
is  amanofgeniuswitliouipretensioik,aud 
a  good  man  without  guile.

According  4o  T.  N.,  a  Cambridge  cor- 
respondent,  this  tree  is,  in  that  county, 
called  the  Cambridge  oak.  Old  Fuller 
calls  it  "  a  sad  tree,  whereof  such  who 
have  lost  their  love  make  their  monnui^ 
garlmdt ;  and  we  know  that  exiles  huof 
lip  (heir  harps  upon  such  doleful  sup^ 
porten.  The  twigs  hereof  are  physick  t« 
drive  out  the  folly  of  children.  This  tree 
delighteth  in  moist  places,  and  is  trium- 
phant in  the  Itlt  of  Ely,  where  the  roots 
strengthen  their  banks,  and  top  affords 
fuell  for  their  fire.  It  groweth  incredibly 
bst,  it  being  a  by-word  in  this  county, 
that  the  profit  by  willows  wiU  boy  th« 
owner  a  horse  before  that  by  other  trees 
willpay  for  his  saddle.  Let  meadd,thatif 
grata  tuke  may  bume  before  a  queen, 
withered  willovi  may  be  allowed  to 
bume  before  a  lady."  Tlie  old  saying, 
"  She  is  in  her  willows"  is  here  illus- 
trated; it  implies  lbs  mourning  of  B  fe- 
male for  her  lost  mate. 

Tht  ITilloa  (Salii) 

In  Sj/Ivan  SketcMei,  to  an  account  of 
the  willow,  elegant  poetical  illustrations 
are  atlachnl,  from  wheoce  are  extracted 
the  subjoined  agreeable  notices. 

According  to  some  botaniils,  there  are 
more  than  Sly  British  willows  only.  The 
sweet,  or  bay-leaved  willow,  solir  paHmt- 
driu,  is  much  used  in  Yorkshire  for  makiDfc 
baskets  ;  its  leaves  aSbrd  a  yellow  d^e 
Baskets  arc  also  made  from  the  osier, 
which  belongs  to  this  genits ;  but  of  the 
willows,  the  bitter  purple  willow,  taliit 
purpitrm,  is  the  best  adapted  for  the  fincM 
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buket-trork.  The  cominon,  or  while 
willow,  (o/Ir  atba,  takes  in  specific  name 
from  t>ie  white  silkea  sur&ce  o(  the  leave* 
on  the  nnder  side.  The  bark  it  tued  lo 
tan  leathar,  and  to  dye  yam  of  a  cinna- 
mon colour.  It  ia  one  of  the  tt«es  to 
which  th«  necessitous  Kamtschatdalei  ar« 
often  obliged  to  iwur  (b(  their  daily 
bread,  which  ihej  make  of  the  inner  bark, 
ground  into  flour.  The  bark  of  this  wiU 
low  has  in  some  cases  been  found  ■  good 
substitute  for  the  Pfrurian  baxk.  The 
grey  willow,  or  tallow,  lalix  rtmerea, 
grows  from  six  to  twelve  feet  high.  In 
many  parts  of  Fjigland,  children  gather 
the  flowering  brandies  of  this  tree  on 
Palm  Sunday,  and  call  them  palms. 
With  the  bark,  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Midlands  and  the  Hebrides  tan  leather. 
The  wood,  whidi  is  soft,  white,  and  flex- 
ible, is  made  into  handles  ibr  hatdiets, 
spades,  Ctc.  It  also  furnishes  shoemakers 
with  Uieir  cutting-boards,  and  whetting 
boardi  to  smooth  the  edgM  of  tbeii  knives 

The  weeping  willow,  lalix  Babgloniea^ 
a  natiTo  of  the  Levant,  was  not  cultivaled 
in  this  country  till  1730,  This  tree,  with 
its  long,  slender,  pendulous  branches,  b 
one  of  the  most  elegant  ornaments  ef 
English  scenery.  The  situation  which  it 
affects,  alio,  on  the  margins  of  brooks 
or  rivers,  increases  its  beauty  ;  like  Nar- 
cissus, it  often  seems  to  bend  over  the 
water  for  the  purpose  of  admiring  the 
reflection: —

produced  the  willow-tree  that  has  gireu 
t>iitfa  to  so  many  others."  It  is  uid,  that 
the  destruction  of  this  tree  was  caused  by 
the  eager  curiosity  of  the  admirers  of  the 
poet,  who,  by  their  number^  so  disturbed 
the  quiet  and  fatigued  the  patience  of  the 
possessor,  with  applications  to  be  per- 
mitted to  see  this  precious  relic,  that  to 
put  an  end  to  the  trouble  at  once  and  for 
ever,  she  gave  orders  that  it  should  lie 
felled  lo  the  ground. 

The  weeping  willow,  in  addition  to 
the  pensive,  drooping  appearance  of  its 
branches,  weeps  little  drops  of  nalvr, 
which  stand  like  Allien  tears  upon  tlie 
leaves.  It  will  grow  in  any  but  a  dp' 
■oil,  but  most  delights,  and  best  thrives,  in 
the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  water. 
The  willow,  in  poetical  language,  com- 
monly introduces  a  stream,  or  a  forsaken

There  is  a  fine  weeping  willow  in  a 

Krden  near  the  Paddington  end  of  the 
:w  Road,  and  a  most  magnificent  one, 
also,  in  a  garden  on  the  banks  of  the 
Tliaines,  just  before  Richmond-bridge,  on 
t)ie  Richmond  side  of  the  river.  Several 
of  the  arms  of  this  tree  are  so  large,  that 
one  of  them  would  in  itself  fonn  a  fine 
tree.  They  are  propped  by  a  number  of 
■tout  poies ;  aod  the  tree  appears  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  If  that  tree  be,  as 
it  is  said,  do  more  than  ninety-five  years 
old,  the  quickness  of  its  growth  is  indeed 
astonishing. 

MarWn  relates  an  interesting  anecdote, 
which  he  gives  on  the  audiorily  of  the 
St,  Jamn't  Chronicle,  for  August,  1801  :

nised  some  of  our  old  I«pland  ncquaint- 
aoces,  sndl  as  Betmta  nana,  with  its 
minute  leaves,  1  ke  silver  pennies;  moun- 
taio-birch;  and  the  dwarf  alpine  species 
of  willow  ;  of  which  half  a  doien  trees, 
with  all  their  branches,  leaves,  flowera, 
and  toots,  might  be  compresied  within  two 
of  the  pages  of  a  lady's  pocket-book,  with- 
out coming  into  contact  with  each  other. 
After  our  return  to  England,  specimens 
of  the  aslir  lurbmva  were  given  to  our 
Mends,  which,  when  framed  and  glaied, 
had  the  appearance  of  miniature  dntw* 
ingi.  The  author,  in  cdlecling  them  for 
fais  faeHiiary,  has  frequently  compmucd 
twenty  of  these  trees  between  two  of  tba 
pages  of  a  duodecimo  volume,"  Yet  in 
the  neat  northern  forests,  Dr.  Clarke 
found  a  ipeciea  of  willow  "  that  would 
make  a  splendid  ornament  in  our  English 
shrubberies,  owiog  to  its  quick  growth, 
and  beauti^l  appearsDce.  It  had  much 
more  the  appearance  of  an  orange  than 
of  a  willow-tree,  its  large  luxuriant  leaves 
being  of  the  moat  vivid  green  colour, 
splendidly  shining.  We  believed  it  to  be 
a  variety  of  lalix  onjigdaBiia,  but  it  may 
be  a  distinct  species:  it  principally  flou- 
rishes in  Westro  Bothnia,  and  we  never 
saw  it  elsewhere." 

So  much,  and  more  than  is  here  quoted, 
respecttD^  the  willow,  has  been  gathered 
by  the  fair  authoress  of  SylvaH  Sietdiet. 
In  conclusion,  be  it  obseived,  that  (iie 
common  willow  is  in  common  language 
sometimes  called  the  sallow,  and  under

The  reason,  I  sup- 
pose, for  this  appellation  is,  on  account  of 
the  two  thousand  tninisten  who  were 
ejected  on  this  day,  by  the  Act  of  Unifor- 
mity, in  1662.  As  it  respects  France, 
there  is  a  shockinff  propriety  in  the 
epithet,  (or  the  homd  Missacre  of  th" 
Protestants  couimeoced  on  this  day, 
in  die  reini  of  Charles  IX.  In  Parri 
only,  ten  thousand  were  butchered  in  a 
fortnight,  and  ninety  thousand  in  the 
provioces,  making,  together,  one  hundred 
thousand.  This,  at  least,  is  the  calcnla- 
tion  of  Perefiie,  tutor  to  Louis  XIV.  and 
archbishop  of  Paris:  others  reduce  the 
number  much  lower."*

— "  In  that  savage  scene,  the  massacre  of 
St.  Kirtholomew,  planned  with  all  the 
ooolness  of  deliberation,  ftve  hundred 
gentlemen,  proteslants,  and  ten  thousand 
persoos  of  inferior  rank  were  massacred 
ID  <»ie  night  at  Paris  alooe,  and  great 
numbers  in  the  pTorinces.

It  was  an  ancient  custom  at  Croyland 
Abbey,  until  the  time  of  Edward  IV.  to 

E'  e  little  knires  to  all  comers  on  St. 
rtholomew's  day,  in  allusion  to  the 
knife  wherewith  Bartholomew  was  flead. 
Many  of  these  knives  a€  various  siiet 
have  been  found  in  the  ruins  of  the  abbey, 
and  the  river.  A  coat  borne  by  the 
religious  fraternity  of  the  abbey,  quarters 
three  of  them,  with  three  whips  of  St. 
Outhlac,  a  scourge  celebrated  for  the 
virtue  of  its  Sanations.  Thesa  are 
engraved  by  Mr,  Cough  in  his  histoi^  of 
Croyland  Abbey,  from  drawings  in  the 
minute  books  of  the  Spalding  Snciely,  in 
whose  drawers,  he  says,  one  was  pre- 
served, and  these  form  a  device  in  a  town 
piece  called  the  '■  Coore's  Halfepeny  of 
Croyland,  1670."

He  was  in  great  credit  with  king  Clo- 
taire  II.  and  his  successor  Dagobert  I.  of 
France,  who  made  him  keeper  of  bis  seal 
and  chancellor,  and  he  became  archbishop 
of  Rouen,  in  Normaody.  Butler  refers 
to  a  long  history  of  miracles  performed 
by  the  intercession  and  relics  of  St. 
Oaen .  The  shrine  of  this  saint,  at  Rouen, 
had  a  privilege  which  was  very  enviable ; 
it  could  once  in  a.  year  procure  the  pardon 
of  one  criminal  condemned  to  death  in 
the  prisons  of  that  city :  the  criminal 
touched  it,  and  pardon  was  immediate. 

In  all  civiliMQ  countries  justice  has  been 
tempered  with  mercy;  and,  where  the 
life  could  not  be  spaired,  the  pain  of  the 
punishment  has  been  mitigated.  Wine 
mingled  with  myirh  was  known  amongst 
the  Jews  for  this  purpose,  and  was  offered 
to  the  Saviour  of  mankind  by  the  very 
persona  who  hurried  him  on  to  his  painful 
and  ignominiouj  death.  In  many  cities 
of  Ita^  a  condemned  criminal  is  visited 
by  the  first  nobility  the  night  before  hii 
aiecution,  and  supplied  with  every  dainty 
in  meal  and  in  drink  that  he  can  desire; 
and  some  yean  agjo,  in  the  parish  of  Si.

'■*  Every  printing-house,"  says  Randle 
Holme,  "  IS  lerioed  a  chappel."  Mr. 
John  M'Creery  in  one  of  the  notes  to 
"  The  Press,"  an  elegant  poem,  of  which 
he  is  the  author,  andwliicn  he  beautifully 
printed,  with  elaborate  engravings  on 
wood,  as  a  specimen  of  hii  typography, 
says,  that  "  The  title  of  chapel  to  the  in- 
ternal regulations  of  a  printing-bouse 
originated  in  Gallon's  exercising  tile  pro- 
fession in  one  of  the  chapels  in  West- 
minster Abbey ;  atid  may  be  considered 
as  an  additional  proof,  fnim  the  antiquity 
of  the  custom,  ot  his  being  the  first  Eng- 
lish printer.  In  extensive  houses,  where 
many  workmen  are  eir-''--'  '■■  — '" 
a  ehapel  is  a  business  a 
and  generally  lakes  ph 
of  the  office  has  a  complaint  to  allege 
against  any  of  his  fellow  workmen ;  the 
first  intimation  of  which  he  makes  to  the 
father  of  the  ehapel,  usually  the  oldest 
printer  in  the  house :  who,  should  be  con- 
ceive that  the  charge  can  be  substantial  eil, 
and  the  injuria,  supposed  to  have  been 
received,  is  of  such  magnitude  as  to  call 
for  the  interference  of  the  law,  summon- 
■es  the  members  of  the  ehapel  before  him 
at  the  impaling  tlone,  and  there  receives 
the  allegaiion  and  the  defence,  in  solemn 
assembly,  and  dispenses  justice  with  ty- 
pographical rigour  and  impartiality. 
These  trials,  though  they  are  aoaroes  of 
neglect  of  business  and  other  irre^lan- 
tieg,  often  affnrd  scenes  of  gmnine  hu- 
mour. Tlie  punishment  general] j  consists 
In  the  criminal  providing  a  libujon,  by 


which  the  offending  wotfcmen  may  wash 
away  the  stain  that  his  misconduct  has 
laid  upon  the  body  at  large.  Should  the 
plaintiff  not  be  able  to  substantiate  his 
charge,  ihe  fine  then  falls  upon  himself 
for  having  maliciously  arraigned  his  com- 
panion ;  a  mode  of  practice  which  is 
marked  with  the  features  of  sound  policy, 
as  it  never  loses  sight  of  the  good  of  tie 

KelumIng  to  Randle  Holmeonce  more, 
we  find  Ihe  "  good  of  Ihe  chappeC  cou- 
sials  of  "  forfeitures  and  other  chappel 
dues,  collected  for  the  good  of  the  chap- 
pel, vii.  to  be  spent  as  the  chappel  ap> 
proves."  This  indefatigable  and  accurate 
collector  and  describer  of  every  tiling  he 
could  lay  his  hands  on  and  press  into  he- 
raldiy,  has  happily  preserved  the  ancient 
rales  of  government  inslituted  by  the 
worshipful  fraternity  of  printers.  Thie 
book  is  very  rare,  and  this  perhaps  may 
have  been  the  reason  that  the  following 
document  essentially  connected  with  the 
history  of  printing,  has  never  appeared  in 
one  of  the  many  works  so  entitled.

The  Glowworm. 

Dt.Foraterinliis"PerenaialCaleDd>r" 
quotes  the  mention  ofthii  and  other  lumin- 
ous insects  from  "  a  late  entomoioviual 
work,"  in  the  following  passage : — "  ITiis 
little  planet  of  Ihe  niral  scene  may  be 
obierved  in  abundance  in  the  month  of 
August,  when  the  earth  is  almost  as 
thinly  spangled  with  them  aa  the  cope 
of  heaven  is  with  stars.  It  is  not  only 
the  glowworm  that  will  not  beai  inspec- 
tion when  its  lustre  Is  lost  by  the 
light  of  day ;  but  all  those  luminous 
insects  that  bear  the  same  phosphoricfire 
about  them,  such  as  the  lanihom  fly  of 
the  West  Indies  and  of  China,  of  which 
there  are  seTeral  sorts;  some  of  which 
carry  their  light  in  a  sort  of  snout,  so  that 
wheti  they  are  seen  in  a  collection,  they 
are  remarkably  ugly.  There  is  alto  an 
insect  of  Ibis  luminous  sort  common  in 
Italy,  called  the  lucciola.

the  city  of  London,  and,  as  introductory 
to  an  account  of  this  annual  scene,  it  is 
necessanr  to  notice  that  it  has  been  the 
custom  nom  time  immemorial  for  one  of 
the  four  attorneys  of  the  lord  mayor's 
court,  who  may  happen  to  be  what  is 
termed  the  attorney  in  waiting,  (and 
which  duty  in  respect  of  proclaiming  the 
Fair  (or  the  last  seven  years  has  devolved 
upon  Mr.  Carter,)  to  accompany  the  lord 
mayor  in  his  state  carriage  from  the 
Mansion-house  to  Smithfield,  on  the  day 
whereon  the  Fair  is  proclaimed,  which  is 
on  the  3d  of  September,  unless  Sunday 
■hould  hU  on  that  day.  The  proclama- 
Is   read   at   the   gate  leading 


the  presence  of  the  lord  mayor 
and  sheriK,  and  also  of  the  aldetmen, 
(if  they  attend,  but  who,  though  sam- 
moned  fttr  that  purpose,  seldom  appear. 
The  procession  afterwaids  proceeds  rouw 
Smithfield,  and  returns  to  the  Mansion- 
house,  where,  in  the  afternoon,  the  gen> 
tiemen  of  his  lordship's  household  dine 
together  at  the  sword-bearer's  table,  and 
thus  the  ceremony  is  concluded.  It  was 
also  the  custom  of  the  procession  to  stop 
at  Newgate  to  drink  to  the  governors 
health,  but  this  practice  was  disi<ontinued 
in  the  second  mayoralty  of  Mr.  Alderman 
Wood.

"  Wonderful  Phenomenon  in  Nature  1 
The  lingular  and  hitherto  deemed  itupob 
sible  occurrence  of  a  LION  and  TI- 
GRESS cohabiting  and  producing  yonag, 
has  actually  taken  place  in  this  mena- 
gerie, at  Windsor.  The  tigress,  on  Wed- 
nesday, IheSTlh  of  October  last,  produced 
thvM  hut  eulu  ;  one  of  them  strongly 
resembles  the  tigress ;  the  other  two  are 
of  a  lighter  colour,  but  striped.  Mr.  Atkins

Archdeacon  Nares's  view  oftbe  term;  for 
doubtless  the  huckster  pitched  his  load  in 
the  market  and  sold  it  there;  yet  Holme 
does  not  give  bim  that  denomination,  as 
he  would  have  done  if  he  had  so  regarded 
him ;  he  merely  calls  him  ^  the  hutltr  or 
iufter."

Court  of  Pie  Ponder 
This  is  the  lowest,  and  al  the  same 
time  the  mO!t  expeditious,  court  of  Justice 
known  to  the  law  of  England,  ft  ii  a 
court  of  record  incident  to  eveiv  ^r  and 
market ;  its  jurisdiction  eilenib  to  ad 
minister  justice  forall  commercial  injurief 
done  in  uiat  very  fair  or  market,  and  not 
in  any  preceding  one;  and  (o  every  &ii 
and  market,  (he  steward  of  him  whs 
owns  the  toll  is  tbe  judge.  The  injury, 
therefore,  must  be  done,  complained  of, 
and  redressed,  within  ihe  compass  of  one 
and  the  same  day,  unlets  the  fair  con- 
tinue* longer.  It  bas  cogniiance  of  all 
matters  of  contract  that  can  possibly  arise 
within  tbe  precinct  of  that  fair  ormarkel; 
and  tbe  plaintiff  must  make  oalh  that 
the  cause  of  an  action  arcye  there.  This 
court  seems  to  have  arisen  from  the 
necessity  of  doing  justice  expeditiously, 
among    persons   resorting    from  distant 

[ilaces  lo  a  fair  or  market,  without 
eaving  them  lo  the  remedy  of  an  inferior 
court,  which  might  not  be  able  to  serve 

both,  or  perhaps  eitherof  the  parties;  and 
therefore  without  such  a  court  as  this,  the 
complaint  must  nccessarify  have  resorted 
to,  ID  the  first  instance,  some  superior 
judicature.     It  is  said  to  I'c  call»l   tba 
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coliit  of  pie-pondre,  curia  pttiu  pulueri' 
rati,  from  theduit*  feetoflbe  suiion;  or, 
us  lir  Edward  Coke  uyj,  because  justice 
is  there  done  as  gp<<edily  as  dust  can  bl! 
from  the  feet;  but  Black  alone,  who  lavi 
thus  much  of  this  court,  inclines  to  iDe 
opinion  of  Daines  Barrington,  who,  de- 
nresit  from  pied  jntldreaux,  (a  pedlar,  in 
old  French,)  and  says,  il  si^ifies,  there- 
fore, the  court  of  such  petty  chapmen  as 
resort  10  &irs  or  markets. 

Courts  similar  to  pie-powder  courts 
were  usual  both  with  Greeks  and  Romans, 
who  iatrodnced  fairs  into  Uennan;  and

This  is  his  figure  from  Randle  Holme, 
who  describes  bim  thus:  — "He  beareih 
argent,  acrale  carrier,  with  aerate  upon 
his  back,  or  /  cloathed  in  ruunl,  with  a 
stalfe  in  his  left  hand ;  bat  and  shoes  labk." 
He  observes,  that  "  this  is  also  termed  a 
pedlar  and  his  pack,"  and  he  carehilly 
notes  that  the  difierence  between  aporfer 
and  a  pedlar  consists  in  this,  that  "  the 
forter'e  pack  reacheth  over  his  head  and 
so  answerable  below  ;  but  the  pedlar't  is 
a  small  truss,  bundle,  or  fardel,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  middle  of  his  bead  as  in  this 
figure."  EveiT  reader  of  Sbakspeaiv 
knows  the  word  "  ferdel :"—

"  F^ne  Fealbtrt  make  fine  Birdt." 
The  subjoined  letter,  dated  the  7lh  of 
September,  1635,  appears  in  Tht  Tata 
newspaper  of  the  fallowing  day  :— 

To  the  Editor  of  lAc  Timtt. 
Sir, — I  consider  it  necessary  to  inform 
the  public,  through  your  paper,  that  there 
is  a  fellow  going  about  the  town,  (dressed 
like  a  painter,)  imposing  upon  the  no- 
wary,  by  selling  them  painted  birds,  for 
foreign  ones.  He  entered  my  house  on 
Monday  la.*i,  and  after  mubc  simple  cou- 
Tecsation  with  the  cuatomen  in  the  roon, 
he  iDbodoced  the  topic  of  his  birdi,  which 
he  had  in  a  paper  bog,  staling  tbat  he  had 
been  at  work  in  a  gentleman's  lamily  at 
the  west  end  of  the  town,  and  the  gentle- 
man beinit  on  the  point  of  leaTiog  Eng- 
land for  a  foreifD  country,  he  made  him  a 
preient  of  ibem ;  "  but,"  says  he,  "  I'm 
■s  bad  as  himself,  fbr  I'm  going  down  to 
Canterbury  to-mortow  laoTniDg  myself  to 
work,  and  ifaey  being  of  no  use  lo  me,  I 
shall  take  them  down  lo  Whitochapel  aod 
•ell  them  for  what  I  can  get"  Taking 
one  out  of  Ihe  bag,  he  described  it  as  a 
Virginia  nightingale,  which  sung  four  dis- 
liccl  notes  or  voioes;  the  colour  certainly 
was  most  beautiful ;  its  head  and  neck 
was  a  bright  vermilion,  the  back  bMwiit 
Ihe  wings  a  blue,  the  lower  part  lo  the 
tail  a  bright  yellow,  the  wings  red  and 
yellow;  the  tail  itself  wtM  a  compound 
(niiture  of  the  above  colours,  the  belly  a 
clear  green — he  said  it  was  well  worth  a 
sovereign  lo  any  gentlenian.  However, 
after  a  good  deal  of  lying,  bidding,  and 
argument,  one  oflbe  party  offered  five  shil-

By  the  preceding  letter  in  The  ITwiff* 
a  great  number  of  persons  were  first  ac^ 
quainted  with  t  fraud  frequently  prac- 
tised. As  a  asefiil  and  amusing  com- 
inunication  it  has  a  place  hijre.  It  may, 
however,  be  as  well  to  correct  an  enot 
which  the  intelligent  "  Licensed  Victual- 
ler" fads  into  by  venturing  beyond  a  plain 
account,  to  indulge  in  figurative  exprta> 
sion.  It  is  not  doubted  that  his  "  barber, 
a  knowing  hand  in  the  bird  way,"  vrar* 
"  a  white  apron ;"  but  when  Ure  "  Li- 
censed Victualler"  calls  the  barber's  white 
apron  "  the  wAife  flag  of  his  profession,' 
he  ens;  a  wAitri^roa  may  be  lhe"llag' 
of  the  "  Licensed  Victualler's  profeaaion,' 
but  it  is  not  the  batber's  "  fl^."

Handle  Holme,  an  indisputable  autho- 
rity, in  his  great  work  on  "  Heraldry,"  fi- 
gures a  barber  as  above.  "  He  beareth  or- 
geTit,"  says  Holme ;  "a  barber  bare-head- 
ed wiih  a  pair  of  oisersin  his  right  hand, 
and  a  comb  in  his  left,  clothed  in  nutet, 
his  supron  ehacqite  of  ihe  Brat,  and  omra  / 
abarber  is  always  known  by  his  cltecque 
party-coloured  aoren,  Iheiuore  it  needs 
not  mentioning.  Helms  emphatically 
adds,  "  neither  can  he  be  termed  a  bar- 
ber, (orpoler,ershBrer,)aiBncieBlly  the? 
were  called,  till  his  apron  be  about  bin; 
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Bolme  derives  the  deooraiiwtion  bar- 
ber from  barba,  a  bean),  and  describe* 
him  as  B  cutter  of  hair;  he  was  also  an- 
eieatly  termed  a  potbr,  beciuie  in  former 
times  to  pall  wu  lo  cut  the  liair :  to  trim 
wo*  to  cut  Ihe  beud,  after  ahaTing,  into 
foria  and  order. 

The  instiumCDt-cBM  of  a  barber,  and 
the  iDitruments  io  their  teTeral  diiiaions, 
are  particularly  described  bj  Holme.  It 
contained  his  looking'glaM,  a  let  of  horn 
combs  with  teeth  on  ofle  side  and  wide, 
"  for  the  combing  aitd  readying  of  long, 
thick,  and  stoayheadt  of  hair,  and  tuch 
like  pern  wigi ;"  a  «et  of  box  combs,  a  set 
of  ivory  comb*  with  fine  teeth  on  both 
sides,  an  ivoiy  beard-comb,  a  beard-iron 
called  the  forceps,  being  a  curling  iron  (or 
the  beard,  a  Mt  of  razors,  tweeien  with 
■n  earpick,  a  lasp  to  file  the  point  of  a 
tooth,  a  hone  for  his  razors,  a  bottle  of 
sweet  oil  for  his  hone,  a  powder  box  with 
sweet  powder,  a  puff  to  powder  the  hair, 
a  four  square  boltle  with  a  screwed  head 
for  sweet  water,  wash  balls  and  sweet 
balls,  caps  for  the  bead  to  keep  the  hair 
up,  trimming  cloths  to  put  before  a  man, 
and  nadtina  to  put  about  his  neck,  and 
dry  his  hands  and  face  with.  Aflerhewas 
shared  and  barbed,  the  barber  was  to 
bold  him  the  glass,  that  he  might  see  "  his 
new-made  {ace,"  and  instruct  the  bat  bar 
where  it  was  amiss  :  the  barber  was  then 
to  "  take  off  the  linens,  brush  hit  clothea, 
present  bim  wilh  his  hat,  and,  according 
to  his  hire,  make  a  bow,  with  '  your  kum- 
bU  tervant,  tir.' " 

Hie  same  author  thus  figures 


are  from  Handle  Holme,  who  wiVe  in 
1688,  and  telate  to  barbers  of  fin-ue- 
days.

Hie  barber's  washing  or  trimming- 
basin  had  a  circle  in  the  brim  to  compass 
a  man's  throat,  and  a  place  like  a  mtle 
dish  to  put  the  ball  in  after  lathering. 
Holme  says,  that  "  such  a  like  bason  as 
this,  valiant  Don  Quixote  took  from  a 
bloody  enchanting  barber,  which  he  took 
to  be  a  golden  bead-piece." 

The  barber's  basin  is  very  ancient ;  il 
is  mentioned  by  Eiekiel  the  prophet.  It 
llie  middle  age  it  was  of  bright  copper.* 


This  i*  a  flgnre  of  the  old  raior  of  a  sn- 
perior  kind,  tipped  with  silver ;  "  that  is," 
says  Holme,  "  silver  plates  engraven  are 
fixed  upon  each  end  of  Ihe  haft,  to  make 
Ihe  same  look  more  gent  and  rich."  The 
old  man,  being  fidgetied  by  this  orna- 
ment, declares,  "it  is  very  oft  done  by  jong 
proud  artbts  who  adome  their  instnb 
meats  with  silver  shrines,  more  then 
seting  themselves  forth  by  ibe  glory  that 
attends  their  art,  or  praise  obtairied  bj 
skill."  Before  English  manufactures  es- 
oelled  in  cutlery,  razors  were  impoiled 
from  Palermo  f  Raxois  an  meuiiecMl 
by  Homer.

He  describes  it  to  be  "  a  wooden  tuttied 
slick,  having  a  socket  in  Ihe  streight 
peece,  and  another  in  the  cross  or  over- 
thwart  peece;  this  he  sticketh  in  his 
apron  strings  on  his  left  aide  or  breast 
when  he  useth  to  trim  by  candlelight," 

Withovt  going  into  every  particular 
Mmoeming  the  utensils  and  art  of  "  Barb- 
ing and  having,"  eome  may  be  deemed 
csrious,  and  therefore  worthy  of  notice.

Smith  remarks,  that  "Ihejlytng  harber

■ome  of  OUT  country  villages;  he  was  pro. 
Tided  with  a  napkin.  Map,  and  pewter 
bason,  the  form  of  which  naj  be  seen  in 
many  of  the  illustrative  prints  of  Doa 
Quixote."  The  same  writer  speaks  of  the 
barber's  chaFer  as  being — "A  deep  leaden 
Tessel,  Mmelhing  like  a  chocolate  pot, 
with  a  large  ring,  or  handle,  at  ihc  top; 
this  pot  held  about  a  quart  of  water  boil- 
ing  hot,  and  thus  equipped, he  flew  about 
toliis  cnatomen."  Inese  chafers  are  no 
longer  made  in  London  ;  the  laat  mould 
which  produced  them  was  sold  in  Nen- 
street.  Shoe-lane,  at  (he  sale  of  Mr.  Rich- 
ard -Joieph's  moulds  for  pewter  utensils, 
in  January,  1815:  it  was  of  brass  and 
broken  up  for  metal* 


ing  handle,  and  much  u>ed  during  winter, 
especially  in  shops  wilbont  fire-places. 
It  was  carried  by  the  handle  from  place 
to  place,  but  gpnerally  set  under  a  brass 
or  copper  basin  with  a  flat  broad  bottom, 
whereon  if  linen  cloths  wera  rubbed  or 
let  remain,  they  in  a  little  time  became 
\  for  the  barber's  use. 


This  is  their  ancient  shape.  "  In  for- 
mer times  theM  were  much  used  to  curl 
the  side  locks  of  a  man's  head,  but  now 
(in  163S)  wbollv  cast  aside  as  UMleai ;  it 
openeth  and  ihulteth  like  the  fbrcepa, 
only  tbe  ends  are  broad  and  square,  be- 
ing cut  within  the  mouth  with  teeth 
curled  and  crisped,  one  tooth  striking 
within  another." 

/fMt-scissors  were  long  and  broad  in 
the  blades,  and  rounded  towuds  the 
points  which  were  sharp. 

fiMfd-sciisors  had  short  blades  and 
long  handles. 

llie  iarber't  scissors  differed  in  these 
respects  from  othera ;  for  instance,  the 
toifor's  idssan  had  blunt  points,  while 
the  ttamtttr'i  scissors  differed  from  both 
by  resMn  of  their  smallness,  some  of 
them  hating  one  ring  for  the  thumb  only 
lo  fit  it,  while  the  contrary  ring  or  bow 
was  large  enough  to  admit  two  or  three

«  council  of  Treat,  aixl 
built  the  collen  of  the  Jesuits  at  Faiis, 
had  the  finest  Imrd  thM  evvr  wu  seen. 
It  was  loo  fioe  a  beard  for  a  bishop,  and 
(he  canons  of  his  cathedral,  in  fiill  chapter 
assembled,  came  to  the  buharoiis  resolu- 
tiuD  of  sharing  him.  Accordingly,  when 
next  he  came  to  the  choir,  the  dean,  the 
ptnot,  amd  the  tltantre  approached  vith 
tcissors  and  razors,  soap,  basin  and  warni 
water.  He  torit  to  hii  heels  at  the  sight, 
and  escaped  to  his  castle  of  B«auregard, 
abont  two  league*  firam  CUnnont,  where 
he  fall  (kk  foe  vexation,  aod  died.* 


AiMient  moauroents  lepieseDt  the 
Greek  beroea  to  have  worn  sbon  curled 
beards.  Among  the  Romans,  after  the 
year  154,  c.  b.,  phitosoiihera  alone  coo- 
stantl;  wore  a  beard  ;  tne  beard  of  their 
inililary  men  vras  short  And  frined.  The 
ffrsl  emperors  with  a  long  and  thick 
beard  were  Hadrian,  who  wore  it  to  hide 
wounds,  and  Antoninus  Pius,  and 
ircus  Auielius,  who  wore  it  as  philo- 
sophers: a  thick  beard  was  afterwards 
considered  an  appendage  that  obtained 
the  emperors  veneration  from  the 
oeople.t

This  he  puts  ferlh  as  being  "  hy  artisU 
called  a  long-curled- wig,  with  a  ri^ofRn, 
or  with  a  dildo,  or  pole-lock ;"  and  he  af- 
firms, that  "  this  is  the  sign  or  cogniiance 
of  the  perawick-maher."' 

That  the  peruke  was  anciently  a  baike»'s 
sign,  is  Terified  by  a  very  rare,  and  perhaps 
an  unique  engraving  of  St.  Paul's  cathe- 
dral when  building,  with  the  scaffi^ng 
poles  and  boards  up.  This  print,  in  the 
possession  of  the  editor  of  the  Beery-Dm/ 
Book,  represents  a  barber's  shop  on  t^ 
norlh-side  of  St.  Paul's  churchyard,  with 
the  barber's  pole  out  at  the  door,  and  a 
swinging  sign  projecting  torn  each  side 
of  the  house,  a  peruke  Ming  painted  on

It  is  figured  as  seen  above  by  Holme, 
who  also  calls  it  in  his  peculiar  oTtho- 
giaphy  a  "  perawicke,"  and  says  it  was 
likewise  called  "  a  ihorl  bob,  a  head  of 
hair  a  wig  that  hath  short  locks  and  a 
hairy  crown."  He  detcribes  it  with  soma 
feeting.  "This  is  a  counterfeit  hairwhich 
men  wear  instead  of  their  own ;  a  thing 
much  used  in  our  days  by  the  Eeneittlity 
of  men  ;  contrary  to  our  forefiithers  who 
got  eatates,  loved  their  wives,  and  wor« 
their  own  hair ;  but,"  says  he,  "  in  that

The 
figure  is  remarkable  because  it  it  in  many 
respect*  aimilai  to  the  manoer  wherein 
the  ladies  of  1825  adjust  the  head.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  Holme  was  a 
herald,  and  though  his  dosctiptions  haie 


not  hJtheito  been  here  related  in  his  or 
tuurial  language,  he  always  sets  Ihem  oa> 
so,  in  bis  "  slorehouse  of  armory  and 
blaion."  It  may  be  amusing  tocoaclnde 
these  extracts  from  him  with  his  descrip- 
tion of  this  figure  in  his  own  words  ;  thus 
then  the  old  "  deputy  Cor  the  king*  ol 
arms"  describes  it ; — 

"  He  bearelh  orgtnt  a  woman's  face , 
her  fbrehead  adorned  with  a  knot  of  di- 
viTM  ccJinirerf  ribbons;  the  bead  with  a 
ruffle  qnoif,  set  in  corners,  and  the  like 
ribbons  behind  ^e  bead.  This,"  says 
Holme,  **  is  %  fatKxoit-mlmgtr'i  head, 
tricked  and  trimed  up,  according  to  the 
mode  if  these  times,  wherein  I  am  wri- 
ting of  it ;  and,  in  my  judgment,  were  a 
fit  root  far  such  seamiters  as  are  skilled 
in  inventions.  But"  (he  angrily  breaks 
forth,)  "  what  do  I  talk  of  armt  to  nek,  by 
reason  they  wilt  be  shortly  old,  and  there- 
fore not  to  be  eodnred  by  them,  whose 
brains  are  always  upon  new  devises  and 
iD*entionsl  But  aU  are  brought  again 
from  the  old  i  for  there  is  no  imo  tfaing 
nnder  the  sun ;  for  what  it  now,  AoM  been 
frirtnerty !"  ■ 

Id  the  great  diniag-roora  at  Lambeth- 
palace,  there  are  portraits  of  all  the  arch- 
bishops, from  Laud  to  tbe  present  time. 
In  these  we  may  obserre  the  gradual 
change  of  tbe  clerical  dress,  in  tbe  article 
of  wtgs.  Archbishop  Tillotson  was  tbe 
first  prelate  who  wore  a  wig,  which  than 
was  not  unlike  the  natural  hair,  and  worn 
without  powder.* 

It  is  related  of  a  baiber  in  Pari*,  that, 
to  establish  the  utility  of  his  baR-wigt,  he 
caused  the  bisIaryofAbsalom  to  be  painted 
over  his  door ;  and  that  one  of  tlie  pro- 
fession, at  a  town  in  Northamptonshire, 
used  this  iikscription,  "  Absalom,  hadrt 
tbnu  worn  a  peniwig,  thou  hadst  not 
been  haiiged.''-t'  It  is  somewhere  told  oi 
another  that  he  ingeniously  veisified  hia 
brother  peruke-maker's  inscription,  under 
a  sign  which  lepreiented  t&s  death  ot 
Absalom  and  David  weeping;  he  wrola

Per- 
riwigs  eommenced  with  their  emperocs; 
ihty  were  awkwardly  made  of  hair,  paint- 
ed and  glued  together. 

False  hair  was  always  in  use,  ihoueh 
more  from  defect  than  bshion;  but  the 
j'ear  1539  is  deemed  llie  epoch  of  the 
Introduction  of  long  perriwigs  into  France  ; 
yet  it  is  certain  that  ladies  tetti  were  in 
use  here  a  century  before.  Mr.Fosbnike, 
from  whose  "  EncyclopEedia  of  Antiqui- 
ties" these  particulars  are  derired,  atya, 
"  that  strange  defonnity,  thejudge's  ni|;, 
fir^t  appears  as  igraeral  genteel  &shion 
in  tho  seventeenth  century."  .  Towards 
the  close  of  that  century,  men  of  &*bion 
combed  their  wiga  at  pu'ilic  places,  as  an 
act  of  galliiotry,  with  very  large  iioty  or 
tortoiseshell  combs,  which  they  carried  in 
their  pockets  as  constantly  as  their  snuff-. 
boxes.  At  court,  in  Uie  mall  of  St. 
James's-park,  and  in  tbe  boxes  of  the 
theatre,  gentleDtenconTened  and  combed 
their  perukes. 

Horace  Walpole  relates  that  when  the 
countess  of  Suffolk  niamed  Mr.  Howard, 
they  were  both  so  poor,  that  they  look  a 
resolution  of  going  to  Hanover  before  tlie 
death  of  queen  Anne,  in  oidw  to  pay 
their  court  to  the  future  royal  family. 
Having  some  friends  to  dinner,  and  being 
disappointed  of  a  full  retniltance,  she  was 
forced  to  sell  herhsir  to  furnish  the  enter- 
tainment. Longwigswerethen  in  bshion, 
and  the  countess's  haii  being  fioe,  long, 
and  fair,  produced  her  twenty  pounds.

Mr.  Smith's  inquiries  concerning  bar- 
bers have  been  extensive  and  curious.  He 
lays,  •'  On  one  occasion,  that  I  might  in- 
dulge the  humour  of  being  shaved  by  a 
woman,  I  repaired  to  the  Seven  Dials, 
where,  in  Great  Si.  Andrew's-street,  a 
slender  female  performed  the  operation, 
whilst  her  husband,  a  strapping  soldier

"GENTLEMAN  SMITH," 

To  the  Editor  of  tht  Evtry-Day  Book. 

Pear  Sir, 
Probably  a  biographical  sketch  of  this 

may  prove  acteptahle  to  your  interesting 
weekly  sheet.    Uf  the  latter  days  of  Mr. 


Smith,  I  write  from  my  own  recotlcctioa 
of  bim.  It  is  a  pleasant  occupation  to 
record  tha  acts  oF  the^e  worthies  of  the 
legitimate  drama — to  notice  the  talents 
and  acquirements  of  an  actor  so  uni- 
versally respected  for  the  kindness  oPbis 
disposition — the  firmness  of  a  mind  gra- 
dually developing  principles  and  conduct 
worthy  the  syiiipalhy  and  respect  of  all — 
and  whose  ease  and  gracefulness  of  man- 
ner obtained  for  him  the  honourable  dis- 
tinction of  "Gentleman  Smith." 

The  subject  of  our  memoir  was  born  in 
London,  in  1730.  He  was  designed  for 
the  church,  and  in  1T37  his  father  sent 
him  to  Eton,  from  whence  be  was  re- 
moved to  ^t.  John's-college,  Cambridge, 
in  1718.  The  vivacity  and  spirit  which 
had  distinguished  young  Smith  while  at 
Eton,  here  led  him  into  some  rash  and 
impetuous  irregularities.  He  was  young 
— very  young:  unknown  to  the  world, 
and  too  worldly  in  his  pleasures.  The 
force  of  evil  example,  so  glaringly  dis- 
played within  lur  colleges  and  grammar- 
schools,  was  powerful — and  Smith  yielded 
to  its  power.  One  hasiy  act  of  impru- 
dence and  passion,  frustrated  his  father's 
hopes,  and  determined  the  future  pursuits 
of  this  tyro.  Having  one  evening  drunk 
too  freely  with  some  associates  of  kindred 
minds,  and  being  pursued  by  the  proctor, 
he  had  the  imprudence  to  snap  an  un- 
loaded pistol  at  him.  For  this  offence  he 
was  doomed  lo  a  punishment  to  which  he 
would  not  submit;  and  in  order  to  avoid 
expulsion  immediBiely  quitted  college. 
He  now  had  theopportunity  of  gratifying 
his  inclination  for  tne  stage,  and  vrittionl 
any  deep  reflection  upon  the  step  he  was 
about  to  take,  immediately  mwn  his  arrival 
in  London,  applied  to  Mi.  Rich,  then 
manager  of  Covent-garden  theatre,  and 
succeeded  in  obtaining  an  ergagement. 
He  made  his  fiist  appearance  in  January, 
1753,  in  the  chaiacter  of  Theodotin* ; 
on  which  occasion  many  of  bis  college 
friends  came  up  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
him  their  support.  His  second  attempt 
was  Falydore,  in  the  "Orphan;"  after 
which  he  appeared  successively  in  South- 
ampton, in  the  "  Earl  of  Essex,"  and 
Dolabella,  in  "All  for  Love."  Mr.  Smith 
was  obliged  for  some  lime  to  play  snb-

He  was  afterwards 
restored  lo  bis  bishopric,  and  dischari^ed 
its  functions  with  zeal  and  success.  But 
during  the  disorders  which  prevailed  in 
the  goTernment  of  France,  he  was  mur. 
dered  on  the  17th  of  September,  703,  and 
in  1240,  his  festiTal  was  ordained  to  be

The  anniTeisary  of  this  taint  and 
martyr  is  celebrated  at  MaraeiUet  with 
great  pomp.  The  bouses  are  decorated 
with  streamen  to  the  rei;  topi ;  iDd  tha 
public  way  is  crossed  by  corda,  on  which 
are  suspended,  numberless  flags  of  Tatioua 
colours.  The  ships  are  always  oma- 
menled  with  flags  and  streamers.  Tha 
procession  passes  under  teveral  arches, 
bang  with  boughs,  before  it  stops  at  the 
altars  or  resling-placca,  which  are  covered 
with  flowers  :  every  ihinj;  concura  to  giic 
to  this  solemnity  an  air  of  cheerfulness. 
Tbe  eye  dwells  with  pleasure  on  the  gar- 
lands of  beautiful  flowers,  the  green 
boughs,  and  the  emblem  of  the  dirinity 
contained  in  tbe  flags  of  the  procession. 
Tie  attBndant>  ate  extremely  numerous ; 
*Terj  gardener  carries  his  wax  laper,  or- 
namented with  the  most  rare  and  beauli- 
fiil  flowers ;  he  has  also  the  vegetables 
and  fniits  with  which  heaven  bad  blessed 
his  labour,  and  sometimes  he  bears  some 
■wsis  of  birds. 

Tbe  ktUckiTt  also  make  a  part  of  this 
procession,  clothed  in  loug  tunics,  and 
with  a  hat  a  :a  Henri  IV.  armed  with  a 
hatchet  or  cleaver;  thej  lead  a  &t  ax 
dressed  with  garlands  and  ribands,  and 
with  gilt  boms,  like  the  ox  at  the  car 
nival :  his  back  is  covered  with  a  carpet, 
on  which  siU  a  pretty  child,  dressed  as 
St.  John  tbe  Baptist.  During  the  whole 
week  which  precedes  tbe  festival,  the 
butchers  lead  about  this  animal :  ib^r^rst 
take  him  to  the  pol'ce,  where  they  pa^  a 
duty,  and  then  their  collection  begins, 
which  is  very  productive:  every  one 
wishes  to  have  tne  animal  in  his  house; 
and  it  is  a  prevailing  luperstition  amonff 
the  people,  that  the;  shall  have  good 
luck  throughout  tbe  year  if  this  beast 
leave  any  trace  of  his  visit,  however  dirty 
it  may  be.  Tbe  oi  is  killed  on  the  day 
after  the  festival.  The  child  generally 
lives  bat  a  short  lime:  exhaust^  by  the 
latigue  which  he  has  suffered,  and  by  the 
caresses  which  he  has  received,  and  sick- 
ened by  the  sweetmeats  with  which  he 
has  been  crammed,  he  languishes,  and 
often  falls  a  victim.

our  sins.  The  streets  are  strewed  with 
flowers ;  numerous  choristers  cany  bas- 
kets full  of  roses  and  yellow  broom,  which 
they  throw,  on  a  given  aifcnal,  before  the 
host  or  holy  saciament :  they  strew  some 
of  these  on  the  ladies  who  sit  in  rows  to 
see  the  procession ;  these  also  have  baskets 
of  flowers  on  their  knees,  which  they 
oBe.T  to  the  host ;  they  amuse  themselves 
with  covering  the  young  virgins  and  little 
saints  with  the  flowers.  The  sweet  scents 
of  the  roses,'  the  cassia,  the  jessamine,  the 
orange,  and  the  tuberose,  mingled  with 
the  odour  of  the  incense,  almost  over- 
power the  senses  The  procession  pro- 
ceeds to  the  port,  and  it  is  there  that  the 
ceremony  presents  a  sublime  character : 
the  people  fill  the  quays;  all  the  decks 
are  manned  with  seamen,  dressed  in  their 
best  blue  jackets,  their  heads  uncovered, 
and  their  red  caps  in  their  hands.  All 
bend  the  knee  to  theOodof  tbeUniTeise: 
the  seamen  stretch  out  theii  hands  to- 
wards the  prelate,  who,  placed  under  a 
canopy,  giies  the  benediction  :  the  most 
profound  silence  reigns  among  this  im- 
mense crowd.  The  benediction  received, 
every  one  rises  instantaneously  ;  the  bells 
begin  to  ting,  the  music  plays,  and  the

This  place,  near  Cambridge,  is  also 
called  Sturbridge,  Slurbitdi,  and  Stir- 
bitch.  A  Cambridge  newspaper  speaks 
of  Sthbllch  fair  being  proclaimed  on  the 
19th  of  September,  1823,  for  a  fortnight, 
and  of  Stirbitck  horse-fair  commencing 
oa  the  26th  of  the  month.  The  cornip- 
tion  of  this  proper  name,  stamps  the  per- 
sons who  use  it  in  its  vulgar  acceptation 
as  being  ignorant  as  the  ignorant;  the 
better  instructed  should  cease  from 
shamefully  acquiescing  in  the  long  con- 
tinued disturbance  of  this  appellation. 

Stephen  Batman,  in  Lis  « Doome 
warning,"  published  in  1583,  relates  that 
"  Fishers  toke  a  disfigured  diiell,  in  a 
certain  ifoure,  (which  is  amighty  gather- 
ing togither  of  waters,  from  some  narrow 
lake  of  the  sea,)  a  horrible  monster  with 
a  goats  heade,  and  eyes  shyning  lyke  lyre, 
whereuppon  they  were  all  afiayde  and 
ranne  awaye;  and  that  ghoste  plunged 
himselfe  under  the  ise,  and  running  uppe 
and  downe  in  the  ttowrt  made  a  terrible 
tiayse  and  sound."  We  get  in  Stirbitcit 
a  most  "  disfigured  divell  "  from  Stour- 
bridge. The  good  people  derive  their 
"good  name"  from  theii  river. 

Stourbridge  hir  originated  in  a  g^ant 
from  king  Jc^n  to  the  hospital  of  lepers 
at  that  place.  By  a  charter  in  the  30th 
year  of  Henry  Vlll.,  the  fair  was  granted 
to  the  magistrates  and  corporation  of 
Cambridge.     Tbe  vicechancellor  of  the 


By  an  order  of  privy  council  of  the  3rd 
of  October,  1547,  the  mayor  and  noder- 
sheriflT  of  the  county  were  required,  "o* 
only  to  acknowledge  before  the  vicechan- 
cellor,  heads  of  colleges  and  proctors, 
that  they  had  interfered  with  the  privj 
leges  of  the  university  in  Stourbridge  fkir 
butalso, "  that  the  mayor,  in  the  commoD 
hall,  shall  openly,amonf  his  brethren,  ac- 
knowledge his  wilfiill  proceeding."  The 
breach  consisted  in  John  Fletcher,  Ibe 
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major,  having  refuted  to  receive  into 
(he  tolbooth  certain  peiEODS  Df"iiaugbty 
and  corrupt  behaTiour,"  who  were  "  pri- 
soners, taken  by  the  frociora  of  tbe  uni- 
renitj,  in  the  Wt  Scurbridge  &iT;" 
wheiefbre  he  was  called  before  the  lords 
and  olheis  of  the  council,  and  his  fiiult 
ihereio  "  so  piainty  and  justly  opened" 
that  he  could  oot  deny  i(,  but  did  "  sin-

In  16t3,Stourbridge  fair  acquired  juch 
celebrity,  diat  hackney-coaches  attended 
il  from  London.  Subsequently  not  less 
than  sixty  coaches  plied  at  this  fair,  which 
was  the  largest  in  England.  Vast  quan-

Jacob  Duller,  Esq.  who  ditd  on  the 
38th  of  May,  1765,  stoutly  maiaiained 
the  charter  of  Stourbridge  faii;  he  was 
of  Benc't-coUege,  Cambridge,  and  a  bar- 
rister-al-law.  In  stature  he  was  six  feet 
four  inches  high,  of  determined  cha- 
racter, and  deemed  "  a  great  eccentric" 
because,  among  other  reasons,  he  usually 
invited  the  giants  and  dwarft,  who  came 
for  exhibition,  to  dine  with  him.  He  was 
to  rigid  in  teeing  the  charter  literally 
complied  with,  that  if  the  ground  was 
not  cleared  by  one  o'clock  on  the  day  ap- 
pointed, and  he  found  any  of  the  booths 
standing,  he  had  them  pulled  down,  and 
the  materials  taken  away.  On  one  oc- 
casion when  the  wares  were  not  removed 
by  the  lime  mentioned  in  the  charier,  be 
drove  his  carriage  among  the  crockery 
and  destroyed  a  great  quantity. 

The  rev.  John  Butler,  LL  D.  rector 
of  Wallington,  in  Hertfordshire,  father  of 
Mr.  Buller,  who  was  his  eldest  son,  en- 
deavouied  in  the  year  1705,  to  get  Stour. 
Dridge  fair  rated  to  the  poor.  This  oc- 
casioned a  partial  and  oppressive  assess- 
ment on  himself  that  invoNed  him  in 
great  difSfmltics.  Di.  Butler  died  in 
1714,  and  Jacob  Butler  succeeded  to  his 
difficulties   and  estates  in  the  parish  of

Barnwell.  As  a  tmstee  under  an  act  for 
the  turnpike  road  from  Cambridge  to 
London,  Mr.  Butler  was  impeached  of 
abuses  in  common  with  his  co-trustees. 
Being  obnoxious,  be  was  singled  out  to 
make  good  the  abuse,  and  lummoned  to 
the  county  tensions,  where  he  appeared 
in  bis  bairiiter's  g0WD,wai  convicted  and 
liued  ten  pounds,  which  he  refiised  to 
pay,  and  was  committed.  He  excepted  to 
the  jurisdiction,    wherein   he   was  sup- 

?][ted  by  the  opinion  of  sir  Joseph 
oriie,  then  attorney-general,  and  to  save 
an  estreat  applied  lo  the  under-sheriff, 
who  refused  his  application,  and  afler- 
warda  went  to  the  cieA  of  the  peace  at 
Newmaiket,  from  whom  he  met  tbe  like 
treatment;  this  forced  .him  to  the  quarter- 
sessions,  where  he  obtained  his  discharge, 
alter  telling  the  chairman  he  felt  it  hard 
to  be  compelled  to  the  trouhle  and  ex- 
pense of  teaching  him  and  his  brethren 
law.  He  appears  to  have  been  a  lawyer 
of  that  school,  which  admitted  no  law  but 
the  old  common  law  of  tbe  land,  and 
statute  law.  In  1754,  "to  stem  the  ve- 
nality and  cnrruption  of  the  timet,  he 
offered  himself  a  candidate  to  represent 
the  county  in  parliament,  unsupported  by 
the  influence  of  the  great,  the  targets  of 
the  wealthy,  or  any  interest,  but  that 
which  hii  single  character  could  establish 
in  the  esteem  of  all  honest  men  and 
lovers  of  their  country.  Bnt  when  be 
found  tbe  struggles  for  freedom  faint  and 
ineffectual,  and  his  spirits  loo  weak  to 
resist  the  efforts  of  his  enemies,  he  con- 
tented himself  with  the  testimony  of  those 
few  friends  who  dare  to  be  free,  and  of 
his  own  unbiassed  conscience,  which,

(he  name  of  tilt  old  Brittm."  He  bore 
this  appellation  to  theday  of  his. death. 
Tie  loss  of  a  favourite  dog  is  supposed  to 
have  accelerated  his  end ;  upon  it*  being 
announced  to  him,  he  said,  "  1  shall  not 
live  long  now  my  dog  is  dead."  He 
shortly  afterwards  became  ill,  and,  lin- 
gering about  two  rnonlhs,  died.

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Origin  of  Stoarbruige  Fair. 

Mr.  George  Dyer,  in  a  sunplement  to 
*iis  recently  published  "  Privileges  of  the 
University  of  Cim bridge."  being  a  sequel 
to  his  "  History  of  the  Uoiversity,"  cites 
thus  from  Fuller : — 

"  Stourbridge  fair  is  so  called  frnm 
Stonr,  a  little  rivulet  (on  both  sides  where- 
of it  is  kept,)  on  the  east  of  Cambridge, 
whereof  this  original  is  reported.  A  clo- 
thier of  Kendal,  a  town  characterized  to 
be  LmiJkU  gloria  et  iiuhutria  prceceU 
Inu,  casually  wetting  his  doath  in  water  in 
hii  passage  to  London,  exposed  it  there  to 
■ale,  on  cheap  lermes,  as  the  ■wo'se  for 
welting,  and  yet  R  iteems  saved  oy  the 
bargain.  Next  year  he  returned  again 
with  sotne  other  of  his  townsmen,  prof> 
fering  drier  and  dearer  cloath  to  be  sold. 
So  that  within  a  few  years  hither  cnme  a 
confluence  of  buyers,  sellers,  and  lookers- 
on,  which  are  the  three  principles  of  a 
&ir.  Jn  nemoria  thereof,  Kendal  men 
challenge  some  privilege  in  that  pince, 
annually  choosing  one  of  the  town  to  be 
chief,  before  whom  an  antic  sword  wai 
inrried  with  some  mirthful  solemnities, 
disused  of  late,  since  these  sad  times, 
which  put  men's  tnindsioto  more  serious 
employ meuu."

The  "Hisloty  of  Stourbridge  Fair," 
&c.  a  pam[>hlet  published  at  Cambridge 
it)  1806,  supplies  the  particulars  before 
the  reader,  respecting  Jacob  Butler  and 
the  fcir,  except  in  a  few  instances  derived 
from  authoniies  acknowledged  in  the 
notes.    From  thence  also  is  as  follows : — 

Stourbridge  fair  was  annually  set  out 
on  St.  Bartholomew's  day,  by  the  alder- 
men and  the  rest  of  the  corporation  of 
Cambridge,  who  all  rode  there  in  grand 
proceauon,  with  music  playing  before 
ihein;  and,  when  the  ceremony  was  finish- 
ed, used  to  ride  races  about  the  place ; 
then  reluming  to  Cambridge,  cakes  and 
ale  were  given  to  the  boys  who  attended 
them,  at  the  Town-hall ;  but,  we  believe, 
this  old  custom  is  now  kid  aside.  On  the 
7lh  of  September  they  rode  in  the  same 
manner  to  proclaim  it;  which  being 
done,  the  fair  then  began,  and  continued 
three  weeks,  though  the  greatest  part  was 
over  in  a  fortnight. 

This   fair,   which   was   allowed,  some 

[ears  ago,  to  be  the  lareest  in  Europe,  is

The 
chief  diversions  at  the  fair  were  drolla 
rope-dancing,  sometimes  a  musio-bootfa, 
and  plays  performed ;  and  thongfa  thei« 
is  an  act  of  parliament  which  prohibit* 
the  acting  of  plays  within  ten  mile*  of 
Cambridge,  the  Norwich  companj  have 
permission  to  perform  tlieie  every  night 
during  the  fair.

Poorly  as  the  world  may  thitik  of  the 
intellectual  abilities  of  asses,  there  have 
been  some  very  clerer  fellows  among 
ihem.  There  have  been  periods  when, 
far  from  his  name  being  synonymous  with 
stupidity,  and  hit  person  made  the  sub- 
■ect  of  the  derision,  the  contempt,  and, 
V  hat  is  worse,  the  dcourge  of  the  vulgar — 
(for  that  is  "  the  urkindesl  cut  of  all  ")— 
he  was  "  respected  and  beloved  by  all  who 
had  the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance!" 
Leo  Afrlcanus  asserts,  that  asses  may  be 
taught  to  dance  to  music,  and  it  is  siir. 
prising  to  see  the  accurate  manner  in 
which  they  will  keep  time.  In  this,  at 
least,  they  must  be  far  superior  to  us,  poor 
human  beings,  if  they  can  keep  lime,  for 
"time  stays  for  no  man,"  as  the  proierb 
says.  Though  their  vocal  poweis  do  not 
equal  those  of  a  Bra-ham,  yet  we  have 
had  an  undoubted  proof  of  the  sensitive- 
ness of  their  ear  to  the  sweets  of  har- 
mony J  Gay  also  tells  us — 

"  Tht  au  l^vnt  metaphon  and  tropes, 
But  meat  on  music  Gied  hii  hopes.''— 
And  merry  Peter  Pindar  thus   apostro- 
phises his  asinine  namesake  : — 

"Whst  tho"  I'tt  heard  some  voices  sweeter; 
Yet  nqnlnte  thy  hearing,  geotlc  Peter ! 
Whether  aiodge  of  mnsii:,  I doti't know.. 


What  an  unfounded  calumny  then 
most  it  have  been  on  the  part  of  the  Bo- 
mans,  to  declare  these  "  Jbtousslni  d^  A  r- 
cadie"  (as  La  Fontaine  calls  them)  so  defi- 
cient in  their  aural  faculties,  that  "  to 
talk  to  a  deaf  ass"  was  proverbial  for  "to 
labour  in  vain  I" — Perhaps  it  was  under 
the  same  delusion  that,  as  Goldsmith 
iays,—

Gesner  rays  he  saw  one  leap  Ihrobgh  i 
hoop,  and,  at  the  word  of  command,  lie 
down  just  as  if  he  were  dead. 

Mahomet  bad  an  excellent  creature, 
half  ass  and  half  mule;  fbrif  wemay  take 
his  word  for  it,  the  beast  carried  him  Irom 
Mecca  to  Jerusalem  in  the  twinkling  of 
an  eye  in  one  step  I — "  It  is  only  thejfrat 
tttp  which  is  difficult,"  isys  the  French 
proverb,  and  here  it  is  undoubtedly  right. 

Sterne  gives  us  a  most  affecting  account 
of  one  which  had  the  misfortune  to  die.

posterity." 

Having  closed  the  ceremony  with  a 
short  prayer  for  the  sovereign,  ibe  tenaie 
of  the  city,  the  fraCemily  of  masons,  and 
all  the  people,  and  the  anthem  naving  been 
a^n  played,  the  grand  rooster  addressed 
himself  to  the  lord  provost  and  magis- 
trates, fcc.  in  a  polite  and  learned  manner, 
applauding  their  noble  design,  and  pray- 
ing that  heaven  would  crown  their  endea- 
vours, &c.  wilh  the  desired  success.

A  late  distinguished  senator  laid  in 
parliament,  "  taaa  U  born  to  labour  a* 
the  spaiks  fly  upwards."  This  observa- 
tion is  founded  on  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  destiny  from  which  none  can  escape. 
The  idle  are  always  unhappy,  nor  can 
even  mental  vigour  be  preserved  without 
bodily  exercise.  Neither  he  who  has  at- 
tained to  ioordinate  wealth,  nor  he  who 
has  reached  the  greatest  heights  of  huroBn 
intellect  is  exempt  from  the  decree,  that 
every  man  must  "  leort  for  his  living." 
If  the  "  gentleman"  does  not  work  to 
maintain  his  bmily,  he  must  work  to 
mainttun  his  life ;  henoe  he  walks,  rides, 
hunts,  shoots,  and  travels,  and  occupies 
his  limbi  u  well  as  his  mind ;  hence  no- 
blemen amuse  themselves  nt  Ibe  turning 
lathe,  and  the  workman's  bench,  or  be- 
come mail  coachmen,  or  "cutler-lads:" 
and  hence  sovereigns  sometimes  "play 
at  being  workmen,"  or,  what  is  worse, 
at  the  "  game"  of  war. 

Without  exercise  the  body  becomes 
enfeebled,  and  the  mind  loses  its  ten- 
sion. Corporeal  inactivity  cannot  be 
persisted  in  even  with  Iht  aid  of  medi- 
cine, without  lymptonif  of  an  astheaio 


state.  From  this  deliquium  (be  patient 
must  be  relieved  in  spite  of  his  penerse- 
ness,  or  he  becomes  a  maniac  or  a  corpse. 
Partial  remediea  render  him  "  a  nervous 
man  ;"  his  only  effectual  relief  is  bodilj 

Exercise  in  the  open  air  is  indispensa- 
ble,  and  many  who  walk  in  the  wide  and 
rapidly  extending  wilderness  of  the  me- 
tropolis have  sufficient;  hut,  to  some,  tlie 
exercise  of  walking  is  Dot  enough  fbr 
carrying  on  the  business  of  life  ;  while 
others,  whose  avocations  are  sedentary, 
scarcely  come  under  the  denomination 'of 
sesquipedalians.  These  resort  to  stretch- 
ing out  the  arms,  kicking,  hopping,  what 
tAag  call  "jumping,"  running  np  and 
down  a  pair  of  stairs,  sparring,  or  play- 
ing with  the  dumb  bells:  these substitniet 
may  assist,  but,  alone,  they  are  inadequate 
to  the  prescrvKiion  of  health. 

Some  years  ago  a  work  on  gymnajitics, 
by  Salimann,  was  translaled  from  the 
German  into  English.  Its  precepts  weT« 
unaided  by  example ;  it  produced  a  sen- 
sation, people  talked  about  it  at  ihe  lime, 
and  agreed  that  ihe  bodily  exercises  it 
prescribed  were  good,  but  nobody  took 
them,  and  gymnastics,  though  frequently 
thought  upon,  have  not  until  lately  been 
practised.  In  the  first  sheet  of  the  Evtrg- 
Day  Book  public  attention  was  called  to 
this  subject,  and  since  them  Mr.  Voelker, 
a  native  of  Germany,  has  opened  a  gym- 
nasium at  No.  1,  Union-place,  in  the 
New-road,  near  the  RegentVparir ;  and 
another  at  Mr.  Fontaine's  ridiog--school, 
Worship-streel,  Finsbury-square,  The 
editor  of  ihis  work  has  visited  Mr.  Voel- 
ker's  gymnasium  in  the  New-road  ;  and 
with  a  view  to  public  benefit,  and  be* 
cause  they  will  operate  a  new  feature  in 
manners,  he  promulgates  the  inform^oa 
that  sudi  institutions  are  established.

Bishop  Patrick  who  wrote  mbsequenl' 
.y,  in  1674,  SBvs  *■  1  liope  that  the  pre- 
cious piece  of  St.  Michael's  red  ctolh  is 
fbi'throinin); — his  dagger  and  his  ahivid 
were  to  be  seen  at  ^e  beginniDg  of  this 
age,  though  one  of  ilieii  hiatoriaoa  says, 
that  Rre  years  before  he  came  thither,  in 
t^"  the  bishop  of  Avranchei  had  for- 
bidden his  shield  to  be  aiiy  more  showed: 
but  who  knows  but  some  of  ihe  (ucceed- 
ing  bishops  may  have  been  better  natur- 
ed,  and  not  hare  denied  this  gratifitatinn 
to  the  desires  of  their  gaping  devotees." 

Bishop  Patricli  cites  a  Roman  catholic 
litany,  wherein  after  addresses  to  God, 
the  Trinity,  a.n^  the  virjjin  Mary,  there  are 
invocations  to  St.  Michael,  St.  Gabriel, 
and  St.  Kaphael,  together  with  all  the  or. 
Aen  of  angels,  to  "  pray  for  as."  He 
also  instances  that  iti  the  old  Roman 
missal,  and  in  the  Sanim  missal, there  isa 
proper  mass  to  Raphael  the  archangel,  as 
the  protector  of  pilgrims  and  travellers, 
and  a  skilful  worker  with  medicine. 
Likewise  an  oftice  for  the  continual  inter- 
cession of  St.  Gabriel,  and  all  the  heaven- 
ly militia.  In  these  catholic  services  St. 
Michael  is  invoked  as  a  "  most  glorious 
and  warlike  prince,"  "  chief  officer  of 
paradise,"  "  captain  of  God's  hosts," 
"  the  receiver  of  souls,"  "  the  vanquisher 
of  evil  spirits,"  and  "  the  admirable  gene- 
ral-" After  mentioning  several  miracles 
attributed  by  the  Romanists  to  St.  A]i- 
cluel,  ihe  bishop  says,  "  You  see  from 
this  fegend,  that  when  people  are  mad 
with  superstition,  any  story  of  a  cock  and 
a  bull  will  serve  their  turn  to  found  a 
(estital  upon,  and  lo  give  occasion  for  the 
fililh?r  veneration  of  a  saint  or  an  angel, 

improbable."  He  relates  as  an  instance, 
that  in  a  Homish  church-book,  Michael 
ii  said  to  huve  appeared  to  a  bishop, 
whom  he  reijuired  lo  go  to  a  hill-top, 
wheie  if  he  found  a  bull  tied,  he  was  to 
found  a  church,  and  dedicate  it  to  God 
and  St.  Michael.  The  bishop  found  the 
bull,  and  proceeded  to  found  the  church, 
but  a  ruck  on  each  side  hindered  the 
work,  wherefore  St.  Michael  appeared  to 
a  mail,  and  bade  bim  go  and  put  away 
Ihe  rock,  and  dread  nothing  ;  so  the  man 
went,  and  "  wite  lo  hi>  ahouldirs,"  and 
l«de  the  rock  go  away  in  the  name  o. 
God  ud  St.  Michael  i  and  so  the  ruck> 


departed  to  the  distance  necessary  tn  th« 
work.  "This  removing  (he  rock,"  savs 
bisliop  Faliick,  "  is  a  pretty  stretcher  l'' 

It  is  noticed  by  Mr.  Brand  in  his 
"  Popular  Antiquities,"  which  cites  moat 
of  Ihe  circumstances  presently  referred  to, 
that — "It  has  long  been  and  still  continues 
the  custom  at  this  time  of  the  year,  ot 
thereabouts,  to  elect  the  governors  of 
towns  and  cities,  the  civil  guardians  of 
the  peace  of  men,  perhaps,  as  Bourne 
supposes,  because  the  feast  of  angels 
naturally  enough  brings  lo  our  minds  itie 
old  opinion  of  tutelar  spirits,  who  have, 
or  are  thought  to  have,  the  particular 
chaise  of  certain  bodies  of  men,  or  dis- 
tricts of  country,  as  also  Ihat  every  man 
has  his  guardian  angel,  who  attends  him 
from  the  cradle  lo  the  grave,  from  the 
moment  of  his  coming  in,  to  his  going 
out  of  life." 

Mr.  Nichols  notices  in  Ihe  "Gentle-

An  erudite  and  sin- 
cere writer  remarks,  that  "  The  worship, 
which  so  many  christian*  pay  to  angels 
and  saints,  and  im^ea  and  relics,  is  reijly 
a  false  worship,  hardly  distinguishable 
from  idolatry.  When  it  is  said,  in  ex- 
cuse, that  'they  worship  Aeae  only  as 
mediators,'  that  alters  th<  caa«  vary  little ;

much  a  departore  from  Jesu  Christ,  our

They  in- 
stinctively land  in  the  night,  or  in  dark 
tnisty  weather,  for  they  are  never  »eesto 
arrive,  but  are  frequently  discovered  the 
next  morning  in  any  ditch  which  affords 
them  shelter,  after  the  extraordmary  (a- 
ticpje  occasioned  by  the  adverse  gales 
which  they  often  have  to  encounter  in 
their  aerial  voyage.  They  do  not  remain 
near  the  shores  longer  than  a  day,  when 
they  are  lufficiently  recruited  to  proceed 
inland,  and  they  visit  the  veiy  same 
haunts  which  they  left  the  preced  ing  sea- 
son. In  temperate  weather  they  retire  to 
mossy  moon,  and  high  bleak  mountainous 
parts ;  but  ai  soon  as  tlie  frost  sets  in, 
end  the  ibows  begin  to  fidl,  they  seek 
lower  and  warmer  situations,  with  ho^^ 


where  they  shelter  in  close  bushes  of 
holly  and  fane,  and  the  brakes  of  woodv 
glens,  or  in  dells  which  are  covered  with 
nnderwood  ;  here  they  remain  con- 
cealed  duiing  the  day,  and  remove  to  dif. 
ferent  haunts  and  feed  only  in  the  nighL 
From  the  beeinning  of  March  to  the  end 
of  that  month,  or  sometimes  to  the  mid- 
dle of  April,  they  all  keep  drawing 
towards  the  coasts,  and  avail  ihenuelvei 
of  the  first  fair  wind  to  return  to  their 
native  woods.  —  The  snipe,  ttolopa* 
gaUinago,  also  comes  now,  and  inhab..s 
similar  situations.  It  is  migratory,  and 
met  with  in  all  countries  :  like  the  wood- 
cock, it  shuns  the  eitremea  of  beat  and 
cold,  by  keeping  upon  the  bleak  moors 
in  summer,  and  seeking  the  iheller  of  the 
valleys  in  winter.  In  unfrozen  bi^gy 
places,  runners  from  springs,  or  any  open 
Btreaiblets  of  water,  tney  are  often  found 
io  considerable  numbers.*

than  to  move  the  heart."  Twenty  of  his 
homilies  were  published  at  Rome  in 
1630,  whereof  "  ihe  first,  fifth,  and  sitlh 
are  upon  the  blessed  Virgin  Mary,  whose 
title  of  Mother  of  Gorf,"  says  Butler, 
"he  justly  extols."

Iihers  and  antiquaries,  appropriately  se- 
eded for  his  text,  "  Go  to  now,  ye  that 
say,  to-day  or  to-morrow  we  will  go  into 
such  a  city,  and  continue  there  a  year, 
and  buy  and  sell  and  get  gain."

Settle, 
Ihe  last  city  poet,  wrote  the  last  pamph- 
let intended  to  describe  a  lord  mayor's 
show;  it  was  for  sirCharlesDuncombe's, 
in  1708,  but  the  prince  of  Denmark's 
death  the  day  before,  prevented  the  eiWi- 
bition.  The  last  lord  mayor  who  roda 
on  horseback  at  his  mayoralty  was  sir 
Gilbert  Hcatticote  in  the  reign  of  queen 

It  will  be  remarked  alter  this  perusal, 
that  the  modern  exhibitions  have  no  pre- 
tension to  vie  with  the  grandeur  of  the 
old  "  London  triumphs."  Id  1760,  the 
court  of  common  council  recommended 
pageants  to  be  exhibited  for  the  entertain- 
ment of  iheir  majesties  on  lord  mayor's 
day.  Such  revivals  are  inexpedient,  yet 
probably  some  means  might  be  devised 
lor  improving  the  appearance  of  the  pre- 
sent procession,  without  further  eipendi' 
ture  from  the  city  funds,  or  interfering 
with  the  public  appropriation  of  the 
allowance  for  lbs  support  of  the  civic 
dignity.  All  that  remain*  of  the  lord 
mayor's  show,  to  remiud  tbe  curiously 
informed  of  its  ancient  character,  is  in 
the  6rst  part  of  the  procession,  wherein 
.  the  poor  men  of  the  company  to  which 
the  lord  mayor  belongs,  or  persoru  hired 
to  represent  them,  are  habited  in  long 
gowns  and  close  caps  of  the  company's 
colour,  and  bear  painted  shields  on  their 
arms,  but  without  javelins.

The  antiquarian 
reminiscences  occasioned  by  Ihe  throw- 
ing o  substances  that  ston»-eaters  alone 
would  covet,  from  the  tops  of  the  houses, 
can  arise  no  more ;  and  even  the  giants 
in  Guildhall  are  elevated  upon  octagon 
stone  columns,  to  watch  and  ward  the 
great  west  window,  in  no  other  than  a 
gigantic  capacity :  their  proper  situation 
they  were  displaced  from  some  few  years 
ai^,  owing,  it  is  presumed,  to  lack  of  in 
formation  in  the  civic  authorities,  tha* 
figures  of  giants  anciemly  belonged  to 
Guildhall,  and  that  their  eorporalt  station 
was  at  Ihe  Guildhall  door.  In  their  pre- 
sent station,  they  are  as  much  out  of 
place  as  a  church  weathercock  would  be 
if  it  were  removed  from  tbe  steeple,  and 
put  on  the  sounding  board  of  the  pulpit.

This  occasioned  him  tc 
leave  the  army  and  enter  the  church,  and 
be  was  made  an  exorcist  by  St.  Hilary. 
Turning  hermit,  he  li>ed  on  root*  and 
wild  herbs,  and  unawares  ate  a  quantity 
of  hellebore  sufficient  to  kill  an  unprivi- 
leged pervon.  After  this,  one  of  his  dis- 
ciples tell  ill  of  afever,  and  died  suddenly 
without  baptism ;  "whereupon,"  saysAI- 
ban  Butler,"  feeling  in  himself  a  divine  im- 

Ealie  to  work  a  miracle,"  he  stretched 
irosetf  upon  the  body,  and  prayed  till 
the  deceased  came  to  life.  She  said  her 
soul  had  been  before  the  divine  tribunal, 
and  been  sentenced  to  a  dark  dungeon ; — 
but  that  on  two  angels  representing  St. 
Martin  wai  praying  for  her  coming  back, 
she  was  oroered  to  be  restored  to  the 
body  and  raised  to  life.  "  Another  time 
the  saint  restored  to  life,  in  the  same  man- 
ner, a  slave  who  had  banged  himself.'*  In 
371,  he  was  chosen  bishop  of  Tours,  and 
is  said  to  have  lived  in  a  nartow  hole  in  the 
side  of  a  rock.  Near  to  it  was  a  chapel 
with  an  altar,  over  a  tomb,  but  Si.  Martin 
would  not  visit  it,  because,  although  the 
person  buried  was  represented  to  have 
oeen  a  martyr,  he  was  not  assured  that 
the  relics  were  genuine.  He  went,  how- 
ever, one  day  with  some  of  his  clergy,  and 
[>rayed  for  information,  whereupon  on  his 
eH  hand,  "  he  saw  near  him  a  pale  gi>cM 
of  a  fierce  aspect,  whom  he  commanded 
to  speak ;  the  ghost  told  his  name,  and  il 
appeared  that  be  had  been  ■  robber  who 
was  executed  for  his  crimes,  whom  the 
people  honoured  as  a  martyr;  none  but 
St.  Martin  saw  him,  the  rest  only  heard 
his  voice ;  he  thereupon  caused  ine  altar 
to  be  removed.

After  the  animal  was  killed,  they  filled 
the  entrails  with  a  kind  of  pudding  meat, 
coQsisling  of  blood,  suet,  groatx,  &a. 
which  being  formed  into  little  sansage 
lioks,  were  boiled  and  sent  about  as  pre- 
lenti.  The£earecalled"black-puddin|rj" 
from  their  colour.  There  is  alto  noticed 
a  kind  of  entertainment  in  Germany, 
called  the  "fea*t  of  sausages  "  whiuh 
was  wont  to  be  relebrated  with  great^oy 
and  festivity.  The  day  is  a  great  fostiTal 
on  theconlineDt:  new  wines  then  begin 
to  be  tasted,  and  the  houn  are  spent  in 
carousing.  An  old  Buthor  says,  that 
the  great  doings  on  this  occasion  almost 
throughout  Europe  in  his  time,  are  de- 
rived  from  an  ancient  Athenian  festival, 
observed  in  honour  of  Bacchus,  upon  the 
eleventh,  twelfth,  and  thirteenth  days  of 
the  month  Antbesterion,  corresponding 
with  oar  November.  Another  says,  that 
the  eleventh  month  had  a  name  from  the 
ceremony  of  "tapping  their  barrels  on 
it;*'  when  it  was  customary  to  make 
merry.  It  is  likewise  imagined  by  Dr. 
Stiikeley,  in  his  "  Itinerary  "  concerning 
Marlintal'kUl,  thus;  "I  take  the  name 
of  this  hill  to  come  from  the  merriments 
among  the  northern  people,  called  J/ar- 
Cino^uT,  or  drinking  heallhs  to  the  memory 
of  St  Martin,  practised  by  our  Saxon 
and  Danish  ancestors.  I  doubt  not  but 
upon  St.  Martin'sday,  or  Martinmas,  all 
the  young  people  in  the  DeigbbourhDod 
assembled  here,  at  they  do  now  upon  the 
adjacent  St  Ann's-hill,  upon  St  Ann's 
day."

The  church  of  SL  John,  Clerkenwell, 
haying  been  closed  for  reparation  since 
the  first  Sunday  in  July,  was  opened  foi 
divine  service  on  the  13th  of  November, 
1825,  by  the  Rev.  W.  E.  L.  Faulkner, 
M  A,  rector  of  the  parish.  The  exterior 
of  the  present  edifice  is  altof;eiher  uti- 
seemly.  Il  is  frequently  called  St.  John's 
chapel,  and  has  more  the  air  ofa  meeting 
for  dissenting  worship,  than  a  structure 
oT  the  establishment ;  if  it  had  not  a  sort 
of  steeple  with  a  bell,  it  might  be  mis- 
taken for  a  theatre;  but  the  interior  is  in 
every  respect  befitting  us  ecclesiastical 
use.  It  has  spacious  galleries,  is  well 
pewed  below,  and  thoroughly  lighted, 
with  a  very  commodious  vestry.  In 
these  respects  it  is  creditable  to  the  in- 
habitants who  have  now  so  judiciously 
fitted  it  up,  that  it  will  not  refjaire  mort 
than  usual  cleaning  for  many  years. 
Still  it  is  to  be  regretted,  that  a  sf  mclure, 
essentially  gothic,  should  haie  been  ac- 
commodated to  modem  architecture  The 
deviation  seems  to  have  taken  place  on 
its  appropriation  to  the  use  of  tin  ^-arish 
of  St.  John,  about  a  century  preceding 
the  reparation  it  has  now  undergone. 

St.  John's  parish  is  distinct  from  the 
parish  of  St.  James,  although,  as  regards 
their  poor,  they  are  under  one  manage- 
ment ;  and  the  parish  of  St.  James  has, 
in  other  respects,  an  ascendancy,  which 
formerly  was  the  cause  of  open  dissec- 
tion. This  difference  originated  on  the 
setting  out  of  the  parish,  the  boundariei 
whereof  are  described  by  an  entry  iu 
Ilia  vestry-book,  which  states  in  what  way  ' 
the  church  became  parochial.  Before 
referring  to  it,  a  glance  may  be  taken  of 
the  annexed  engraving.  Tl  is  from  an 
original  drawing  of  a  ^oulA  view  of  the 
church  in  the  year  1S08,  and  preserved 
in  the  Cotton  collection.  It  is  especially 
curious,  because  it  shows  the  old  square 
tower,  on  the  lite  whereof  the  present 
church  stands,  with  the  great  bell  tower 
above,  which  is  rapturously  described  by 
Stowe,  as  will  be  mentioned  presently.

"  I  can  say  no  more  of  it,  but  only  to 
set  forth  the  antiquity  thereof,  fas  Ihe 
tradition  goes,)  William,  earl  of  Wanen, 
in  the  lime  of  kinf;  John,  standing  upon 
his  castle-wall  under  the  same,  saw  two 
bulls  fighting  for  one  cow.  A  butcher  of 
the  town,  the  owner  of  one  of  the  bulls, 
wilb  a  great  mastiff  dog,  accidentally 
coming  hy  set  his  dog  upon  his  own  bull, 
who  forced  the  same  oull  up  into  the 
town,  which  no  sooner  iiai  come  within 
the  same,  but  all  the  butcher's  dogs,  great 
and  smalt,  followed  in  pursuit  of  the  bull, 
which  by  this  time  made  stark  mad  with 
the  noise  of  Ihe  people,  and  the  flprceness 
of  the  dogs,  ran  over  man,  woman,  and 
child,  that  stood  in  his  way.  This  caused 
all  the  butchera  and  others  in  the  town  to 
rise  ap  aa  it  were  Id  %  tumult,  making 
such  a  hideous  noise  that  the  sound 
thereof  came  into  the  castle  into  the  ears 
of  earl  Warren,  who  presently  mounted 
on  horseback,  and  rid  into  the  town  to  sea 
the  business;  which  then  appearing  (to 
his  humour)  lery  delightful,  he  gave  all 
the  meadows  in  which  Ihe  bulls  were  at 
first  found  Bghting,  (which  we  now  call 
the  castle  meadow*,)  perpetually  as  a 
common  to  tlie  butdiers  of  the  town,  to 
keep  [heir  cattle  in  till  the  time  of  slaugh- 
ter, upon  this  condition,  that  upon  the 
day  oa  which  this  spoit  first  began,  the 
butchers  of  the  town  should  from  time  to

Mr.  Lowe  speaks  more  favourably  of 
the  **  bull-ruoning"  than  Butcher.  He 
calls  it  "  a  good  old  custom,"  and  says. 


"  there  is  nothing  similar  to  it  b  his  ma- 
jesty's dominions,  nor  I  believe  in  the 
dominions  of  any  other  potentate  on  llie 
globe :  no,  it  stands  without  a  rival." 
"  If,"  says  Lowe,  "  the  doctrine  of  trins- 
migralion  be  true,  noihiag  can  be  more 
certain  than  that  the  soul  of  earl  Warren 
animated  the  body  of  Mr.  Robert  Rid 
lington,  once  a  tanner,  alderman,  and 
mayor,  of  this  cornoraiion,  who  to  perpe- 
tuate this  gallant  divenion  as  much  as  in 
him  lay,  led  half-a-crown  to  be  paid  an- 
nually to  each  of  the  fi»e  parishes  (of 
Stamford,)  for  the  trouble  of  stopping  the 
gates  and  avenues  of  the  town,  which  is 
received  on  St.  Thomas's-day.  I  there- 
fore hold  it  incumbent  on  me  to  record 
this  spirited  bequest,  and  to  let  this  par 
mibiU  firalntm  go  hand  in  hand  to  poste- 
rity, for  which  legacy  every  bullard  in 
gratitude  ought  to  dnnk  on  that  day  to 
the  joint  memory  of  both.  Since  this 
account  may  chance  to  fiill  into  the  hands 
of  some  who  are  strangers  to  the  town,  I 
would  have  such  know  that  when  this 
gala-day  falls  either  on  a  market-day  or

So  much  for  the  accounts  of  Butcher 
and  Lowe.  I  shall  now  proceed  to  state 
the  manner  in  which  the  sport  is  con- 
ducted in  the  present  day. 

The  bull  being  duly  procured,  is  shot 
up  the  night  previous  to  the  appointed 
morn,  in  a  pla«>e  provided  for  the  purpose, 
and,  long  ere  dawn  of  day,  no  peaceable 
person  lying  on  his  bed,  can  enjoy  the 
pleasing  and  renovating  stupor  which,  if 
unmolested  by  the  cry  of"  bull  for  ever," 
the  leaden  key  of  Somnus  would  afibrd 
him.  At  eleven  o'clock,  Taurus  is  loosed 
from  his  prison-house  generally  into  a 
street   stopped   at  each   end,   which   he 

Sarades  in  majesty  sublime.  At  this 
angeroiis  juncture  every  post,  pump,  and 
the  like  is  in  requisition,  and  those  who 
are  fortunate  enough  to  get  sheltered  be- 
hind one  sit  inconscions  security, 

"  grianing  with  a  ghutly  smile" 

at  those  who  less  fortunate  than  then- 
selves  must,  for  protection,  have  reoouTM 
to  flight.  The  carts  and  waggons  wbidi 
form  the  stoppage  at  the  ends  of  Ihe 
•Ireet,  are  crowded  with  individuals,  ai

Ctace  tenable  is  occupied.  Some  years 
ack  it  wan  cuslomaiy  to  irrilaie  the  bull 
b]!  goading  biin  with  pointed  sticks,  but 
this  is  now  w holly  done  away  wiA,  it 
being  declared  unoecessarily  cruel,  and 
different  means  are>resorted  lo  to  enrage 
liim.  Frequently,  a  hogshend  nith  hi,lh 
ends  knoi:ked  out  is  brought,  wherein  a 
man  places  himself,  and  by  rolling  it  in 
the  bull,  proTokes  bim  to  toss  it.  He 
tosses,  but  tosses  in  vain;  its  inmate  b 
trained  loo  well  lo  Ibe  sport  to  be  easily 
dislodged ;  so  that  by  this  and  other 
means  equally  hartnleis  and  leaiing,  ht  is 
rendered  lufKcienily  infuriated  to  afford 
**  prime  iporl."  The  street  is  then  un- 
stopped, when,  all  agog,  men,  boys,  and 
bull,  tumble  one  over  the  other  to  get  free. 
Bridging  the  bull  is  next  thought  of; 
Ihi^i,  if  ne  be  much  enraged,  is  Ihe  most 
dangerous  part  of  the  ceremony ;  it  con- 
sisls  in  driving  hi-n  upon  the  bridge, 
which  is  a  great  height  from  the  naler, 
and  crowds  of  people  press  to  him  on 
three  sides. 
"  Shouts  rend  the  ilr  and  onward  goes  ilie 

Arms  locked  in  irms,  and  maa  drives  mia 
along," 

Regardlessofthe  danger  to  which  the  van 
is  eiposed,  they  press  closer  and  closer ; 
■t  length,  in  spite  of  his  amazing  powers 
he  yields  to  the  combined  strength  of  his 
nnmeraus  opponents,  and  is  tumbled  into 
the  water.  On  again  rising  to  the  lurfacp, 
his  &r5t  care  generally  is  to  land,  which, 
in  most  cases,  he  effects  in  the  meadows ; 
these  are  very  swampy,  full  of  rivers,  and 
spacious,  November  being  a  month  in- 
variably  attended  with  rain,  the  stay-laced 
sportful  dandy,  alas',  too  frequently  finds 
Ibat  the  slippery  ground  is  no  respecter 
of  persons,  and  in  spite  of  all  bis  efforts 
to  maintain  his  equilibrium,  in  submis- 
sive, prostrate  altitude,  he  embraces  his 
mniher  earth.

In  conclusion,  it  only  remains  for 
me  to  state,  that  I  have  been  more  than 
once  present  at  this  "  bulUrunning,"  and 
am  far  from  forming  the  idea  that  It  is 
so  cruel  as  some  represent  it  to  be;  h^ 
ligue  is  the  greatest  pain  the  bnll  is  sub- 
jected  10 ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
men  who  so  courageously  cope  with  him 
are  in  imminent  danger  of  loss  of  life,  or 
broken  limbs,  whilst  they  possess  not  the 
moat  distant  idea  of  doing  any  thing  more 
injurious  to  the  ajiimal  than  irritating;

kii^  Chule*  II.  on  the  outside,  facing 
towards  Westminster;  and  the  statue  of 
queen  Eliiabeth,  in  regard  to  the  day,

I  This  Eng1i<h  kins  and  saint  i>  in  :he 
cnurch  01  England  calendar  and  al- 
inanao.  St.  Edmund  was  king  of  East 
Anglia,  which  tonk  its  name  from  a  peo- 
pie  called  the  Angles,  who  landed  on  ihe 
eastern  coast  of  Britain,  under  twelve 
chieb,  the  survivor  of  wbom,  Ufia,  as- 
sumed the  title  of  king  of  the  East  An- 
gles. This  kingdom  contained  Norfolk 
and  Suffolk,  with  part  of  Cambridgeshire. 
The  chief  towns  were  Norwich,  Thetford, 
Ely,  and  Cambridge.  In  B67,  the  Danes 
'ended  in  East  Anglia,  and  after  ravaging 
diflerent  parts  of  the  island,  and  continu- 
ing some  time  in  Northumberland,  re- 
turned into  Eut  Aoglia,  committing,  in 
their  route,  the  most  horrid  barbanties.

Clement's  day,  by  the  btadcsmiths'  ap- 
prentices of  tlie  dockyard  there. 

(FoT  the  EvoTs-Daij  Buok.J 
One  of  the  senior  uiiprentices  being 
chosen  to  serve  a^  old  Clem,  (so  called  by 
(hem,)  is  atiired  in  a  great  coat,  having 
hb  head  covered  with  an  oakham  wig, 
bee  masked,  and  a  long  white  beard 
flowing  thefcfrom ;  thus  attired,  he  xata 
himself  in  a  large  wooden  chair,  chiefly 
covered  with  a  sort  of  stuff  called  bunlin, 
'itli  a  crown  and  ancltor,  made  of  wood, 
n  the  lop,  and  around  it,  four  transpar- 
encies, representing  "  the  blacksmiths' 
arms,"  "anchor  smiths  at  woik,"  "flri. 
tnnnia  with  her  anchor,"  and  "  Mount 
Etna.""  He  has  before  him  a  wooden 
anvil,  and  in  his  hands  a  pair  of  longs 
and  wooden  hammer  wliicli,  in  general, 
he  makes  good  use  of  whilst  reciting  his 
speech.  A  mate,  also  masked,  attends 
him  with  a  wooden  sledge-hammer ;  he 
is  also  surrounded  by  a  number  of  other 
allendanls,  some  of  whom  cariy  torches, 
banners,  flags,  &c. ;  others  battle-axes, 
loniahawkes,  and  other  accoutrements  of 
war.  This  procession,  headed  by  a  drum 
and  fife,  and  six  men  with  old  Clem 
mounted  on  their  shoulders,  proceed  round 
Ihe  town,  slopping  and  refreshing  at  nearly 
every  public  house,  (which,  by  the  by, 
are  pretty  numerous,')  not  forgetting  to 
call  on  the  blacksmiths  and  officers  of  ihe 
dockyard :  tliere  the  mnney-boi  is  pretly 
freely  handed,  after  old  Clem  and  his  male 
have  recited  their  speeches,  which  com- 
mence by  the  mate  calling  for  order,  with 
"  Geatlenen  all,  altrolion  girt, 
Aud  wish  St.  Clem,  long,  Irag  to  live." 
Old  Clem  then  recites   the  following

siderable  damage.  The  wind  blew  from 
the  western  seas,  which  preventing  many 
ships  ftom  putting  to  ica,  and  driving 
others  into  harbour,  occasioned  great 
numbers  to  escape  destruction. 

The  Eddystone  lighthouse  near  Ply- 
mouth was  precipitated  in  the  surround- 
ing ocean,  and  with  il  Mr.  Winstanley, 
the  ingenious  architect,  by  whom  it  was 
contrived,  and  the  people  who  were  with 
him. — "  Having  been  frequently  told  that 
the  edifice  w<is  loo  slight  to  withstand 
the  fiiry  of  the  winds  and  waves,  be  was 
accustomed  to  reply  contemptuously,  that 
he  only  wished  to  be  in  it  when  a  stonn 
should  happen.

The  amazing  strength  and  rapidity  of 
the  wind,  are  evidenced  by  the  following 
well  authenticated  circumstances.  Near 
Shaftesbury  a  stone  of  near  fonr  hundred 
pounds  weight,  whii^h  had  lain  for  some 
rears  fixed  in  the  ground,  fenced  by  a 
bank  with  a  low  stone  wall  upon  it,  was 
lifted  up  by  the  wind,  and  carried  into  a 
hollow  way,  distant  at  least  seven  yards 
from  the  place.  This  is  mentioned  in  a 
sermon  preached  by  Dr.  Samuel  Slennett, 
in  178B.  Dr.  Andrevi  Gifibrd  in  a  ser- 
mon preached  at  Little  Wylde-streel,  on 
the  IfTth  of  November,  1734,  says  that "  in 
a  country  town,  a  large  stable  was  at 
once  removed  off  its  foundation  and  in- 
stantly carried  quite  across  the  highway, 
over  the  heads  of  five  horses  and  the  man 
that  was  then  feeding  Ihem.  without 
hurting  any  one  of  them,  or  removing 
the  radc  and  manger,  both  of  which  re- 
mained for  a  considerable  time  to  the 
admiration  of  every  beholder."

t  is  not  indeed  quite  so  heavy,  nor  quite 
90  gtessy  as  that  moving  monntnent  of 
metrr^politan  magnificence;  but  it  is  not 
inferior  to  it  in  glitter  and  in  gildiuf,  and 
is  br  superior  in  the  splendour  of  the 
gems  and  rubies  which  adorn  it.  It  dif^ 
fers  from  the  metropolitan  canine  in 
having  no  seati  in  the  interior,  and  no 
place  for  either  sword-bearer,  chaplain,  or 
any  other  inferior  ofli[«r,  Tlte  reason  of 
this  is,  that  whenever  the  'golden  mo- 
narch* vouchsafes  to  show  himself  to 
his  subjects,  who  with  true  legitimate 
loyally  worship  him  as  aruemanation  from 
the  deity,  he  orders  his  throne  to  be  re- 
moved into  it,  and  sits  ther«m,  the  sok.

It  is  not  to  be  doubted,  that  the  car 
paiisons  of  the  elephants  would  equal  in 
splendour  the  richness  of  the  carriage,  but 
one  only  of  the  elephants  belonging  to  the 
cnrriase  was  captured ;  the  caparisons 
for  both  are  presumed  to  have  escaped  with 
the  other  animal.  It  isimaginedthat  the 
necks  of  thtse  ponderous  beings  bore 
their  drivers,  with  small  hooked  spean  to 
guide  ihem,  and  that  the  carttgt  combin- 
ed all  the  great  officers  of  stale,  priests, 
and  attendants,  male  and  female,  besides 
the  imperial  body-guard  mounted  on 
eighty  white  elephants. 

Among  his  innumerable  titles,  the  ero- 
perorofthe  Burmans  styles  himself  "  kin^g 
of  ihe  while  elephant."  Xacca,  the 
founder  of  Indian  idolatiy,  is  affirmed  by 
the  Brahmins  to  hare  gone  throu^rh  ame- 
lampsychosis  eighty  thousand  times,  his 
soul  having  pass«d  into  that  number  of 
brutes ;  iliat  the  last  was  in  a  white  ple- 
phanl,  and  (hat  after  these  changes  he 
was  received  into  the  company  of  the 
gods,  and  is  now  a  pagod. 

This  carnage  was  taken  with  the  work- 
men who  built  it,  and  all  their  accounts. 
From  these  it  appeared,  that  it  had  been 
three  yean  in  building,  that  the  gems 
were  supplied  from  the  king's  treasury,  or 
by  contribution  from  the  various  states, 
and  that  the  workmen  were  remunerated 
by  the  government.  Independent  of  these 
items,  the  expenses  were  slated  in  the  ac- 
counts to  have  been  twenty-five  tbousand 
rupees,  (three  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  pounds.)  The  stones  are  not 
less  m  number  ihan  twenty  thousand, 
which  its  reputed  value  at  Tavoy  was  a 
lac  of  rupees,  twelve  thousand  live  buo* 
dred  pounds.

1  le  is  patron  or  titular 
saint  of  virginR,  boys,  sailors,  and  theiror- 
shipful  company  of  parish  clerics  of  the  city 
of  London.  Mr.  Audley  briefly  observes 
of  him,  that  he  was  remarkable  in  liis  in- 
fancy tor  piety,  and  the  knowledge  of  the 
scriptures ;  that  he  was  made  bishop  of 
Myia,inLycia,  byConstantine  the  Great, 
and  that  "he  was  present  in  the  council 
of  Nice,  where,  it  is  said,  he  gave  Arius  a 
box  on  the  ear."" 

According  to  catholic  story,  St.  Nicho- 
las was  a  saint  of  great  virtue,  and  dis- 
posed  30  early  in  life  to  conform  to  eccle- 
siastical rule,  that  when  an  infant  at  the 
breast  he  fasted  on  VVednesday  and  Friday, 
and  sucked  but  once  on  each  of  those  i 
days,  and  that  towards  night.+  A  story 
is  related  to  his  credit  nliich  is  of  consi- 
derable curiosity.  It  is  told,  that  "  an 
Asiatic  gentleman"  sent  his  two  sons  to 
"  Athens"  for  education,  and  ordered  them 
*o  wait  on  the  bishop  for  his  benedictioD. 
()n  airiving  at  Myra  with  iheir  baggage 
they  took  up  their   lodging  at  an    inn, 

Surposiug,  as  it  was  late  in  the  day,  to 
efer  their  visit  till  the  morrow ;  but  in

In  the  fine  old  city  of  Leewvarden,  the 
capital  of  West  Frieiland,  there  are  some 
curious  customs  preserved,  connected 
with  the  celebration  ol  the  anniversary  of 
this  saint.

Brand  refers  to  "  an  old  print,"  as  if  he 
had  only  observed  one  with  this  repre* 
tenlalion;  whereas,  they  abound,  and  to 
the  present  day  the  oi  and  Ih^ass  are  in 
the  wood-cuts  of  the  nativity  on  our  com- 
mon Christmas  carols,  ^nnazaritu,  a 
Latin  poet  of  the  fifteenth  century,  in  his 
poem  Dt  Fartu  FtTginit,  which  he  was 
several  years  in  composing,  and  twenty 
vearf  in  revising,  and  which  chiefly  con- 
libuted  to  the  celebrity  of  his  name 
among  the  Italians,  represents  that  the 
virgin  wrapped  up  the  new-bom  inbnt, 
ana  put  him  into  her  bosom;  that  the 
cattle  cherished  him  with  their  breath,  an 
OI  fell  on  his  knees,  and  ia  ass  did  Ihe 
same.  He  declares  them  both  happy, 
promises  they  shall  be  honoured  at  all  the 
altars  in  Home,  and  apostrophiies  the 
virgin  on  occasion  of  the  respect  the  oi 
and  ass  have  shown  her.  To  a  quarto 
edition  of  this  Latin  poem,.with  an  Italian 
translation  by  Gori,  printed  at  Florence 
in  1740,  there  is  a  print  inscribed  "Sacrum 
monumentum  in  antiquo  vitro  Rome  in 
Museo  Victotio,"  from  whence  the  pre- 
ceding engraving  is  presented,  as  a  cunous 
illnstratioD  of  Ihe  obviously  ancient  mode 
of  delineating  the  subject. 

In  the  edition  just  mentioned  of  San- 
naiarius'i  exceedingly  curious  poem,which 
is  described  in  the  editor's  often  cited 
vohime  on  "  Ancient  Mysteries,"  there

Sannaiarius  was  a  distinguished  states- 
man in  the  kingdom  of  Naples.  His 
snperb  tomb  in  tlie  chnich  of  St.  Hark  is 
decorated  with  two  figures  originally  exe- 
cuted for  and  meant  to  represent  Apollo 
and  Minerva;  bul  as  it  appeared  inde- 
corous  to  admit  heathen  divmilies  into  a 
christian  church,  and  the  %iuea  were

From  Mr.  Grant's  "  Popular  Supersti- 
tions of  the  Highlands,"  we  gather  Ibi 
fnllowing  account;— 

Highland  Chrittma*. 
As  (onn  as  the  brlfrhtening;  glow  of  the 
easlem  Ay  warns  the  antious  housemaid 
of  (he  approach  of  Christmas-da j,  she 
rises  full  of  anxiety  at  the  prospect  of  her 
morning  labours.  The  meat,  which  was 
steeped  in  the  toteam-boau  a  fortnight 
ago,  to  make  the  Preckdaclidan  vmr,  or 
tour  teona,  is  the  first  object  of  her 
attention.  The  gridiron  is  put  on  the 
lire,  and  the  sour  scones  are  soon  follow- 
ed by  hard  cakes,  soft  cakes,  buttered 
calceii  brandervd  bannocks,  and  pannich 
perm.  The  baking  being  once  over,  the 
nwans  pot  succeeds  the  gridiron,  full  oi 
new  sowans,  which  are  to  he  given  to  the 
family,  agreeablv  to  custom,  this  daj^  in 
their  beds.  The  sowans  are  boiled  into 
the  consistence  of  molasses,  when  the 
L^ati-lr-vrich,  or  yeast-bread,  to  distin- 
guish it  from  bailed  sowun*,  i*  ready.  It 
'  If  then  poured  into  as  many  bickers  as 
'  there  are  indiTiduals  to  partake  of  it,  and 
presently  served  to  the  whole,  old  and 
'  young.  It  would  suil  well  the  pen  of  a 
Bursa,  or  the  pencil  of  a  Horarth,  to 
I  paint  the  scene  which  follows.  The  am- 
1  brosial  food  is  despatched  in  aspiring 
draughts  by  the  bmily,  who  soon  give 
evident  proofs  of  th«  enlivening  effects  of 
the  Lagtai-le-VTith.  As  soon  as  each 
despatcnes  his  bicker,  he  jumps  out  of 
bed — the  elder  branches  to  examine  the 
ominous  signs  of  the  day,*  and  the 
younger  to  enter  on  its  ainusements. 
Flocking  to  the  swing,  a  favourite  arause- 
(nent  on  this  occasion,  the  youngest  of 
tfaa  &mily  get  th«  first  "  ilunidtr,"  and

In  order. to  add  the  more  I o  the  r 
spirit  of  the  exercise,  it  is  a  common  prac-  I 
tice  with  the  person  in  the  twing,  and 
the  person  appointed  to  swine  him,  to 
euler  into  a  very  warm  and  nuraorous 
altetcaticn.  As  the  swinged  person  ap- 
proaches the  swli.f^er,  he  exclaims,  Ei  mi 
Ih  ehal,  "  I'll  eat  your  kail."  To  this  the 
Ewinser  replies,  with  a  violent  shove,CAa 
til  ti  mu  ekal,  "  You  shan't  eat  my  kail." 
These  threats  and  repulses  are  sometimes 
carried  to  such  a  helghl,as  to  break  dowit 
or  capsiie  the  Ihreatener,  which  generally 
puts  an  end  to  the  quarrel. 

As  the  day  advances,  those  minor 
amusements  are  terminated  at  the  report 
of  the  gun,  or  the  rattle  of  the  ball-clubs 
— the  gun  inviting  the  marksman  to  the 
"  Kimamiiehd,"  Or  priie-shootisg,  and 
the  latter  to  "  Laehd-vouU"  or  the  ball 
combatants — both  the  principal  sports  of 
the  day.

1.  on  Christmass  day  in  the  morn- 
ing, had  all  his  tenants  and  neighbours 
enter  his  hall  by  day-break.  The 
Strong  beer  waa  broached,  and  the  black 
jacks  went  plentifully  about  with  toast, 
sugar,  nutmegg,  and  good  Cheshire  cheese. 
The  hackin  (the  great  sausage)  roust  be 
boiled  by  day-break,  or  else  two  young 
men  must  take  the  maiden  (I.  e.)  the 
cook,  by  the  arms  and  run  her  round  the 
market-place  till  she  is  ashamed  of  her 
laziness. 

"  In  Christmas  holidays,  the  tables 
were  all  spread  from  the  first  to  the  last; 
the  sitloms  of  beef,  the  minced  pies,  the 
plumb  porridge,  the  capons,  turkeys,  geese, 
and  plunl-puddings,  were  all  brought 
upon  the  board :  every  one  eat  heartily, 
uttl  was  welcome,  which  gave  rise  to  the 
proverb,  '  merry  in  the  hall  when  beards 

Misson  adds  of  oijr  predecessnrs  in  his 
time,  that  besides  the  "  famous  pye"  at 
Christmas,  "  ibey  also  make  a  sort  of 
soup  with  plums  which  is  not  at  all  infe- 
rior to  the  pye,  which  is  in  their  language 
called  plum -porridge."
